cause the SO persons attending, mostly 
from the Hlghpolnt area, felt residents 
from other parts of the village also 
might wish to nominate candidates and 
vote. 


THE ORGANIZATION started as an

named to prepare resolutions for voting 
at the next meeting. These are to deal 
with tho organization of the lobby group 
and with the lobby's stand on the Edison 
project 


The general consensus indicated the 


residents oppose any above-ground cable 
Installation but would be more willing to 
accept such installation north of the toll- 
road than south of it. 


Mel Budlsh, who acted as temporary 


chairman, reported he had been asked 
by village Mayor Frederick Downey to 
assess citizen reaction to an alternative 
proposal from Edison and inform the 
board.

Work On New Wing Goes On 
'Quiet' Sign No Help In This Library 


The sound of hammer and saw still 


faintly heard in the Schaumburg Town- 
ship Public Library are not echoes of 
post construction noise. 


Although patrons cannot see work in 


progress, full completion of the new wing 
still is at least two months away. 


Librarian Michael Madden said that al- 


though the new wing looks finished and 
compliments from patrons are being ex- 
pressed, "the library now is just a teaser 
of what the finished facility will be." 


"When the architects (O'Donnell, 


Wlcklund and Pigozzi of Evanston) first 
showed us the design for the new facility 
they described it as 'one that invites 


people in,' " said Madden. 


"So, we decided that during construc- 


tion we too would Invite people in and 
keep the library open Instead of closing 
it during remodeling," Madden added. 


MADDEN SAID THAT since the new 


entrance has opened and increased park- 
ing facilities made available, transac- 
tions have Increased. "Although the li- 
brary suffered a loss of business during 
the construction period our patrons were 
never turned away," said Madden. 


Today, with the largest part of the' 


adult section completed and in use, some 
days the nearly 200 seats are not enough 
to accommodate those patrons coming to 


read or just relax in the building. 


Madden said the main section now in 


use represents only 60 per cent of the 
total book stack space that'eventually 
will be devoted to the adult section. 


The adult lounge and rear projection 


studio, humor corner, and baby play 
area in the adult section still are not 
open. 


"The senior high and college lounge 


with its special furnishings, stereo play- 
ers an'd record collection is almost ready 
for use," said Madden. 


Carpenters have installed stereo turn- 


tables with headphones in the oak tables 
In several seating nooks in the adult sec- 


tion. A total of 22 players will be In- 
stalled. 


THE CHILDREN'S section is a busy 


place, as carpenters put finishing tn'ich- 
es on a children's size gingerbread house 
several youngsters can sit in while they 
read. 


But a big stuffed monkey and mush- 


room seats and furniture designed for 
the young set make it a colorful — if 
dusty — place and the section is used by 
many youngsters. "In fact they seem to 
enjoy finding out what's been done since 
their last visit," said the librarian.

Loophole In Condominium Police Protection? 


A legal opinion on police enforcement 


of traffic regulations in Schaumburg 
may have hit upon a major loophole In 
the recently enacted state law to Im- 
prove police protection in private resi- 
dential areas. 


The opinion, presented to the board of 


trustees Tuesday by Village Atty. Jack 
Slegel, suggested the legislation does not 
apply to condominium developments. 


Slegel's Interpretation of HR3557, ap- 


proved and signed on Aug. 13, was it pro- 
vided for persons who own 10 or more 
units to contract with local police depart- 
ments for services on private streets. 


In condominium developments, the 


units are owned by Individuals and there- 
fore there would be no one person who 
owned 10 units, he said. 


SIEGEL'S OPINION was sought after 


representatives of Levitt and Sons — the 
developers of Sheffield Manor, a quadro- 


minium complex in Schaumburg — re- 
quested police enforcement of speed and 
traffic regulations. 


Support was given the legislation local- 


ly, because of the number of planned 
unit developments being constructed. 
State statute had prohibited police from 
enforcing traffic laws in private devel- 
opments prior to the law's enactment. 
• ' State Rep. David Regner, R-3rd, one of 
the chief sponsors of the legislation, 
could not be reached for comment. 


A synopsis of the legislation indicates 


municipalities can establish and enforce 
traffic regulations on private property at 
the request of the owners in a project or 
subdivision having at least 10 residential 
units. 


Proponents of the legislation argued 


before the General Assembly the law 
would aid local police forces. 


SIEGEL'S interpretation of the legisla- 


tion could exempt major areas, planned 


to be covered by the bill, from the law. 


He said the village might be able to 


adopt provisions covering the con- 
dominium developments under the au- 
thority of its home rule community prob- 
lems. 


"I think the villags should develop 


some general policies on this," Siege] 
said.

Suburban motorists next year will be 


subjected to random testing of their au- 
tomobiles by the City of Chicago to help 
control the gross pollution of the ah* by 
poisonous auto emissions. 


Effective June 1,1973, the city will be- 


gin mandatory testing of the approxl- - 
mately 1.5 million autos owned by Chi- 
cago residents and spot checks of the 
about 200,000 autos owned by subur- 
banites. 


While the policy only will be in effect 


in Chicago, it is the opinion of members 
of the city's department of environmen- 
tal control that the pollution checks will 
help purify the air in the suburbs, too. 


The ordinance was passed by the city 


council last Nov. 29 and provides for test- 
Ing lanes to be set up to ensure that all 
Chicago-resident owned autos are exam- 
ined each year. Each motorist will be 
given a sticker signifying his car has 
been checked. 


The ordinance was written so that per- 


sons with autos which do not pass the 
pollution test will be fined from $15 to 
$300 for the first offense and from $50 to 
$500 for subsequent offenses. 


In trying to finance the program, a 


revenue subcommittee 'has been deliber- 
ating on a plan to raise the vehicle sti- 
cker charge to Chicago motorists. Mem- 
bers have also discussed the possibility 
of making H mandatory for all suburban 
drivers to have their autos tested, some- 
thing the original ordinance does not in- 
clude. That proposal apparently will not 
be passed. 


THE ORDINANCE now calls for the 


spot check of autos owned by suburban 
residents if the vehicle is driven on any 
street in the city of Chicago. If the auto 
is believed to be hi violation of the ordi- 
nance, a policeman will stop the vehicle 
and notify the driver that he must bring 
the cor in for a pollution test

Other bids received for the cars were

the tollroad, near the residences. The al- 
ternative offered was to put them north 
of the tollroad. It declined to consider 
putting the lines underground, Budlsh 
said. 


THE CITIZENS discussed cost com- 


parlsons of the alternatives advanced by 
the Edison representatives at r meeting 
with village officials. Budlsh and Ron Ol- 
son, also an active opponent to above- 
ground wires, said they were told above- 
ground lines would cost $500,000 per mile, 
while underground wires would cost $10 
million per mile. While Trustee Bruce 
Llnd, who attended the meeting, noted 
the utility firm representatives had 
quoted a $1 million per mile price for the 
underground linos, Olson said the spokes- 
men had corrected their figures after the 
meeting. 


The lobbyists agreed they should con- 


sider testifying in opposition to the 
above-ground wires at hearings before 
the Illinois Commerce Commission, 
which must be held before the project 
can be started. They also considered go-

the same election. Ncttcr noted this 
would be a "great idea If you have con- 
tiguous boundaries, which we don't 
have." Mrs. Woznlak'said It could mean 
having elections for two villages or town- 
ships in the same polling places, and 
having officials for five school districts 
chosen.in the same polling places, be- 
cause county precincts would be used 
rather than local ones. 


Costs also would be increased because 


the county uses more precincts than do 
the villages and school districts, said 
Mrs. Wozniak. 


The law would require all voters in the 


state to reregister as of January, said 
Mrs. Wozniak, calling this an unneces- 
sary expense of millions of dollars. 


THE LAW DOES not provide for spe- 


cial elections or referenda, said Mrs. 
Wozniak, so that a governing body would 
have to wait for the statewide election 
day to hold such votes. 


There would be two annual election 


days, in May and November, under the 
proposed law.

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Sailors Need Hosts For Thanksgiving 


Families are being sought to open up 


their homes next Thursday and provide a 
Thanksgiving meal for servicement from 
the Great Lakes Naval Base in North 
Chicago. 


About 800 recruits, some away from 


home for the first time, are In need of a

"The program was started six or seven 


years ago and has been a complete sue- 
. cess," Young said. Because most of the 
recruits don't have full uniforms and ore 
unfamiliar with the Chicago area we are 
asking families to pick up and return the 
men to the base on Thanksgiving day. 


"I KNOW THE RESULTS of the pro- 


gram have been great from the morale 
standpoint. The men thought the pro- 
gram was tremendous. And the families 
have had rewarding experiences. 


"Many of (he boys haven't been away 


from home before, especially during the 
holidays. Wo hadn't done too well in find- 


ing them families until today. But I went 
on a radio show and we got about 100 
calls." 


Young gave an example of the holiday 


spirit Involved in this program. "Last 
year there was a young lady in Chicago 
who was confined to a wheelchair. She 
had to quit the University of Chicago be- 
cause she ran out of money. But she got 


together with her family and booted six 
of our fellows. They an had a fabulous 
time. The family was black and the six 
fellows were white." He said the family 
was hosting more servicemen this year. 


Young said the servicemen will not be 


in need on Christmas Day. Residents in 
Hanover Park and Carpentersville are 
hosting the servicemen.

Step Toward Springfield 
Airport Control 
Session Is Held 


by BARflY SIGALK 


The Republican Party's yearly attempt 


to wrest control of O'Hare Airport from 
Chicago and the opposition party moved 
a step closer to Springfield yesterday. 


A legislative subcommittee, made up 


strictly of Illinois Senate and House Re- 
publicans, held a study session yesterday 
to Iron out a proposal to establish a State 
Airport Authority. 


The proposal would bring under the Ju- 


risdiction of the state and local munici- 
palities, excluding Chicago, any existing 
or future airports in Illinois. 


The proposed legislation, which would 


create the Metropolitan Area Airport Au- 
thority Act, Is ostensibly aimed at 
O'Hare Airport and Mayor Daley and 
would provide greater representation for 
residents who arc affected by the oper- 
ation of the airport. 


REPUBLICANS have repeatedly spon- 


sored legislation regarding airports but 
have been stymied because of staunch 
opposition by Daley-led Democrats and 
the defection of a handful of Republi- 
cans. 


With the 1972 elections nine days be- 


hind, the Republican Party holds a slight 
margin In the State Senate, where pas- 
sage of such a bill Is expected, according 
to State Sen. Howard Mohr, R-Forcst 
Park. But his party only holds a one vote 
edge in the House of Representatives and 
Mohr fears enough Republicans will vote 
with the Democrats on such legislation to 
kill the measure. 


Mohr said Democrats have continued 


to oppose any legislation that would take 
control of O'Hare away from them, and 
that the Republican-only subcommittee 
was acting separately from them be- 
cause of this. He also said the Republi- 
cans did not want the Democrats to know 
what they were going to propose when 
the legislature convenes next January. 


Mohr, chairman of the subcommittee, 


and fellow members, were appointed to 
Introduce legislation which would "pro- 
vide an efficient metropolitan air travel 
system In a healthful, safe and pleasant 
environment" by 10th Dist. Republican 
U.S. Rep. Harold Collier. 


Other members of the subcommittee 


Include State Reps. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park 
Ridge, 
and David Rcgncr, 


R-Mount Prospect; U.S. Reps. Phillip 
Crane, R-13th, Collier and John Erlcn- 
born, R-14th; and retiring State Sen. 
John Carroll, R-4th. 


THE NEW PROPOSAL calls for the 


reorganizing of the administrative struc- 
ture for operation of airports, including 
O'Hare, In metropolitan areas of Illinois 
and adjacent states. 


Under the proposal, local control would 


be affected If an ordinance Is adopted by 
the corporate authorities of five munici- 
palities within a five mile distance from 
an airport. At Wednesday's meeting it 
was not determined if that item would 
stand up or be amended to Include more 
municipalities further from the airport in 
question. 


The proposed legislation would also 


"prohibit 
unnecessary 
environmental 


degradation of land, water and air space 
adjacent to airports." 


The result of several meetings and the 


testimony of dozens of officials and con- 
cerned citizens, the proposal is patterned 
after the St. Louis Airport Authority and 
the highlights of post proposed legisla- 
tion, Including a bill sponsored by Juck- 
ett that was voted down. 


The authority would be composed of 


nine members, appointed by the gover- 
nor with the consent of the Senate. Also, 
five of Its members must reside within 
five miles of on existing or proposed air- 
port. 


The authority would also control the 


operation of Midway Airport and Meigs 
Field hi Chicago and would be able to 
cooperate with surrounding states to 
coordinate any additional airports.

Tho pay reductions will amount to an 


almost 7 per cent decrease for the de- 
partment's 1,551 employes. 


Tho cutbacks were announced in a let- 


ter from Danaher delivered to all the 
employes Tuesday. The letter also said 
other moves will be made to achieve an 
overall is per cent reduction In the de- 
partment's budget. 


The court clerk's office was one of 


many ordered by Dunne to trim their 
budget to keep county spending In line 
with expected revenues for fiscal 1073. 


THE COUNTY'S recent financial woes 


began when the 2 per cent service 
charge the county had been skimming off 
tho top of all property tax collections 
was ruled unconstitutional. The decision 
cost the county about $18 million. 


Since that time the county board 


adopted several new taxes to make up 
for tho loss, but most have been chal- 
lenged in court and any monies received 
have been tied up in escrow accounts 
pending disposition of the lawsuits. 


To achieve the pay reductions, the 


1,351 employes of the court clerk's office 
will bo docked one and one-third days 
pay each month, or almost 17 days per 
year — a cut of 6.S7 per cent.

statistic. Unlike several previous seasons 
such as tho Fourth of July and Labor 
Day — tho Thanksgiving Holiday may 
bring hazardous driving conditions in the 
Midwest. 


Tho weather has varied over the 


Thanksgiving Holiday from year to year, 
from slippery, wet driving conditions to 
clear, dry highways. The Institute ad- 
vises drivers to drive "defensively." 


Not enough drivers heed this advice. 


Tho national toll of 25,060, a 5 per cent 
Increase from last year, has put 1972 on 
tho road to tho dubious distinction of per- 
haps becoming the deadliest year in U.S. 
highway history. 


Deaths and injuries are not the only 


related aspects of holiday accidents. In a 
national survey last year, the Institute 
found that people correctly relate higher 
Insurance rates to the large number of 
accidents occurring throughout tho coun- 
try. 


Tho Thanksgiving Holiday can be long 


remembered for lovo and thanks. But 
only If members of the family put safety 
into their holiday season. 


Census Bureau 
Will Probe 
Vote Patera 


DM you vote November 7? Were you 


registered but did not vote? 


Tho Bureau of the Census will ask 


three and other questions about voting 
activity In the 1972 national election of 
pawns 18 and older In a sample of 
households in this area during tho week 
of Nov. 20-24. 


Forrest P. Cawlcy Jr., director of the 


bureau's Data Collection Center in Chi- 
cago, stressed that no questions will be 
asked about party affiliation or for whom 
a person voted. The survey will provide 
a profile of the typical American voter, 
and non-voter: age, sex, residence, edu- 
cation, labor force status, and family in- 
come. 


In a similar survey following the 1968 


presidential election, higher voting par- 
ticipation was found among men, persons 
45 to 64 years, whites, people living out- 
side tho South, those with higher educa- 
tional attainment, larger family incomes, 
and la white collar occupations. 


The voting questions are in addition to 


tho usual ones asked In the monthly sur- 
vey on employment and unemployment 
and unemployment conducted nationwide 
by tho bureau for the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 


Results of this monthly survey provide 


a continuing measure of the economic 
health of the country. The September 
survey showed that employment contin- 
ued to rise, while unemployment was es- 
sentially unchanged. The September 
unemployment rate of 5.5 per cent was 
about the tame as in tho previous three 
months, but below the 8-pcr cert mark 
around which it had fluctuated between

Will Take A Little Getting Used To

Northwest 
suburban 
residents 
| generally enjoy the fruits of good, 
•* clean, responsive government; but 


that government occasionally has 
been known to break down in its 
service to its constituents. 


Witness, for example, the plight 


of the owners of liquor-serving es- 
tablishments in Arlington Heights. 


Earlier this year, a state law 


which banned liquor sales while 
the polls arc open on Election Day 
was thrown out, thus placing on 
someone's shoulders the responsi- 
bility of developing an alternative. 


Arlington Heights, like many oth- 


er communities, had to deal with 
this problem. And it indeed found 
the issue clouded by questions of 
home rule powers and limitations. 


So, the board decided that a vote 


would be taken on whether to allow 
local bartenders to serve patrons 
' before 6 p.m. on Election Day — a 
decision which seemed to us to be a 
reasonable one for a village board 
to make. 


So 
far, 
so good. But the 


board seemed to fo'gct that the 
election was scheduled for Novem- 
ber 17 (rain or shire). Thus, the 
board waited until the day before 
the election, and until about mid- 


night before approving open liquor 
sales. 


We realize the sale of liquor for a 


period of about six or eight hours is 
a miniscule issue compared to the 
monstrous issues of war and peace, 
inflation and deflation, and love 
and hate which should have pre- 
occupied the minds of voters on 
Election Day. 


But the decision was important 


to bartenders, who must prepare 
refrigerators and staff whenever 
the doors arc open and the regu- 
lars flock in. The village board's 
decision required owners of 
tav- 


erns to make last minute decisions 
based on the eleventh hour move 
by the board. 


Generally, liquor license holders 


have a rough life. It's not easy to 
convince a village government that 
you deserve a liquor license; deci- 
sions on and control of licenses arc 
arbitrary, as allowed under Illinois 
law. 


In the future, give 'em a break. 


In this era of home rule, there's an 
implication that local communities 
will be responsive to their con- 
stituents. That responsiveness, it 
seems, should extend even down to 
the men who fill and refill beer 
glasses when the long day is ended.

Is O'Hare Listening? 


Getting there is definitely not 


half the fun, as any seasoned air 
traveler can attest. 


As air transportation has grown 


and airports have expanded, the 
problem is not just getting to the 
airport but to the airplane itself. 
Any plane within a half-mile of the 
ticket counter is close. 


They've done something about it 


in Kansas City, where a new $250- 
mllllon airport goes into operation 
this month. 


A design concept called "gate ar- 


rival" shortens to about 300 feet 
the distance from parked car to 
parked airplane. Instead of a main 
terminal building with long con- 
courses extending fingcrlike out to 


the plane, there is a cluster of one- 
level, C-shapcd buildings in a tri- 
naglc formation. 


A passenger can drive into and 


park in the open center of which- 
ever C his plane is departing from. 
Planes arc positioned on the outer 
perimeter of each building. In 33 
steps from the terminal entrance — 
the width, not the length, of the ter- 
minal 
— he's checked in 
and 


boarding the plane. 


It's 
possible, airport

say, that a passenger embarking 
on one of the huge jumbo jets may 
walk farther to his scat after he 
enters the plane than he did 
through the terminal. 


Ending A Blackout 


The "invisible American" is no

'' tory texts used around the country 


either ignored or presented a dis- 


torted view of the American Negro. 


The latest study involved an ex- 


amination of 19 recently published 
history texts. While it found room 
for improvement in most of them, 
it also found that in terms of histor- 
ical scholarship, "they meet the 
highest standards, almost without 
exception. 


The time has now come to praise 


what American history textbooks 
have achieved in their treatment of 
black Americans, says Sloan. 
, "Much, if not most, and, in some 
instances all, that we critics, black \ 
and white, have been calling for 
through the years has come to 
pass." 


Illinois Ranks High In Reform

It Is heartening, and a trifle startling, 


to find Illinois rated near the top of the 
50 states in a study of laws seeking gov- 
ernment reforms. 


The study was conducted by Common 


Cause, a "citizens' lobby" of some 


200,000 members and will be published 
next Tuesday in a book entitled "Money 
and Secrecy: A Citizen's Guide to Re- 
forming State and Federal Practices." 


According to advance notices, the book 


examines laws of all 50 states in four 
areas: Open meetings, lobbying dis- 
closure, conflicts of interest of public of- 


ficials and campaign financing. 


Only Illinois and California have laws 


rated "adequate" In three of the four 
categories. Illinois laws on open meet- 
ings, lobbying disclosure and conflicts of 
interest were •considered adequate by 
Common Cause. The state has no law on 
campaign finances.

Airline's Hijack Policy Blasted 


Recently a letter appeared from a Mrs. 


Margaret Johnson regarding a column 
written by Tom Wellman concerning his 
unfortunate airline experiences. I take 
personal offense at Mrs. Johnson's re- 
marks. But, this is not the prime reason 
for my letter. Mr. Wellman has broad 
shoulders. 


My son returned in August from a ten 


month tour of duty in Viet Nam. While 
there he was a crew chief on helicopters 
(different kinds that I can't recall). 
Among his duties wrre to keep his chop- 
per in perfect runn'ng order and also to 
go out and scout Cften he helped pick up 
downed chopper crews. He saw many of 
his buddies killed when their helicopters 
were hit. 


After a month leave he was due to re- 


port to Fort Campbell, Ky. He called 
Ozark Airlines and made a flight reser- 
vation. He naturally used the military re- 
servation (cheaper rates). He was in full 
dress uniform, carrying all his records. 
He checked his duffle bag through. In- 
cidentally he had short hair, his shoes 
were spitshined, and his uniform had 
nary a wrinkle. As he was preparing to 
board his flight two Ozark employees ap- 
proached him and asked him to submit 
to a pat search (frisk). All the passen- 
gers had been run through the metal de- 
tector prior to this. When my son asked 
what alternative he had the Ozark people 
sold he could not board the plane. They 
would not tell my son any reason they 
considered him a security risk. Another 
military person aboard was not bothered. 
The search revealed nothing. When my 
son changed flights at St. Louis he went 
to the Ozark main offices and asked why. 
Once again he was informed "like it or 
not, you are a Security risk, that's the 
way it is." 


To put.it mildly, this drove my son 


right up the wall. If the U.S. Government 
could trust him around aeronautical 
equipment in the heat of a battle, what 
gives a minute airline like Ozark the 
right to treat him this way? My son feels 
all people should be searched if they are 
really worried. 


I wrote to the Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration and Ozark Airlines. My son re- 
ceived a telephone call from FAA, apolo- 
gizing for his treatment. A letter follow- 
ed to him and one to me explaining that 
they have since changed the'policy. I 
also received a curt note from a Mr. Wil- 
son of Ozark explaining their employes 
were right and they could not reveal 
why he was chosen. He also explained 
that the procedure Is now changed. Mili- 
tary personnel with proper identification 
are not-considered security risks. How 
condescending!!!

California was one of 28 states found to 
have laws in all four areas, but its cam- 
paign finance law is described by 
Common Cause as "ineffective." Among 
the other 27 states, none had more than 
two of the four laws considered ade- 
quate, pnd all four laws in 12 of the 
states were rated ineffective or only 
"partly effective." 


In each of the categories, no more than 


eight states were found to have adequate 
laws, and the numbers in each category 
considered to have ineffective laws, or 
none at all, ranged from 23 to 40. 


The book itself promises a pessimistic 


view of the overall state of the states. It 
begins: 


"Few but the rich are assured access 


to elected officials. 


"Campaign costs make politics a rich 


man's game. 


"Lobbyists operate unobserved and un- 


regulated. 


"Legislators pass laws from which 


their friends derive personal financial 
gain; and all this goes on beneath a 
shroud of secrecy." 


The book is intended as the opening 


shot in a Common Cause campaign for 
congressional reform in 1973, dubbed 
Open Up the System. 


Its author, Lawrence Gilson, concludes 


that "To place increased power or 
money in the hands of the state or feder- 
al government without at the same time 
taking steps to make them more respon- 
sive, more accountable, and more acces- 
sible to the citizen would be the worst 
kind of folly." 


The book finds major weaknesses in 


government operations at the federal lev- 
el. 


Open meeting regulations are "so 


weak as to allow congressional com- 
mittees ... to elect by majority vote to 
close all committee sessions to the pub- 
lic," it points out. 


It also says that vagaries of the federal 


lobbying law allow such groups as the 
American Bankers Association, General 
Motors, and International Telephone and 
Telegraph to operate in the capital with- 
out registering at all. . 


Similar weaknesses exist in the areas 


of conflict of interest and campaign-dis- 
closures. Where laws do exist, the book 
concludes, there is a "virtual absence of 
enforcement." 


In an Introduction to the book, Com- 


mon Cause chalcman John Gardner says, 
"By itself, this book is only a guide. Its 
impact must come from the released 
energies of thousands of citizens intent 
on reform. But placed in the hands of a 
group of determined citizens . . . this 
book can provide the springboard for ef- 
fective action."

getting local airport authorities to take 
effective measures. 


AGREEING THAT President Nixon 


might have a point in his view that fi- 
nancing hijacking protection was not pri- 
marily the province of the federal gov- 
ernment, the spokesman said that could 
lead to fare surcharges to finance secur- 
ity measures. 


A similar view was expressed by a se- 


curity expert, Ira A. LJpman, president 
of Guardsmark, Inc., of New York. 


"After all," asked Lipman, "why 


should taxpayers who choose not to ride 
the airlines bo required to pay for anti- 
hijacking measures?" 


Lipman said hijacking "is going to be 


a continuing thing" and improved mea- 
sures against It must be set up at air- 
ports. It Is obvious, he said, that the 
main factor permitting hijackings Is the 
willingness of Cuba and some Arab lands 
to give asylum to hijackers. This is be- 
yond U.S. control. 


The ATA spokesman said another fac- 


tor Is the unwillingness so far of all con- 
cerned to admit there comes a time 
when the principle of law enforcement 
becomes more important than human 
lives. "I think there's a growing realiza- 
tion that we're going to have to face up 
to this and take more risks in subduing 
hijackers," he said. 
"LIPMAN AGREED with this but said 
much can be done to thwart hijackers at 
the airports If sufficient determination, 
money and men are made available. He 
outlined moro than a dozen ways in 
which professional security experts could 
moke It difficult for hijackers to get 
• aboard air liners. 


Lipman favors lots of armed guards on 


duty around the clock at airports. 


Ho also favors a sophisticated system 


of Identity cords for all airline and air- 
port personnel and for passengers who 
fly frequently. 


Next, he favors the widespread use of 


closed circuit television cameras at all 
landing ramps. Everyone leaving or 
boarding a plane would be visible on a 
screen at the airport security office. This 
equipment should be elaborate, he said. 
It would cover every portion of the 
plane, including its interior, and should 
include zoom lenses for getting close-ups 
of suspicious persons. 


Ho also urged routine use of metal de- 


tectors and compulsory search of all pas- 
sengers' persons and of carry-on and 
checked luggage for weapons. 


Finally, he said, lighting systems 


should be expanded so hijackers could 
not take advantage of the dark to sneak 
into airports.

Eye Window Certification 
For Mobile Homeoivners 


Tho Mobile Homes Manufacturers As- 


sociation (MI1MA) is working on a win- 
dow certification program with Associ- 
ated Certification, Inc., Dallas, Tex., 
which will afford mobile homeowners 
greater protection inside their dwellings. 


The window standard, developed by 


MHMA's standards subcommittee on 
windows, will guarantee stronger en- 
forcement of The American National 
Standards Institute's A119.1 safety stan- 
dard for mobile home construction.

"During the first quarter, the trust's

Home Heating Terms Explained 
In Language For The Layman 


Home heating terms, formerly used al- 


most exclusively by technical people, arc 
more and more coming into everyday 
language. You probably arc hearing 
about "BTU's" and "Kllowatthours," or 
seeing them in newspaper and magazine 
stories on energy and about "R-values" 
on stories about how to insulate your 
homo. And you may hear about the num- 
ber of 'Vcgrcc days" In your area on 
local weather reports. 


What do these terms mean? Here's a 


brief run-down giving you simple ex- 
planations of these and other homo heat- 
ing terms. 


BTU (British thermal unit): A mea- 


sure of heat A BTU Is the amount of 
heat necessary to raise the temperature 
of one pound of water one degree Farcn- 
helt or, roughly, (ho amount of heat pro- 
duced by the burning of a wooden kitch- 
en match. 


Convection heating: A form of heating 


in which the heat produced by the equip- 
ment is distributed through the natural 
movement of room air resulting from 
warm air rising. 


DEGREE DAYS. A number based on 


the local U.S. Weather Bureau data, 
which Is i measure of the severity of 
winter weather. It is used in determining 


the estimated annual heating require- 
ments of a home. 


The number of degree days for each 


winter day Is determined by subtracting 
the mean temperature for the day from 
65 degrees Fahrenheit. If the mean Is 50 
degrees, for example, the degree days 
for that particular day would be 15. 


Heat loss: The amount of heat that a 


home loses to the outdoors through 
walls, ceilings, windows, etc., when the 
outdoor temperature is lower than the in- 
door temperature. This represents the 
amount of heat that must be added to a 
home by its heating system. 


Hydronic heating: A type of heating in 


which heat la circulated through the 
house in the form of hot water or steam. 


Kllowatthour (KWHR): A measure of 


the use of electric energy equal to 1,000 
watts of electricity used steadily for one 
hour. One KWHR will power a 100-watt 
light bulb for ten hours. 


R-Valuo: A measure of insulating qual- 


ity. The higher the R-Value, the better 
, the insulation and the less heat paid for 
and lost. 
. Radiant heating: A kind of heating that, 
operates" as the sun does by transferring 
heat directly to people and objects with- 
out using an intermediary, such as air or 
water, to carry It.

TO MAKE THIS sort of community a 


reality, Riley' relies .on an inter- 
disciplinary team of experts representing 
the fields of architecture, landscape de- 
sign, engineering, accounting, market- 
ing, corporate planning and zoning law. 


"There's too much involved in plan- 


ning a community of this kind for one 
man to know and do everything," ex- 
plains Riley, chairman of the Institute of 
Environmental Design of the National 
Association of Home Builders.-"We have 
to make sure that the community we 
propose will make sense from every 
angle. 


"First, there's our prospective buyer. 


He has to be attracted by a pleasant en- 
vironment and a home that's tailored to 
his needs. Then there's the community 
which wants to make sure that any de- 
velopment will be an asset to the town, 
and not become an eyesore or a tax bur- 


den, or a slum of the future. And then 
there's our own corporate concern: We 
must be able to deliver the product, sat- 
isfy everyone, and come out with a rea- 
sonable profit" 


That's where the team of specialists is 


most helpful. Acting by himself, the ar- 
chitect for example, may come up with 
an attractive design that could be un- 
suited for the land plan or uneconomical 
to build. As another example, the con- 
sulting engineers acting alone may be 
unaware of landscape considerations that 
are vital to make the community attrac- 
tive. 


"We get our specialists to work togeth- 


er, to thrash out problems in common, to 
offer mutual constructive criticism, and 
to come up with answers that are tailor- 
made for the development we want to 
produce," Riley said. "It's difficult and 
trying, but it works."

Riley's environmental approach is all 


the more unusual because he applies it to 
developments within existing and well-es- 
tablished communities. Other builders, 
he notes, have an easier time of it be- 
cause they buy huge tracts of farm land, 
300 or 400 acres or more, have it zoned to 
their needs, and then develop it unen- 
cumbered by many community controls. 


Because Riley's developments are 


comparatively small, 30 or 40 acres, and 
aimed at a class rather than a mass 
market, he looks for tracts of land in 
established towns and villages. 


Buyers interested in Riley's environ- 


mental approach might do well to visit 
his three community developments now 
being marketed. Fairfax Village in Roll- 
ing Meadows is on west Frontage Road 
west of Route S3 one half mile south of 
Kirchoff Road. Dartmouth Village Is lo- 
cated in Wheaton on Westbaven Drive, 
1*4 miles west of Naperville Road and 
two blocks south of Roosevelt Road. 


Both are adult communities, consisting 


of one and two-story traditionally styled 
structures with four individual single- 
family attached homes in each. Prices 
range from $42,900 to $58,900; the homes 
are sized from 1,400 to 2,100 square feet. 


The Trees of Wheaton, the third com- 


munity, is on Roosevelt Road, 1V4 miles 
west of Naperville Road. This is a com- 
munity of 248 "country cluster" homes — 
four individual homes in a single building 
each with private entrance and garage — 
priced at $23,490. 


Fully furnished models in each com-

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Real Estate Investment 
Vs. Limited Partnership 


Intrigued by the continuing rise In real 


estate values, and undaunted by soft 
ipoU that crop up here and there, many 
would-be investors are wondering how to 
participate in the action. 


The scope of most new real estate ven- 


tures is so large that few investors - 
and certainly not the average one — can 
afford to go It alone. That leaves the Urn- 
ited partnership and the real estate in- 
vestment trust as the most likely partici- 
pation vehicles. 


"We get many questions from people 


seeking to know which is best, and we 
answer that it all depends on the particu- 
lar opportunity and the individual's own 
Investment objectives," states John W. 
Balrd, president of Baird & Warner 
Mortgage and Realty Investors, a Chi- 
cago-based real estate Investment trust. 


Balrd also heads Balrd & Warner, Inc., 


a major Chicago real estate firm which 
acts as adviser to the trust. The firm, 


• acting as a real estate sales, manage- 
ment, and mortgage organization, also 
lakes part in many limited partnership 
arrangements. Balrd Is in a good position 
to answer questions about real estate in- 
vestments. 


FflOM AN INVESTMENT standpoint, 


most limited partnerships arc viewed 
primarily as tax shelters for their in- 
vestors. Real estate Investment trusts, or 
REITs as they're commonly called, are 
primarily vehicles for investors inter- 
ested in high current Income. 


This is an Important distinction for the 


Investor to keep In mind and to relate to 
his own tax status and Investment objcc- 
lives. Another point to remember is that 
limited partnerships generally require 
substantial sums for participation. The 
RE1T, on the other hand, Is open to par- 
ticipation by anyone via a stock pur- 
chase, which can cost very little. 


Blard offered this elaboration to point 


out the differences: 


Limited partnerships arc so called be- 


cause the Investing partners have limited 
liability; they stand only to lose the 
amount of their original investment. 


RECENTLY. SOME stock brokerage 


houses have begun to offer participations 
in limited partnerships. Most other part- 
nershlps are put together by developers, 
attorneys, and accountants who bring In 
Individual investors. Partnerships are 
usually kept small, fewer than 25 people, 
to avoid the complicated registration re- 
quirements of government securities 
agencies. 


Because the typical limited partnership 


b private and the shares of ownership 
are relatively largo, it is not easy to buy 
or sell ownership shares. Investors are 
typically invited to participate, and each 
Investor must put up a relatively largo 
amount of money. The exact amount tie- 
pcnds on the total investment which the 
partnership must provide, the number of 
investors, and the allocation of shares. 


Many arrangements and allocations 


arc possible, but in general, the limited 
partner can be expected to invest several 
thousand dollars. The Investor shares In 
the Income and losses of the property In 
proportion to his Investment 


If the investor decides to sell out, ho 


must find a buyer who can pay for the 
large amount involved. Thus, a limited 
partner Is relatively frozen Into tho deal, 
compared with a REFT sharcowncr who 
can get a stock broker to sell his shares 
at any time. 


In many respects, the limited partner- 


ship has some of the advantages of a 
corporation. The liability of the partners 
is limited. In addition, the partnership 
can use centralized management. One of 
the partners can serve as a manager or

this function can be delegated to an out- 
side agent. 


HOWEVER. THE partnership cannot 


have too many of the characteristics of a 
corporation, or else it will lost the part- 
nership's tax advantage. 


The primary advantage of the partner- 


ship is that it gives the Individual part- 
ner or investor the right to use the part- 
nership's tax losses directly. These loss- 
es arise largely from interest during con- 
struction and depreciation. The investor 
can utilize his share of the partnership's 
lasses as deductions on his own income 
tax return to offset income from other 
sources. 


Depreciation refers to the ageing, 


wear, and tear on the property. Under 
today's conditions of inflation and rising 
real estate values, the property may be- 
come more valuable over the years. Nev- 
ertheless, the government allows a de- 
duction for an erosion of value caused by 
depreciation; this deduction amounts to 
a book loss which can produce substan- 
tial tax savings. 


The higher an owner's tax bracket, the 


more he benefits from these book losses. 
Typical limited partners are in the 50 per 
cent bracket. People in lower brackets 
do not usually have enough of a tax lia- 
bility to take full advantage of book loss- 
es. 


AT SOME POINT, the partnership 


may decide to sell the property. In that 
case, the individual Investors will receive 
their proportionate share of the sale 
proceeds. If there are any gains, they 
will be taxed at capital gains rates. 


The basic point to keep In mind is that 


unless you're In a relatively high tax 
bracket and can afford to freeze an In- 
vestment ranging from several thousand 
dollars to hundreds of thousands, a limit- 
ed partnership is not for you. 


REITs arc trusts formed as investment 


vehicles by banks, Insurance companies, 
mortgage bankers, and other organiza- 
tions to attract funds from the public and 
put them to work in meeting the 
seemingly insatiable need for money to 
finance real citato development. 


Money for REITs come from the public 


which buys REIT stock and bonds on the 
market. You can 
make 
purchases 


through your stockbroker. Some shares 
can be purchased for as little as $15 or 
$20, depending on market price, and 
there normally Is no restriction on how 
many shares you can buy. 


Like a limited partnership, if the REIT 


meets certain requirements, it can pass 
through all of Its income (but not losses) 
to shareholders without the REIT itself 
first being taxed. To accomplish this, the 
REIT must pay out 90 per cent of Income 
to shareholders and 75 per cent of Its 
income must come from real estate in- 
vestments. These two requirements arc 
the most significant tests, although there 
arc others that must be met. 


IP YOUR REIT does well, you can ex- 


pect quarterly payments as income. In 
addition, If the price of your REIT 
shares go up and you sell, you will enjoy 
a capital gain. Of course, any income or 
capital gain Is subject to income taxes. 


Unlike limited partnerships, REITs of- 


fer no tax advantages to shareholders. 
The primary advantages are Income and 
capital appreciation. A normal yield of 7 
to 9 per cent is typical. 


There arc three basic kinds of REITs: 


those that lend money for short-term 
construction loans to finance the building 
of properties; those that lend money for 
long-term mortgages on completed prop- 
erties; and those that make equity in- 
vestments in real estate. Many funds en- 
gage In all three activities, although one 
objective usually predominates. 


Many REITs arc highly attractive to 


pension funds, profit-sharing plans, and 
other non-profit organizations which are 
not subject to taxes and can benefit from 
the REITs generally high yields. De- 
pending on the management of the 
REIT, and the quality of the REIT's 
loans and equity purchases, there should 
be limited risk involved. 


THE GOOD return on REITs, coupled 


with tho case of buying and selling 
shares, makes these vehicles ideal for 
the typical Investor who Is not concerned 
with tax shelter as a primary goal. 


In short, according to John Baird, 


REITs are more suited to the average 
Investor than arc limited partnerships. 


Tho question for most investors is aca- 


demic, since the average investor has no 
access to buying into a limited partner- 
ship, and probably hasn't enough funds 
to participate. He's better off buying 
shares of an REIT and then, as he ac- 
cumulates funds over the years, seeks 
out a good limited partnership in- 
vestment.

registers and cold air returns aren't 
blocked. 


Take advantage of days when the win- 


ter sun shines. Open shades, drapes and 
blinds and let the sun shine in — it will 
help heat the house and cut down on fuel 
bills. On those cold, gray days, however, 
minimize draft around windows by clos- 
ing them tightly, pulling down shades 
and closing blinds and drapes to keep the 
heat indoors. 


THE THERMOSTAT is the control cen- 


ter of your heating system and, used 
properly, can save you many dollars in 
annual heating costs. Unnecessary dial 
switching uses more gas. When the first 
cool days arrive, adjust the thermostat 
until you find a comfortable tempera- 
ture, and then leave it there. Settings for 
each degree above the normal home 
comfort zone can increase your fuel bill 
as much as three per cent each month. 


One of the most difficult heat-saving 


hints, but one worth remembering, is 
controlling the "traffic" in the house dur- 
ing cold weather. Remind children to 
close outside doors behind them and to 
keep the number of in and out trips with- 
in reason. 


Though we all have fond memories of 


the warm cook stove, remember that to- 
day's gas ranges are for food prepara- 
tion, not for heating the room. 


If your basement, garage, attics or 


perhaps extra rooms aren't being used 
regularly, turn off registers and keep the 
doors closed. There is no need to heat 
unused space. 


Fireplaces are a great addition to any 


home, but they can also add to the 
regular fuel bill if the damper Is not 
closed when there is no fire. Just as a 
fireplace "draws" air up the chimney 
when In use, It also draws your heated 
air up and out — unless the damper is 
closed. If there is no damper, place a 
piece of insulating board or plywood In 
front of the fireplace opening. 


Look In Phone 
Book For A 
Repair Shop 


Although most of the times when some- 


thing goes wrong with your electric ap- 
pliance you can fix it yourself, there will 
be those times when you'll need the ser- 
vices of a trained appliance serviceman. 


If you don't have a regular repairman 


you can find one in the classified section 
of your phone book under the name of 
the manufacturer who makes your appli- 
ance, or under "Appliances." 


If there is no authorized dealer or ser- 


vice representative in your area, call the 
service department of your local electric 
utility. 


However, before you call, the service- 


man check your manufacturer's warran- 
ty to see if it covers the cost of adjust- 
ments or repairs. 


While the service department of an au- 


thorized dealer or manufacturer will do 
its best to give you prompt, efficient 
service, if you don't feel the results are 
satisfactory, don't hesitate to relay your 
dissatisfaction .to the dealer. He's inter- 
ested in keeping you as a customer. 


If you don't get satisfaction from your 


dealer, however, as a final recourse you 
can write directly to the manufacturer 
or to MACAP — Major Appliance Con- 
sumer Action Panel — at 20 N. Wacker 
Drive, Chicago, El. 60606. 


Before you leap for the phone, though, 


don't underestimate the power of the 
manufacturer's directions to keep you 
and your electric appliance happy. If you 
did not receive an instruction booklet, or 
have lost it, just ask your dealer or man- 
ufacturer for another copy. When you do, 
be sure to state the model number of 
your appliance, advises the Electric 
Energy Association.

Song." 


Hardly anyone with a guitar and a re- 


pertoire of (oik wngs has stayed around 
u long aa UM portly troubadour who 
doubles as actor and cracker barrel phi- 
losopher. 


Ives has been on the scene more than 


33 years and has recorded no fewer than 
800 songs, mostly ballads, chanties, chil- 
dren's songs and standards that have 
sprung from the people across the coun- 
try. He hesitates to define folk music, 
however. 


"The academic community defines folk 


music as that which comes from .folk 
people with verses added to the original 
down through the years," he said. "That 
doesn't suit me. 
"It's the texture of the song, not the 


genealogy of It, that makes the differ- 
ence to me. 


"WOODY GUTimiE wrote a great 


deal of folk music. But he hasn't been 
tampered with much. And Bobby Dylan 
has the some kind of talent for writing 
folk songs. Old Leadbelly was a real 
singer of the people. 


"My own songs are slicker and more 


knowing because of my background and 
education. That makes a difference." 


Ivcs is well educated and musically 


knowledgeable, having studied at famed 
Jullliard. Ho is also a sophisticated man 
who has managed to amass a fortune 
and remain in the public eye long after 
his contemporaries have sunk without a 
trace. 


"At one time my catalog of albums 


was 72 or 73 In record stores," he said in 
his Hollywood Hills home. "Now only five 
— the best five — are still on the mar- 
ket 


"The reason is that record stores are 


all beginning to look like head shops. 
Older people aren't buying records as 
they once did. The kids want to hear new 


groups and pop music, which is a differ- 
ent kettle of fish from folk music. 


"I HAD A RUN of popular songs in the 


early 1960s: 'Little Bit of Tear,' 'Funny 
Way of Laughing,' 'Mr. Inbetween' and 
'Pearly Shells.' 


"They were country and western 


songs, mainly. Now the trend seems to 
be away from that area." 


Ever the optimist, Ives bought his new 


house expecting his television series, 
"The Bold Ones," to be renewed. It 
wasn't. Now he's stuck with two homes. 
The other is south of Santa Fe, N.M. 


"Hard work is the secret to my longev- 


ity in this business," he said. "I've al- 
ways kept trying. Also, I enjoy what I'm 
doing and appreciate my modest suc- 
cess. It's propelled me on. 


"But I don't look back very often. The 


future is what interests me because 
that's where I'm headed."

The Lighter Side 
A Star-tling Contradiction

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some months 


ago, I began experiencing deep inner 
conflicts, as though two opposing forces 
were tugging at my psyche. 


From what little I had read from

If 
you take out a paid-up policy, the 
amount of Insurance In force will be less 
than the present face value of your pol- 
icy, and dividends will be computed on 
the reduced amount.

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Crime Fight Tool-Automated Microfilm Speeds Process

A few years ago it often took police 


hours — even dayi — to retrieve finger- 
print information from paper print cards 
that might be of aid hi identifying a 
criminal suspect. 


Recently, a police technician in Bir- 


mingham. Ala., matched a fingerprint 
found at the scene of a burglary to one 
on file in only eight seconds. A new 
crime fighting tool — automated micro-, 
film Information retrieval—made the dif- 
ference.

was strictly manual. Then the Atlanta 
Police Department installed an elec- 
tronic microfilm Information retrieval 
system that opened a new era in crime 
detection. Fingerprints • now can 
be 


scanned in the (lash of an electronic eye. 


"WHEN WE SEARCHED manually, I 


spent as much us seven and a half hours 
on a single print," said Lloyd Hanson, 
senior fingerprint technician on the Bir- 
mingham force. "Not long ago we identi- 
fied suspects in two burglary cases before 
the detective bureau had assigned men 
to begin investigations." 


Today, nearly 80 law enforcement 


agencies from Florida to Alaska have the 
technical means of scanning up to 900 
sets of fingerprints a minute. Several 
systems have been tested but the field is 
dominated by Mlracodo, developed by 
Eastman Kodak which has been in the 
microfilming business for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century.

The 
machine scans microfilm file prints until 
it finds a print that matches the coded 
instructions. The print is flashed on a 
television-like screen where it is in- 
spected visually by a police expert to 
confirm the identification. . 


"We* have made 50 fingerprint identi- 


fications this year using the microfilm 
scanning system," reported J. W. Moore, 
senior supervisor of identification in the 
Atlanta police department "That's the 
best we've ever done in the five years we 
have used the system. 


"For one thing, we had only 1,100 filmed 


prints in our file In 1968 and now we have 
34,000. For another, we can search prints 
back to 1967 now and clear up cases that 
might never have been cleared up. With- 
in 18 months of installation the system 
helped clear up 200 unsolved felony cases 
through apprehension of 40 persons. 


"We had a robbery-murder case the 


other day and one of those involved tore 
open an envelope to get the money. We 
got fingerprints from the envelope and 
within an hour and a half we knew who 
one of the perpetrators was. It's a terrif- 
ic aid." 


More pointed out that the quick scan- 


ning system mokes it possible to make 
an identification with only one finger- 
print knowledge of which finger it is — 
something that would hove been too 
time consuming as a manual operation. 


If the specific finger is known it makes 


Identification- foster because that infor- 
mation Is coded on the microfilm. Coded 
information about the suspect's race, sex 
and criminal specialty can reduce the 
search to seconds.

space required for records by 90 per

For instance, Ft Lauderdale, Fla., po- 


lice have fast access to microfilm infor- 
mation on 36,000 local auto licenses — 
who owns the car, whether it is stolen 
and whether the owner has an arrest 
record. In Baton Rouge, La., police use 
the system for record handling, resulting 
in the release of five patrolmen from pa- 
per work. 


PALM BEACH, COUNTY. Fla., is the 


most sophisticated user of Miracode 
equipment, keeping microfilm files on 
fingerprints, mug shots, organized crime, 
vice and narcotics offenses, unsolved 
burglaries, confidential information, lost 
and stolen articles, jail records, routine 
offense reports, and unattended deaths. 


The sheriffs office also b planning files 
on unsolved robberies and sex crimes. 


New York, with its vast police files, 


uses a computerized system that supplies 
about 10 possible suspects for each fin- 
gerprint or mug shot and the final deter- 
mination is made through a visual 
search of print cards and photographs. 


The FBI, which has the largest finger- 


print file in the world — 196 million — 
currently is trying out a $1.25 million 
prototype system designed and built by 
Cornell Aeronautical Laboratories, Buf- 
falo, N.Y. Fingerprint photos are not mi- 
crofilmed but scanned for identifying 
data which is fed into a computer. 


The bureau expects to eliminate 2,000 


of the 3,300 technicians and clerks now 
used for processing 30,000 fingerprint 
cards a day and save $14 million annual- 
ly when its identification system is fully 
automated and computerized.

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The Search For Mental Health 
Riot Brings Insight Into Causes 


(This column U presented by Forest

A riot oo the adolescent unit of a Chi- 


cago psychiatric hospital has given psy- 
chiatrists insight into causes of riots in 
general. 


"Wo had a riot on the research and 


demonstration unit at the Illinois State 
Psychiatric Institute (ISPI)," said Dr. 
Daniel Offer, associate director of the In- 
stitute for Psychosomatic and Psy- 
chiatric Research and Training at the 
Michael Reese Hospital, "where half of 
the hospitalized teens got hyperactive 
and things snowballed from verbal abuse 
to throwing furniture. 


"The five teens took iron bars from the 


washroom and barricaded themselves at 
the end of the hall. They broke bottles 


Q. I've been getting social security 


payments since I was nine. Next year 
when I'm 18,1 plan to enroll in a trade 
school. A friend told mo that my monthly 
payments will stop when I become 18 if I 
don't go to college. Is this true? 


A. No. You don't have to go to college 


to continue to get your monthly pay- 
ments after you're 18. However, you do 
have to be single and enrolled as a full- 
time student at an educational in- 
stitution. Most trade schools qualify as 
educational institutions. You 
should 


check with your social security office to 
be certain the trade school you're plan- 
ning to attend meets this qualification. 
You may call 255-7512 for this Informa- 
tion rather than taking tune to drive to 
your local office. 


Q. My husband applied for black lung 


payments but he couldn't get them be- 
cause all his work was In a surface coal 
mine. I hear there was a recent change 
in the black lung law that allows surface 
coal miners to get monthly payments. Is 
this true? 


A. Yes. Under the new federal law, 


surface coal miners who arc totally dis- 
abled by black lung may be eligible for 


monthly black lung payments. Since he 
has already applied, he need not do any- 
thing at this time. The Social Security 
Administration is reviewing all previous 
applications, and your husband will be 
notified about how his application is af- 
fected by the new law and if additional 
information Is needed before a decision 
can be made. However, if your husband 
had not made an application, he should 
call, write, or visit any social security 
office promptly. ' 


Q. My first husband, a coal miner all 


his life, died of black lung disease. I was 
getting black lung benefits as a widow 
until I remarried 3 months ago. My 
daughcr from the first marriage is 18 
cow and she's now in college. Can she 
get black lung payments? 


A. Under recent changes In the law, 


the child of a miner who died of black 
lung disease may get monthly checks 
even if the widow is not entitled to bene- 
fits. Eligible children also can get bene- 
fits if both parents are dead. Payments 
can continue up to age 18 — or to ago 23 
for full-time students. Your daughter 
should contact the social security office 
to file a claim. 


and used them for weapons. They be- 
came quite aggressive and* wanted to 
hurt staff members who were on the unit 
at the time. The staff couldn't control 
them so they had to call in campus (U. 
OF Illinois) police to quell the riot" 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Offer, a study 


conducted Immediately following the riot 
showed that the adolescents were "test- 
ing" staff members. 


"Two weeks before the riot staff mem- 


bers took all the adolescents on a camp- 
ing trip and the staff got very close to 
their charges. This was rather brave 
since these were disturbed adolescents 
and many had previous police records. 
On the camping trip many barriers were 
let down and there was a great deal of 
confusion by the teens since they were 
being treated as if they were the staffs' 
children. Staff became parental figures, 
not just therapeutic figures — which I 
think is something important to keep dis- 
tinct. 


"The patients became uncomfortable 


because they knew these people weren't 
their parents, they couldn't go home with 
them and they lived in a different social 
world. Back at the hospital the staff re- 
verted and became cold and distant so 
the teens needed in an unconscious way 
to find where the staff was. Their riot 
was actually a test. 


"Interestingly enough," Offer said, 


"the riot took place among only half of 
the hospitalized patients. The others 
were off the unit at the time and when 
they returned the rioting was already in 
progress and they refused to join. The 
teens who were Involvd were more liked 
by the staff than those who weren't The 
involved felt more betrayed and they felt 
staff- wasn't honest with them because 
they had no intention of being social 
friends on the outside." 


OFFER EXPLAINED the similarities 


between the teen riot and prison riots. 


"We felt this kind of rioting at ISPI 


came from a blurring of roles. We can 


compare this to prisons. Any change In 
the prison system either when a more 
liberal or more stringent administration 
comes in would create a situation with 
staff or guards and prisoners. The pris- 
oners are more uncomfortable with 
what's going on and what they can ex- 
pect They sometimes riot in order to 
find out where, exactly, the present ad: 
ministration stands. 


"The current wave of prison riots, we 


feel," be said, "has to do with top admin- 
istration which wants to liberalize pris- 
ons but hasn't communicated this to 
guards who are very much in the front 
line and uncertain as to what they can or 
can't do. 


"Prison officials need to spend more 


time with lower escheton staff so they 
have staff behind the new ideas. Before 
changes are made, guards should be 
told. The warden should be very visible 
to prisoners and able to talk with them 
and prisoners would have more mean- 
ingful relationships with their guards." 


Looking to universities, Offer added: 


"I see no reason why a university admin- 
istration should at any time refuse to 
talk to students. More dialogue would 
prevent university rioting. It doesn't take 
that much to listen."

Not only are they available in the ex- 
pected place — the lumber yard, but also 
In department stores, discount stores, 
mall order catalogues. Maybe you know 
them as shutters, because they have 
been used for that purpose for so long. 


Whatever, they are versatile Items that 


are both decorative and useful. 


Louver doors are bought unfinished. 


They come In a wide variety of sizes. 
The rails at the top and bottom are solid. 
This makes them cosy to trim for fitting. 


If you plan to Install door pulls or sim- 


ilar hardware, get louver panel with a 
solid rail across the middle. 


WHAT DO you use louvers for? Shut- 


ters, closet doors, folding screens, Interi- 
or doors between rooms, decorative 
doors, cabinet doors. 


Shutters may go back a few hundred 


years but they remain attractive even if 
their function is no longer vital. You can 
nail them up on the sides of your win- 
dows for decoration. Or you can mount 
them with hinges and make them work- 
Ing shutters. 


You can mount them on the inside of 


the window to serve as substitutes for 
shades. You can use them full size so 
that they cover the entire window or you 
can make them out of half-size louvers 
so that they only cover the lower half of 
the window. 


Or you can make up separate sets for 


the tops and bottoms of the windows so 
that you can open and close them selec- 
tively. You can use narrow panels fasten- 
ing them together with hinges, so that 
you can fold them back part way instead 
of all the way. 


If your front door seems narrow, make 


It appear wider by mounting narrow, 
full-length louvers on both sides. 


THREE OR more louvers make a 


screen. Use double-acting hinges so that 
you can fold each panel in either direc- 
tion. It makes the screen easier to set 
up. Use six-foot panels for screens with 
at least three hinges between panels. 


For use as shutters and doors and win- 


dow blinds, use ordinary butt hinges. 


Short cafe-type doors can be created 


for your kitchen entrance by using two- 
foot panels. Get hinges that allow them 
to swing cither way. 


Louver panels are popular for closet 


and cabinet doors since .they allow venti- 
lation while keeping out dust. Closet 
doors can be made by hanging the panels 
on conventional hinges. 


If you prefer, you can slide them on 


overhead tracks, using several narrow 
panels hinged together so that when the 
door Is open it does not extend so far into 
the room.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would you explain a 


radio thyroid isotope scan study? Is a 
substcrnal thyroid cancerous? What 
would cause a substernal throid? If It is 
not creating any symptoms wouldn't it 
be better to leave well enough alono? 


Dear Reader — The thyroid scan uses 


radioactive Iodine and takes advantage 
of the thyroid gland's function in using 
Iodine. The radioactive iodine will be 
concentrated In the thyroid gland area 
and by using a counter technique, which 
Identifies where the radioactive iodine is, 
a map of the size of the thyroid gland 
can be made. It is a miniaturized version 
of using counter to find a uranium mine. 
If a portion of the thyroid gland is 
trapped under the sternum (breast bone) 
Ita location there can be Identified. 


If there are modules of active tissue in 


tho thyroid gland which may be cancer- 
ous, these will pick up 'additional 
amounts of the radio active materials 
and represent hot spots or high density 
areas on the thyroid scon. 


A substcrnal thyroid Is merely one 


which Is enlarged and a portion of it is 
trapped underneath the sternum. In other 
cases of thyroid enlargement all of the 
throid gland is in tho neck, none of it is 
under tho sternum, and its size can all be 
determined by physical examination usu- 
ally without the necessity of using a thy- 
roid scan. A substcrnal thyroid Is not 
necessarily cancerous. In fact, It usually 
is not It just defines where the enlarge- 
ment of tho thyroid gland Is located. 


Sometimes substcrnal thyroid glands, 


if they arc large enough, will cause pres- 
sure against adjacent structures and will 
therefore need to be removed. Otherwise, 
ordinary enlargement of tho thyroid 
gland In the neck region merely Increas- 
es tho size of the neck without creating 
pressure on underlying structures. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — The doctor says I 


have spasms of tho stomach but he 
doesn't know what causes it. I have

great pains in my stomach like cramps. 
I also have a bad heart. I have a pace- 
maker — this year makes my fourth 
year with it. It was exchanged In Febru- 
ary of this year. It is doing okay but my 
stomach is not. I am 76.1 would like you 
to give me some advice if you can.' 


Dear Reader — To have some Idea of 


what Is causing your problem, one would 
need to have X rays of yourstomach and 
possibly even your gallbladder and lower 
digestive tract If these are all normal 
there Is a possibility that the pains you 
are ^experiencing in the area of your 
stomach are from your heart. 


Some people have heart pain referred 


to the upper abdomen. If this should be 
the case your doctor could try nitroglyce- 
rine tablets under the tongue and see if it 
relieves your abdominal pain. 


The body plays strange tricks on us. • 


The pain is not always where the difficul- 
ty Is. That is why a person with gallblad- 
der difficulty will sometimes have re- 
ferred pain to the shouder and a person 
with a heart attack may have pain in 
the arm Instead of the chest. So, you can 
have trouble with the blood supply to 
your heart muscle and It may cause pain 
in the abdomen Instead of the chest • '

The United States citizen is the only 


person in the world denied the right to 
own gold in bullion form. As a matter of 
fact, he can legally hold only those U.S. 
gold coins dated prior to 1933. Possession 
of a 1933 $20 gold double eagle, while 
there are few left, could get one in ser- 
ious trouble. Foreign gold coins dated be- 
fore 1934 may be held, but from 1934 on a 
foreign gold piece must be legally declar- 
ed a numismatic collector's item before 
it may be part of a collection. 


Of necessity, this limits our Investments 


in the gold market to coins whose value 
is largely dependent on their gold content 
And considering the number, of foreign 
and American gold pieces in existence, 
their sale and purchase is rightfully clas- 
sified as the "common" gold commodity 
market They are bought and sold with 
little concern for then- numismatic value 
and the latest prices are quoted dally, 
reflecting the basic activities of the Lon- 
don and Paris gold bullion market. 


When U.S. gold coins were first issued, 


a j$20 piece contained $20 worth of gold; a 
$10 gold eagle consisted of $10 in gold 
value, and so on. 
' Since 1933, the price of gold has in- 
creased substantially, Inflating the in- 
trinsic values of gold coins. 


THE FREE-MARKET price experi- 


enced a phenomenal raise in May of 
1972, from $48 to $70 per ounce. While it 
has settled back slightly since, it Is hold- 


mon commodity gold coins may call sev- 
eral coin investment houses who will re- 
serve any quantity of United States $10 
and $20 gold pieces. Avoid any gold coin 
offers not readily substantiated as being 
of a date and issue considered legal as 
stipulated by the Office of Domestic Gold 
and Silver Operations, a Division of the 
U.S. Treasury.

tually. John Kamln, editor of the "Fore- 
caster," predicts a free-market price of 
$175 an ounce by 1980, which would have 
an incredible influence on the price of 
common commodity gold coins.

than $67. Anyone with a common date 
(non-numismatic) $20 gold piece could 
have realized a profit of $21 on the open 
market This means that for every dollar 
increase in the price of gold bullion, the 
intrinsic value of a $20 gold piece in- 
creases accordingly by 97 cents. 


If the bullion value does climb to $175 


per ounce in 1980 as predicted, the 
Double Eagle will automatically earn an 
'intrinsic value of roughly $169.31. 


Common date (non-numismatic) $5, $10 


and $20 gold coins are available for bull- 
ion investment in whatever quantities an 
investor feels he may wish to buy.

"Golden brown and beautiful" is the 


way Ruth Kingsley of Arlington Heights 
describes her handsome holiday turkeys 
which she roasts in a brown paper bag.

with this method, which she has used 
since a bride. 


"My husband Burl's parents came 


from Minneapolis for the first holiday 
dinner I ever prepared," Ruth explained. 
"I didn't have a turkey roaster, so Burl's 
mother suggested I use the new method 
proposed by the Minnesota Turkey Grow- 
ers' Association — roasting it in an or- 
dinary brown grocery bag. The turkey 
turned out so beautifully that I've never 
considered doing it any other way!" 


Ruth is so enthusiastic about this meth- 


od that she'd like to convince everyone to 
try it. 


"It's 
so easy," she emphasized. 


"There's no basting, no spattering or 
mess, no roasting pan to clean. And you 
don't need to peek in the oven — the bag 
won't bum! Your bird will look as beau- 
tiful as a magazine picture, and always 
turns out tender and juicy." 


Ruth places the turkey on a broiler

A delicious but de- 
ceiving combination of mashed sweet po- 
tatoes, sausage, orange rind, and herb 
seasoned cube stuffing add up to one of 
the most flavorful stuffings of all time. 
The eggs make it puff a little, like a 
souffle, turning It Into a wonderful side 
dish with pork as well as a marvelous 
stuffing for fowl. 


STUFFING ORIENTALS 


1 one pound package herb

Granola is roasted hi a slow oven until 


it becomes crunchy and slightly brown. 
Raisins, dried prunes, apricots or dates 
may be stirred in for additional flavor 
and nourishment 


Ruth serves It to her daughters, Karl, 


8, and Kirsten, 6, as an after school 
snack, and the whole family eats it as an 
appealing breakfast cereal with milk. 


"The recipe makes a large amount, 


but it will keep indefinitely in a covered 
container," Ruth commented.

TURKEY IN THE BAG 


Wash turkey and season cavity with 


salt or stuff with your favorite dressing. 
Tie legs together and secure wings firm- 


" ly against breast Brush skin with butter. 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 


Place turkey to brown paper bag — 


double thickness preferred. Be sure 
seam is up. Close open end with one or 
two folds and secure fold with any type 


fastener — paper clips, staples or ske- 
wers. Place bag on a broiler rack or flat 
rack over broiler pan. Roast 20 minutes 
per pound for unstuffed bird, 25 minutes 
for stuffed, at 325 degrees. 


Important: once you have placed tur- 


key hi oven, do not open door. There is 
no need to peek; the bag won't burn. You 
will be delighted how beautiful your bird 
looks, with lots of juices for gravy. 


At end of roasting time, remove turkey 


from oven and puncture bag so that 
juices will run into broiler pan. Skim off 
grease and prepare gravy on the range. 
Your turkey wiU remain warm in the pa- 
per bag until you are ready to carve it. 


CRANBERRY STEAMED PUDDING 


11/3 cups flour 


Vi cup dark molasses 
2 cups raw whole cranberries 


1/3 cup hot water 


2 level teaspoons baking soda 


Dash of salt 


Mix Ingredients together and place hi a 


greased, two-pound coffee can. Cover 
can with foil and secure. 


Pour one inch of water into the bottom 


of a tall pan. Set coffee can on a rack in 
the pan. Cover pan and steam pudding 
for Vh hours on top of the stove, adding 
more water if needed. Serve warm with 
the following: 


, Yum Yarn Sauce: 


1 cup granulated sugar 
% cup butter 
% cup cream 


Cream butter and sugar together. Add 


cream. Heat and serve warm over pud- 
ding. 


GRANOLA 


5 cups rolled oats 
1 cup chopped almonds 
1 cup sesame seeds 
1 cup sunflower seeds 
1 cup shredded coconut 
1 cup wheat germ 
1 cup soy flour (optional) 
1 cup dry milk 


powder (optional) 


1 cup honey 
1 cup vegetable oil 


Combine dry ingredients in a large 


bowl. Mix honey and oil together and stir 
into dry ingredients. Spread to a jelly 
roll pan and roast at 300 degrees for ap- 
proximately 40 minutes, turning every 10 
to 15 minutes, until crunchy and slightly 
brown. Check so it won't burn. 


Remove from oven and add about 2 


cups of raisins or dried fruit, such as 
prunes, apricots or dates. Store to a cov- 
ered container. Use as a snack, or serve 
as a breakfast cereal with milk.

1 teaspoon chopped chives 
V4 teaspoon powdered thyme 
H teaspoon poultry seasoning 
V4 teaspoon marjoram 
2 cups soft bread crumbs 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Cut gashes In the flat side of each 


chestnut. Heat the oil, add chestnuts and 
cook over brisk heat 3 minutes, stirring 
or shaking the pan constantly. Drain and 
let cool. 


Remove shells and Inner skins. Cook 


chestnuts in the broth about 20 minutes, 
or until tender. Drain, reserving the 
broth for soup. Chop half chestnuts 
coarsely and mash the rest Set aside. 


Cook onion in butter until golden 


brown. Add sausage and seasonings. Stir 
constantly for about 4 to 5 minutes. Add 
to chestnuts. Soften bread crumbs in 
milk or water. Press out excess liquid 
and add to the chestnuts. 


Stuff loosely into bird (Enough for 12 


to 14 Ib. bird)

To enjoy a turkey dinner In Grandma's 


day, you had to buy a big bird aad start 
preparing It early In the day, if not the 
day before. But today, because turkeys 
are produced In a wide range of sizes, 
from 6 to 24 pounds, you can find Just the 
sixe to suit your needs. 


If you're a homemaker who wants a 


traditional turkey dinner but something 
smaller or more convenient, then turkey 
parts or a boneless turkey roast can 
solve your problem. 


A big turkey — one that weighs 18 


pounds and over — looks good on the 
table, provides plenty of tasty leftovers, 
and Is the best turkey buy. These turkeys 
are usually a few cents cheaper per 
pound and there Is a larger proportion of 
meat to bone. 


Turkey parts — halves, quarters, 


drumsticks, and pieces — although 
priced somewhat higher per pound than 
the whole bird, are excellent choices for 
small meals when no leftovers are desir- 
ed. 


The best guideline in selecting a good 


turkey Is the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture's grade shield. This official grade 
shield means that the turkey has been 
quality graded by a trained Federal gra- 
der. Only turkeys which have first 
passed Federal inspection for whole- 
somcness can be graded. 


The top grade for turkey, the one usu- 


ally found in stores, Is U.S. Grade A. 
Grade A birds have good overall shape 
and appearance, they are meaty, have a 
well-developed layer of fat In the skin, 
and are practically free from defects. 
Turkey parts, which may also be official- 
ly graded, must be meaty and have good 
appearance to bo eligible for U.S. Grade 
A. 


ANOTHER FACTOR to consider is the 


ago of the bird. Age Indicates tenderness 
and suggests ways to cook your turkey. 


Young birds — more tender than older 


ones — will bo labeled "young turkey," 
"fryer-roaster," "young hen," or "young 


t- '•'**• vy 
»'* 
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torn." They are best suited for bar- 
becuing, frying, broiling, or roasting. 
Mature, less tender birds, are sometimes 
preferred for stewing and baking or in 
soups and salads. They are labeled "ma- 
ture turkey," "yearling turkey," or "old 
turkey." 


The amount of turkey to buy depends 


on the number of servings needed and 
whether' or not you want leftovers. For 
an average serving you will want to buy 
at least tt pound of turkey per person — 
but you'll probably want more for a holi- 
day meal. 


To prepare your holiday bird for roast- 


Ing, Just wash and drain it. Stuff it with 
your favorite stuffing recipe and place 
the turkey breostside up (skin side up If 
roasting parts) on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. 


If turkey browns early In the roasting 


period, cover the breast and drumsticks 
with aluminum foil or thin cloth mois- 
tened with fat to prevent overbrownlng. 


For a simple holiday meal, try a bone- 


less turkey roast. Turkey roasts ore ex- 
cellent for small families, buffets, and 
entertaining. They weigh from 2 to 10 
pounds and can be purchased as all 
white meat, all dark meat, or a com- 
bination of both. 


There Is very little weight loss in cook- 


ing, and since there is no bone or waste, 
there are more servings per pound than 
with whole turkeys — allow about 1/3 
pound for an average serving. Turkey 
roasts usually are packaged with cooking 
Instructions which should be followed for 
best results. 


Thanksgiving dinner need not be the 


only delicious turkey meal. If you have 
turkey leftovers or "planned-overs," you 
con create many different turkey dish- 
es. 


Your favorite cookbook will provide 


recipes for simple as well as unusual tur- 
key dishes. Try turkey soup or con- 
somme. Use it in sauces, pies, casse- 
roles, salads, hash, gravy, or croquettes.

Delicately flavored turkey meat teams 
beautifully with many other foods so af- 
ter its glorious debut, what's left can 
reappear at several more meals in new 
and interesting guises. Also, turkeys are 
on the plentiful list and bargain priced 
during this entertaining season so In- 


vesting in a big one will pay delicious 
dividends. 


Here, for your recipe file, are two tur- 


key leftovers recipes. In addition to 
being novel and tasty, both have the 
added benefit of being fast and easy to 
prepare. 


Potato Topped Turkey Pie Is a com- 


bination of bits and pieces of meat, cran- 
berry sauce and eggs. Topped with fluffy 
mashed potatoes quickly made with In- 
stant mashed potato granules, its an at- 
tractive and hearty meal-in-one. 


Turkey slices are teamed with Canadian 


bacon to make the Turkey Benedict The 
hot open sandwiches are capped with a 
savory cheese sauce sparked with pre- 
pared yellow mustard and Worcester- 
shire sauce. 


Either dish, accompanied by a green 


bean salad, relishes, a light fruit dessert

Worcestershire sauce, mustard, milk and 
cheese. Stir constantly until cheese melts 
and mixture thickens. Top each muffin 
half with bacon, turkey, and tomato. 
Bake at 450 degrees for about 5 minutes. 
Spoon a little sauce over each. 6 
servings. 


If you'd like something a little different 


as the main course'on Thanksgiving Day, 
let me suggest this recipe for Scalloped 
Chicken, perfected by a friend. 


It takes a little doing, but if you'll fol- 


low directions carefully, the product will 
be outstanding and it serves 12 gener- 
ously. Start by purchasing a fat, 5-pound 
hen, preferably a baking hen. 


Put the bird In a large pot with a 


scraped carrot, a peeled and sliced on- 
ion, 2 teaspoons salt and 2 quarts boiling 
water. Over low beat let the hen cook 
very slowly 2V4 hours or until meat be- 
gins to leave bones. Remove from heat 
and let the bird cool in its own liquid. 
When cool, remove from broth, pull meat 
from bones and remove skin. 


Rub the skin through a meat chopper 


with fine blade and reserve. Cook giblets 
in salted water until tender. 


Now for the stuffying. While the hen Is 


cooking, crumble 1% loaves of 2-day-old 
white bread, with crusts removed. Melt 
% cup butter or margarine in. a heavy 
skillet Cut fine 6 springs parsley, 6 seal- 
lions with tops (or 1 medium onion) and 2 
large stalks celery with tops. Cook vege- 
tables in melted butter over low heat for 
5 minutes. 


Now mix into bread crumbs lightly 


with a fork to keep dressing fluffy. Grind 
the cooked giblets and mix in. Add 1 tea- 
spoon salt, a good dash of white pepper 
and 1 teaspoon poultry seasoning. Finally 
add 6 tablespoons of the chicken broth 
(no more). Mix. 


TURN YOUR attention to the sauce. 


Skim off fat from top of chicken broth 
and heat 1 cup in a large heavy sauce- 
pan. If you don't have that much fat, 
make up difference with butter or mar- 
garine. Heat 4 cups of the chicken broth 
and 1 cup milk together but do not boil. 


Stir 1 cup sifted flour into the melted 


fat until smooth. Add brpth and milk 
mixture gradually, stirring constantly. 
Add 2 teaspoons salt. Cook until very 
thick, stirring all the time. When cooked, 
beat 4 eggs slightly and mix in a little of 
the sauce to keep eggs from curdling. 
Then combine sauce and eggs and cook 
over low heat another 3 to 4 minutes, but 
keep stirring. When you remove from 
heat add finely ground chicken skin. 


To put the dish together, grease 1 very 


large or two smaller casseroles. Put 
stuffing In the bottom carefully. Pour 
over half of the sauce. On top of this 
place chicken meat which has been cut 
with scissors into nice pieces. Add re- 
maining sauce. 


Toss 1 cup dry bread crumbs in 4 ta- 


blespoons melted butter. Sprinkle on top 
of the casserole. Put in a moderate (375 
degree) oven and bake 20 minutes or un- 
til crumbs are golden and scalloped 
chicken is piping hot all the way through. 
Rich but delectable.

Roasted Turkey Deserves A Rest 
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by JEANNE LESEM 


Holiday turkey, like the cook who pre- 


pare* It, benefits from a short rest be- 
fore dinner. 


Roast turkey Is easier to carve and Jui- 


cier ITU sets in a warm spot out of the 
oven for IS to 30 minutes before serving. 
Use the longer time for large birds. 


If you buy a frozen turkey Instead of a 


freah one, allow ample defrosting time. 
It should be at refrigerator temperature, 
or about 40 degrees, when It goes Into the 
oven. A warmer bird cooks faster, or a 
colder one, more slowly. 


One turkey fanner's wife, who roasts 


about 500 big birds a year, estimates that 
a thawed frozen one takes about 30 min- 
utes longer to cook than a fresh-killed 
one of the same weight and shape. 


A defrosted uncooked turkey can be re- 


frigerated safely for two or three days. 
But cover It with a damp towel so the 
skin doesn't dry out and spilt during 
roasting. 


Defrosting times arc only approximate. 


Food thaws faster in a refrigerator that's 
opened frequently than It does in one 
rarely opened. It also thaws faster in a 
warm room than a cool one. Keep these 
factors In mind when you use the follow- 
ing simple formula for estimating de- 
frosting times. Allow about 24 hours for 
each five pounds of bird thawed in the 
refrigerator, or 1-2 days for an 8-11 
pound one; 2-3 days for 11-14 pound 
birds; 3-4 days for 14-19 pound ones; and 
4-5 for 20-24 pound ones. Plan on about 30 
minutes per pound for defrosting turkeys 
in cold water that Is changed every 30-45 
minutes; or about 1 hour per pound, for 
a bird enclosed In a large paper bag and 
left at room temperature. Close the end 
of tin bag with pins, paper clips or 
clothes pins. 


FOR ItEFIUGERATOR or room tern- 


pcraturo thawing, puncture the original 
wrapping in several places or open it 
part way and place the bird in a shallow 
pan or deep platter to catch drippings. 
For water bath thawing, make sure tho 
original wrapping is unpuncturcd so (ho 
bird won't soak up water. 


Defrosting will bo speeded up If you 


remove the glblot package from the cav- 
ity as soon as possible. But never stuff 
the turkey until you're ready to cook it. 
Like ground meat, stuffings have so 
much surface exposed to air that they 
spoil more easily and rapidly than solid 
foods do. Commercially stuffed and fro- 
zen turkeys are safe because they're 
packed under stringent sanitary condi- 
tions, frozen rapidly and stored at tem- 
peratures well below zero. 


Many manufacturers provide cooking 


Instructions on tho original wrappings of 
frozen birds. If no such information Is 
available, here arc guidelines from the 
National Turkey Federation, a trade or- 
ganization for roasting stuffed turkeys. 
Cut the cooking time by 1 hour for uo- 
stuffcd ones of the same weights. 


In a preheated 325-dcgree oven, allow 


2-2W hours for 6-8 pound birds, 2V4-S 
hours, for 8-12 pounds, 3-3% hours for 12- 
IS pounds, 3%-itt hours for 16-20 pounds 
and 4V4-3V4 hours for 20-24 pounds. 


If you baste tho turkey often, allow ad- 


ditional roasting time to compensate for 
the drop In oven temperature every time 
the door Is opened. 


For greatest accuracy, use a roast 


meat thermometer. Insert It In the thick- 
est part of the thigh but not touching 
bone. Because It continues to cook for a 
short time after it's removed from the 
oven, a small turkey should be taken out 
when the thermometer registers ITS and 
a large one, 180 degrees. 


DONT TRY TO roast a large bird In a 


small oven. For even heat circulation al- 
low at least Mft Inches of air space 
around all sides of the bird and pan. 


At meal time, have • service plate pre- 


warmed on an electric warming tray If 
possible. Keep garnishes on tho turkey 
platter at a minimum so they won't in- 
terfere with carving. 


Place the turkey so Its breast Is at the 


left of a righthacdcd carver, or the right 
of a southpaw. It legs arc held together

American Visitors Observe 


ORT At Work In Israel 


THE HERALD

Thro* area women recently visited 


Israel for a very spcdal reason .. lo see 
first-hand the ORT program in oper- 
ation, to meet all "their children" en- 
rolled in the vocational schools that ORT 
(Organization for Rehabilitation Through 
Training has built and currently main- 
tains in Israel. 


More than 1,000 leaders and supporters 


of the ORT movement met In Jerusalem 
last month for tho Women's American 
ORT ninth National Board conference. 


Tho guest list included Mrs. Sherwood 


Zwirn of Buffalo Grove, Mrs. Richard 
Ginsberg of Hoffman Estates and Mrs. 


MRS RICHARD GINSBURG belongs 
to Woodfiold Chapter of ORT and 


currently serves at chairman of tht 


executive committee of Wett Subur- 
ban Region. 


Irving Rlsh of Elk Grove Village. 


It was an unparalled move for the 


women's organization, taking the confer- 
ence outside of the United States to a 
country where CRT's services are ac- 
tually in progress. CRT's annual student 
enrollment In Israel is nearing the 50,000 
mark — more than half tho total world- 
wide ORT enrollment. 


ORT IS A worldwide network whose 


central purpose is to help Jewish people 
by offering them vocational and techni- 
cal education. No minority groups, how- 
ever, arc excluded from its program or 
membership. Combatting anti-Semitism 
is an Indirect goal. 


Women's American ORT Is the largest 


group supporting the global program of 
ORT whose schools are all located out- 
side the United States except for one, a 
dressmaking and tailoring school that 
opened in New York after World War II. 


"For instance public schooling In Is- 


rael ends after eight or nine years," ex- 
plained Mrs. Zwirn. "Students have to 
pay for any further training. That's what 
ORT offers. The standard school Is a 
vocational high school with a three-to- 
four year curriculum In which an aca- 
demic high school education is given 
along with technical training." 


The industrial trades taught vary ac- 


cording to the needs of each country. 


"After four years of vocational train- 


Ing a student has the option to go to col- 
lege," continued Mrs. Zwirn, "and that's 
after the army too," a duty most Israelis 
look forward to. 


"IT IS A PRIVILEGE to be in the 


army," said Mrs. Glnsburg. "Soldiers 
are treated with reverence. People vie 
for the privilege of giving them a ride 
when they see them hitchhiking along tho 
road." 


ORT was first created in 1880 to pro- 


vide training for the Jewish people of 
Russia who were left without the means 
to make a living when stripped of their 
property. 
: 


Currently ORT operates in 22 countries 


on five continents. Some 70,000 students ' 
receive some foim of vocational training , 
through the aid of ORT. 


The three area housewives agreed that' 


one of the highlights of the entire ORT • 
conference was the opening address by.' 
Golda Melr, Prime Minister of Israel, 
who said, "You should really thankkus 
for giving you something to do that you.. 
like." 


"WE ARE ALL paid the same noth- . 


ing," said Mrs. Glnsburg. "We have no 
fight over raises." 


The seven chapters In the area that 


make up the West Suburban Region of 
Women's American ORT, have a com- 


bined financial commitment of $16,000 to 
be raised throughout the year from a va- 
riety of fund-raising events. 


"No one is going to beat us if we don't 


make it," said Mrs. Rish, "but schools 
there are depending on us." 


"We are Involved in taking care of the 


total child," she continued. "A student 
can't learn if he is hungry. We see to 
medical problems too and provide social 
assistance for cultural events." 


"The John F. Kennedy Center In Je- 


rusalem has little gardens and park- 
ways/' said Mrs. Zwirn. "We want to 
show the children that there Is more to 
life than just buildings, stones and pover- 
ty." 


THE THREE WOMEN experienced no 


fear of impending terrorist attacks 
while visiting Israel and except for notic- 
ing guards posted on the roofs of build- 
ings throughout Jerusalem and under- 
going security checks before entering 
any governmental building, they seldom 
remembered they were visiting a coun- 
try still at war. 


"We had no feeling of being in dan- 


ger," said Mrs. Rish, "not even while 
roaming around in Old Jerusalem," a 
form of sightseeing that they felt would 
be unsafe even in the United States. 


"The people talk a lot about the six- 


day war," said Mrs. Zwirn. "They want 
to remind people it happened, but Israel 
is more at peace now than the country 
ever has been. The Arabs and Israelis ap- 
pear to be coexisting beautifully in Je- 
rusalem. The Arabs have better jobs and 
better housing than they did before the 
war." 


And what about tho tragic Olympic in- 


cident? 


"WE ARE MORE shocked than they 


are. For them it Is just another terrorist 
activity," said Mrs. Zwirn. "They know 
they have to go on living. There is not a 
family that hasn't lost a member or a 
friend in either a .border Incident, the 
six-day,war or through a concentration 
camp.-It's part of their life. They live 
with it."' 


"There is not one block in Jerusalem 


where construction is not going on," said 
Mrs. Glnsburg:'"Many of the buildings 
are new apartments.' There is a tre- 
mendous housing shortage in Israel." 


While,the ORT program is firmly en- 


trenched "in foreign countries, few tan- 
gible steps have been taken In the United 
States.'Part of the'reason Is.because the 
U.S. has developed a sound public educa- 
tional system of its own. 


THE U.SJ IS REALLY fortunate," 


said Mrs. Zwirn. "Secondary education 
is free. However, there is still a stigma 
about' vocational training. The govern- 
ment is coming to us to ask If we will 


participate in a vocational training con- 
ference. We can't just set up a school,' 
but what we want to do is set up a model 
in a poverty-stricken Jewish community 
where administrators can come and 
learn to apply things in their own school 
systems." 


And Mrs. Rish summed up the propos- 


al by saying, "A country that cannot re- 
pair itself is in trouble." 


MODELING JEWELRY she bought in Israel, Mrs. 
Sherwood Zwirn, a member of Far Acres Chap- 
ter, currently presides over the West Suburban 
Region of Women's American ORT.

"My husband says when I die and get 


to heaven, they'll put me right to work in 
tho kitchen!" 


George Baumet says that about his 


wife, Evelyn, who has been cooking for 
servicemen for 14 years. 


Mrs. Baumet, of 102 S. Derbyshire 


Lane, Arlington Heights, is a USO volun- 
teer. Every Friday without fall, she can 
be found in the kitchen of the USO club, 
64 E. Randolph St., in Chicago, turning 
out cake, cookies, mostaccioli, turkey 
and everything else that warms a ser- 
viceman's heart — or rather, his stom- 
ach. 


Through the PTA, Mrs. Baumet first 


volunteered to do some cooking for the 
Salvation Army during the holidays 14 
years ago. Then she heard that the USO 
needed help, and she's been there ever 
since. 


She took a few years off from the club 


while her two daughters were in high 
school and invited servicemen to her 
home every weekend instead. 


"It was so much fun," she glowed. 


"They're all nice boys." 


AND THE BOYS remember Mrs. Bau- 


met's kindness to them. She said she re- 
ceives many invitations to weddings and 
baby showers, and she gets cards "from 
the West Coast, Puerto Rico, every- 
where."- She told of servicemen and their 
wives who come back to Chicago to visit 
and look her up at the USO, perhaps to 
show her a new baby. And she is ob- 
viously very pleased. 


Meanwhile, at the club, there is always 


a constant flow of new faces, and Mrs. 
Baumet is there to, talk to the boys and 
help in any way she can. 


"I think the kids are fantastic. They 


feel a need to tell you things'sometimes, 
and I think it keeps us oh our toes, too." 


• This personable grandmother of six is 
perhaps typical of a volunteer in that she 
is busy doing many things and yet al- 
ways has time for more, if it means help- 
ing someone. Besides working four days 


a week in her husband's machine shop 
and at the USO on Fridays, she collects 
for the cerebral palsy fund, is active in 
her sorority and has helped out at UNI- 
CEF at Christmas time. She also drops 
in at the USO lounge at O'Hare occasion- 
ally, and was on band for three days of 
long, hard labor when the USO moved 
Into its present quarters (which, thanks 
to Mrs. Baumet and other volunteers, 
have been charmingly decorated.) 


AND BETWEEN all that, Mrs. Baumet 


and her husband travel a fair amount — 
always ending up at the local USO, wher- 
ever they go here or abroad. "They're 
always a little different," she says. 


Mrs. Baumet is one of ISO volunteers 


who keep the USO going. The USO em- 
ploys only four paid staff personnel, 
who depend entirely on the volunteers to 
man the information desk, serve food 
and just "do whatever needs doing," ac- 
cording to Mary Lou Zurenda, director of 
the Chicago club. The USO is open every 
day of the week. 


Volunteers come to the USO "from 


every walk of life," Miss Zurenda said. 
They include senior citizens, housewives, 
young career people, young married 
couples and ex-military personnel. In ad- 
dition, a corps of junior volunteers — 
girls 18 to 25 — are on hand evenings and 
weekends to entertain the servicemen. 


"The girls'dance with boys, play cards 


or pool or just talk," Miss Zurenda said. 
They also visit the local military bases 
and hospitals, and join with the service- 
men on community projects, such as tak- 
ing underprivileged children to the zoo or 
helping the elderly, according to USO 
public relations director Eileen Ganz. 


THE USO ALSO depends on a "tre- 


mendous volunteer effort through people 
donating food and tickets to plays and 
concerts," Mrs. Ganz said. And then 
there are those individuals who give of 
themselves In their own special ways. 
Mrs. Ganz told of one man, a former pi- 
lot, who owns a plane and takes the boys 
flying. 


As the USD's motto goes, it's a "home 


away from home" for servicemen, and 


since most of them spend a fair amount 


. of time in airports, the USO Is there, too. 


Dorothy Ermoyian, director of oper- 
ations at O'Hare, is kept especially busy 
at holiday times and whenever the 
weather is bad. 


She is expecting to feed at least 600 


this Thanksgiving, but remembers a 
snowy Easter when grounded planes left 
hundreds of servicemen stranded for 
three days at O'Hare. The USO lounge, 
attempting to keep its buffet service go- 
ing, finally resorted to peanut butter af- 
ter running out of everything else. 


O'Hare's USO lounge ordinarily serves 


about 6,000 servicemen and their families 
each month, and this requires the help of 
at least one volunteer at all times. 


THE USO — and the other organiza- 


tions using volunteers that have been dis- 
cussed in this series — are only a few 
examples of the many kinds of work one 
can do as a volunteer. There are many 
more types of activities, and many more 
institutions using volunteers. 


The important task of coordinating vol- 


unteer work in this area and directing 
volunteers to those who need them — as 
well as vice versa — is performed by the 
Volunteer Bureau of Northwest Cook 
County, under the direction of Mrs. Es- 
ther Rubchak. 


Why volunteer? 
Mrs. Baumet may have put her finger 


on it when she said: "I think you get 
what you give. If you're nice to people 
they're nice to you."

Nerve Disorder May Cause 


Most Reading Disabilities 


COLUMBUS, Miss. (UPI) - A re- 


searcher at Mississippi Stata College for 
Women says he has uncovered evidence 
that neurological disorders, rather than 
poor teaching or low intelligence levels, 
are the primary causes of reading dis- 
abilities. 


Dr. James I. Califf, director of the 


Reading Center at MSCW, is studying 600 
cases of poor readers who were studied 
at the center. 


A preliminary study of 200 of the 


cases, he said, revealed that 98 per cent 
showed indications of a neurological dis- 
order. 


"Our cases usually have I.Q.S of 100 or 


better and In one Instance we had a boy 
with an I.Q. of 152, or genius level," he 
said. "Verbally, he was superior and was 
able to put. anything together. But ho 
couldn't road."

sympathize with you because milk isn't 
high on our taste lists, either. The nutri- 
ent totals ot the two are different Be- 
cause It Is made from nonfat or skimmed 
milk and therefore has a low-fat content, 
cottage cheese contains few of the fat- 
soluble vitamins. Two ounces of plain, 
uncrcamcd cottage cheese contain about 
as much protein as a glass of milk. How- 
ever, it has only about SO mg. of calcium 
compared with about 300 In a gloss of 
milk. In summary, the pluses for dry 
cottage cheese are high quality protein, 
low fat content and the case of handling; 
the minus Is In calcium.

Coping With 'The Blues9 


by FRIEDA HAVE 


We may think that having "the blues" 


or being dopreued is simple, but it can 
be quite complicated, according to one 
psychiatrist 


She is Dr. Rose Spiegel, who declares 


that depression can range from a passing 
mood that's part of the wear-and-lear of 
everyday living to a condition so intense 
that it puts the individual out of commis- 
sion. The psychiatrist is on the faculty of 
the William Alanson White Institute in 
New York. 


"Depression can be experienced from 


one end of llfo to the other," Dr. Spiegel 
asserts, noting that some periods are 
more critical than others. Adolescence, 
she indicates, is one such "vulnerable" 
period; the menopause is another. Many 
women, she notes, feel "devalued" or 
depressed at the menopause because 
they're no longer young. 


"THE PRESSURE on youthfulness la 


our culture," Dr. Spiegel maintains, "is 
such that being about 20 years old is con- 
sidered the prlmo of life." This, she 
says, "is pushing things to the point of 
caricature, with some very unfortunate 
results." In addition, she notes, when 
women in this age group believe that 
their expectations of life and marriage 
have not been fulfilled, they can suffer 


intense and "very painful" anxiety. 


Another factor contributing to a wom- 


an's depression at menopause, Dr. Spie- 
gel says, is the fall in estrogen levels 
which endocrinologists say mokes her 
hormonal picture "not very favorable." 
Referring to research studies, Dr. Spie- 
gel notes that when doctors prescribe es- 
trogen replacement, this often restores 
the woman's earlier "sense of energy 
and drive." 


Depression can be coped with in vari- 


ous ways, the psychiatrist 
indicates. 


Most people, she says, "do get hold of 
life." They may have an inner sense of 
depression, yet function "well enough" 
as far as the outer world is concerned. 


MUCH. SHE MAINTAINS, depends on 


the individual's personality. 
Certain 


people, she observes, translate their 
depressions into creative or philanthropic 
works. Some try to fight off the depres- 
sive tendency. Othrs readily give in to it. 
Some would rather not cope at all. Many, 
in their efforts not to experience the 
depression, unconsciously mask it with 
actual physical complaints, for which 
they then seek medical treatment. This, 
says Dr. Spiegel, does not represent a 
real solution, since the Individual is con- 
centrating on the symptoms and not the 
problems that precipitated the depres- 


sion in the first place. 


Most feelings of dejection, according to 


the psychiatrist, normally pass within a 
few days, However, if the depression is 
"persistent, unchanging and uncon- 
solable," this can represent something 
far more serious. 


"IF IT INVOLVES a persistent sense 


of hopelessness, inadequacy and low self- 
esteem," Dr. Spiegel declares, "this can 
be an indication that help of a more pro- 
fessional kind is needed." 


Under such circumstances, Dr. Spiegel 


says, "I think there should be room in 
one's view of life for accepting the idea 
that It's perfectly normal to seek help 
from others." There should be no stigma 
attached to getting psychiatric assis- 
tance, she adds, because "one should not 
always be expected to cope with every- 
thing."

Are Happiest 
In Old Age 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPD - Active 


people who feel they can Influence and 
control their environment arc more like- 
ly to be happy hi old age than are pas- 
sive people, according to a University of 
California behavioral scientist 


In an on-going study on aging, Joseph 


Kuypcrs, assistant professor of social 
welfare, categorized 64 subjects as "In- 
ternal" (active) or "external" (passive) 
according to factors of "competence, 
self-mastery and cffcctancc." 


"Persons who believe that they can be 


masters of their fate In a limited sense of 
the word" — that is, internals — "are 
able to take action which achieves great- 
er self-enhancement," Kuypcrs said. 


Ho defined internals as people who feel 


events are contingent on their own be- 
havior, while externals arc those who see 
life "as the result of luck, chance, fate." 


OP THE TEST GROUP of 25 men and 


39 women, all In their late sixties, 33 
were considered internals and 31 ex- 
ternals. 


Kuypcrs found the Internals more "ob- 


jective, intellectual, logical in then* 
analysis," tolerant and adaptable. Ex- 
ternals, he added, arc more closed and 
defensive and less self-assured. 


Ho said internals "are more in touch 


with the flow between post, present and 
future; they anticipate and prepare for 
events; and they choose more appro- 
priate responses and stand less fearfully 
up to change."

rlum, use the largest .wide-mouth con- 
tainer you can find. To tackle a pint-siz- 
ed glass or a bottle with a narrow neck 
Li a job for the experienced. Even a tax- 
idermist will tell you It's easier to stuff 
an elephant than a hummingbird! 


An old-faihloncd

cookie jar or apothecary jar will do 
double duty as a terrarium, because It 
can always be used for sweets when you 


lied Cap Cactus 


tire of the plants. What a smashing 
Christmas party you could have with the 
large size brandy snifter after you re- 
place the greens with grog. And an old 
aquarium that has lost its gupplcs is an- 
other good choice for beginners, 


FtltST OHDEIl of business is the 


choice of occupants. It will make a dif- 
ference In (he type of growing media 
that will give best results. A cactus gar- 
den will require coarse sand and ver- 
mlculitc, a woodland garden sphagnum 
moss and and Inscctavorous plant will 
tnkc a moist soil — one half coarse gar- 
den soil and one half sphagnum moss. 


Put some coarse pebbles In the bottom 


of the glass container, a layer of the 
planting medium and a couple table- 
spoons of charcoal for drainage. Make a 
dry run In the container with your fin- 
Ken and eyes: Put a couple tablespoons 
of the growing media in the glass and 
form a hill with the high "land" at the 
back ami nearly nothing at the front. Pat 
your fingers In the soil where you think 
you may want to place the plants. It's 
almost like building sand castles. 


For a cactus collection, you might 


want to include the popular lady fingers, 
litter jnw (It has gaping-mouth effect), 
nlil mnn of the Andes cactus (long, 
uhite hair). Consider red cap, the latest 
MRC. Its red top Is grafted to a green 
bottom and it contributes color to the 
Croup. Skinny fingers, hens and chicks 
and some of the other succulent plants 
will live compatibly with the cactus. 


A CACTUS grower I know explains his 


watering technique like this: "When the 
weatherman says It Is raining In Dallas, 
Tex., that's when I water the cactus." 
Try a cactus terrarium if you like plaits, 
but kill everything you get your bands 
on. it thrives on neglect 


To avoid rot, don't use a cover on the 


cactus garden. Incidentally, even when 
you are not growing a mini-desert, don't 
drown the terrarium plants. Water by 
the tablespoon, not the cup. 


If you have access to a woods, there 


arc 
all manner of terrarium-suited 


goodies growing on the forest floor. Re- 
member to choose plants that will not 
outgrow the container. Mosses, lichens, 
fungi arc great for accents. Diminutive 
British soldier lichen, for Instance, has 
Interesting red tips that will add color to 
the collection.

from It), ebony splccnwort (a tiny rock 
fern), goldthread (so-called because of 
Its bright yellow rootstem) are a few ap- 
propriate tidbits.

Home Burglary More Likely Today 


by DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The day of the 


unlocked door is no more. It's unhappy 
fact of the times that families today 
must at least consider the possibility of 
burglary. 


Apartment dwellers, even more than 


the homeowner, should take precautions 
against break-Ins if the statistics are any 
guide. 


The actuaries at Continental Casualty 


Co. predict more than 2.S million renters 
will suffer Insurable loss this year — and 
thieves will be responsible for more than 
half the losses. 


In terms of kinds of loss likely, living 


in an apartment is very different than 
living in a house. In a house the odds are 
higher that losses will be caused by fire 
or storm. Only 12 per cent of home- 
owners' insurance claims are due to 
theft. 


Every year, says Continental Casu- 


alty's Jim Gillespie, nine out of 100 
apartment dwellers have some kind of 
loss, and that doesn't Include statistics 
for the many tenants who don't carry in- 
surance. 


For all apartment dwellers, GUlcsple 


sold, the expected average cost per year 
for losses due to theft, fire or storm dam- 
age is $35. The average loss is about 
$400. Depending on location, losses could 
be much higher and more frequent, he 
said.

Gillespie suggests: Buy heavy-duty 


bolt locks, solid core doors without win- 
dows, bar the windows and keep the 
doors locked. 


If your door locks'automatically on the 


way out, it has what is known as a 
spring lock. A five-year-old could open it 
with a piece of stiff plastk, such as a 
credit card, Gillespie said. For adequate 
protection, he recommends bolt locks 
plus door frames that overtop the door. 
. If the door has a window hi it, a double 
key lock is called for so that a burglar 
can't break the glass, reach inside and 
unbolt the door. 


To most apartment dwellers — or 


home owners — strong bars on windows 
ore both expensive and unattractive. If 
you don't want to go this far, Gillespie 
suggests, you can take some simple steps 
to protect windows. Don't rely on screens 
for protection; be sure windows are lock- 
ed. For first floor windows, be sure any 
shrubbery is cut back. Heavy greenery 
makes a tempting camouflage for would- 
be thieves. Windows facing porches on 
any floor can be protected with adequate 
lighting, which will discourage the bur- 
glar. 


VISITING NEIGHBORS, or stepping 


out to the laundry room without locking 
your door is asking for unwanted vis- 
itors. Even when you are at home, be 
sure all doors are locked. Many a thief, 
entering an unlocked door, has grabbed 
valuable objects while the occupant of 
the house was in the back of the apart- 
ment, or upstairs. Never set your purse 
down on a hall table. Put it way, out of 
sight, immediately. 


A barking dog often will discourage all 


but the most determined thief. The aver- 
age burglar, picking his targets at ran- 
dom, would just as soon not take the 
chance. 


Giving a would-be thief the impression 


someone is at home still is one of the 
best preventive measures, police author- 
ities say. Even though thieves know 
people leave on lights and radios, they 
never can be sure and, again, all but the 
most determined are likely not to take 
the chance. 


Preventive Dentistry Is Essential 


by FHIEDA KAYK 


Having a tooth pulled never was much 


fun. 
But not replacing it can lead to 


more trouble than the tooth caused in the 
first place. 


You should ri.-pl.icc the missing molar, 


Dr. Donald .1. Dodclson, a New York 
dental surgeon here maintains because 
your mouth changes as you grow older. 
If Hint tooth Isn't replaced, he warns, 
your adjacent teeth will move into the 
empty space and create "a whole imba- 
Inncc." It won't happen overnight, he re- 
ports, "but It Mill occur gradually In 
many small movements." 


Although the teeth of a 20-year-old 


move slightly, Dr. Dodclson says, "by 
the time he or she Is 40, those teeth may 
hiivc moved ni much as a quarter of an 
inch." (Each tooth, the dentist explains, 
sits In its own bony socket, held in place 
by thousands of clastic fibers. As one 
lids older, structural changes occur in 
(lie bone, and the tiny fibers lose their 
cb.Mlclty.) This shifting relationship, he 
points out, can create a number of prob- 
lem*: It causes the teeth to loosen. It 
makes chewing more difficult. And 
it can bring on severe gum infections. 


PEOPLE ONCK parted willingly with 


their teeth. Dr. Dodclson observes, be- 
lieving they'd lose them eventually. "Yet 
our tcclh arc designed to last a life- 
time." ho sayv "provided we take care 
uf them.'1 The major emphasis now he 
contends, Is on prevention. "We dentists 
nre very reluctant to pull a tooth If any- 
thing can be done to save It. We've 
tc.irnetl that replacing It is not only more 
cnMly and complicated — but often It's 
nut as suitable as saving the tooth in the 
first place." 


One of the biggest advances In pre- 


vention, he notes, is the recognition that 
"plaque" is the major cause of tooth de- 
cay. He describes plaque as a colorless, 
gummy substance, which forms on al- 
most all tooth surfaces. Bacteria find it 
"particularly hospitable," he says, be- 
cause they thrive on the food particles 
that adhere to It. The bacteria then pro- 
duce acids which, he explains, arc "enor- 
mously destructive" to teeth and gums. 


THE BEST FORM of prevention we 


have now, Dr. Dodclson asserts, is 
plaque control, or the regular removal of 
this gummy substance from our teeth. 
"The plaque doesn't need to be scraped 
away," he says, "because It's quite soft, 
while the surface of the tooth itself is 
hard. The plaque can almost be wiped 
off with the soft brush." Superficial 
brushing will leave it untouched, how- 
ever, h« notes. "A vigorous circular mo- 
tion, scouring every tooth surface with a 


soft toothbrush is vital. And so is using 
dental floss to clean those areas a tooth- 
brush cannot reach."

Preventive dentistry in general, Dr. 


Dodclson stresses, is essential in main- 
lalnlg your molars. "If you haven't taken 


care of the discrepancies in our mouth 
by the time you're 40," he asserts, "they 
will become magnified. If you haven't 
solved your smaller dental problems by 
then, you'll really begin to feel their sig- 
nificance."

It is best to invest hi automatic switch- 


es that will turn different lights on and 
off at different times. A radio or tele- 
vision set also will give the impression 
an apartment or bouse is occupied. Run- 
ning a television set costs a little less 
than a penny an hour. Be sure, however, 
to put it on a timer if you are going to be 
away for any length of time. 


IF, DESPITE precautions, your apart- 


ment is burglarized, what do you do? 


Even if you believe there's no chance 


of 'recovering what was stolen — not an 
unreasonable attitude in many cities to- 
day — Gillespie says you should report 
the theft to the police. Then call your 
insurance agent. One of the first quess- 
tions he'll ask is whether or not you have 
reported to the police. 


Before you make a claim, you'll need a 


list of what was stolen, when it was pur-, 
chased, and what it cost. It's a smart 
idea to keep a file of sales receipts. If 
you think you might have difficulty re- 
membering every item in a given room, 


consider photographs. And don't forget 
the contents of drawers. Valuables, such 
as cameras, expensive jewelry and furs, 
should be covered by floater policies. 


A recent, excellent program being 


adopted in many areas is Operaton Iden- 
tificaton, which makes it possible for po- 
lice to identify and return stolen goods 
they recover. 


IN CHICAGO last year police recov- 


ered more than $3 million in stolen goods 
— but could rrertur less than half of it. 


The Operation Identification program 


involves engraving drivers' license or 
telephone number on property — radios 
and television sets, typewriters, tape 
recorders, anything that is likely to at- 
tract a thief. Social Security numbers 
should not be used, Gillespie said, be- 
cause these flies are not open to the po- 
lice. 


Such identification, Gillespie said, 


would increase the chances stolen prop- 
erty might be returned — and might 
even discourage theft.

odically by professionals to make sure 
you are not losing heat because of dirt 
deposits on heat exchange surfaces or 
Improper combustion air adjustment 


BE SURE ALL OPENINGS from occu- 


pied parts of the house to the attic are 
Healed. Air leakage around doors, stair- 
ways, ceiling fixtures, vents, etc., may 
cost you about SO cents per square inch 
in wasted heat. A quarter-Inch space un- 
der a 3-foot wide door will cost you $4.50 
in wasted heat during one winter.

THAT ALLURING eye makeup you 


UM may enhance your beauty, but it 
could also endanger your eyes. Con- 
taminated eye shadow, mascara, etc., 
can cause eye Infections, some of which 
are serious enough to impair eyesight. 


A recent study by the Medical College 


of Georgia indicated that most eye cos- 
metics are free from bacteria when pur- 
chased, but that many women are in- 
fecting their eyes with cosmetics that de- 
velop microorganisms after they arc 
opened. The causes are inadequate pre- 
servatives in the cosmetics and unhy- 
gienic handling by the consumer. 


The Food and Drug Administration ad- 


vises women to follow these precautions 
in the uso of eye makeup: 


Always wash your hands before apply- 


ing -eye cosmetics, and make sure any 
applicators placed in the eye area arc 
clean. Do not allow cosmetics or their 
containers to become dusty or dirty. 


Do not use old cosmetics, especially 


ones you have not used for several 
months. Discard them and buy new ones. 


Never dampen cosmetics or appli- 


cators by spitting or licking them. Boiled 
water can be added to products which 
have thickened. 


Do not share your cosmetics or use 


those belonging to someone else. 


Do not store cosmetics at temperatures 


above 85 degrees F. Cosmetics that have 
been kept in a hot car for a period of 
time, for example, are more susceptible 
to bacteria. 


Avoid using eye cosmetics if you have 


an eye Infection, and be earful in using 
them if you have allergies. Discontinue 
usage immediately of any product that 
causes an irritation.

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Woman Pastor Thrilled' With Job

JACKSONVILLE. Fla., tUPI) -When 


Betty Blanton graduated from theo- 
logical seminary, she never dreamed she 
would become only the second woman in 
the Ill-year history of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. to become sole pastor 
of a church. 


At the age of 42, Mrs Blanton enrolled 


In the seminary to prepare herself for a 
worthwhile career.

of seminary, but I never expected it to 
happen so soon," she said.

Mrs. Blanton was serving as assistant 


pastor of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Gainesville when the pulpit committee 
of the 100-mcmbcr Trinity congregation 
asked her to become their pastor. 


"1 told them I wouldn't consider It un- 


less the congregation had the opportunity 
to see me and hear me preach before 
they voted on It," she recalled. 


The attractive, gray-haired minister 


said there were only five people out of 
tho 1,600-membcr Gainesville congrega-

tlon who had objected to a woman 
serving as assistant pastor. 


"They wouldn't even come when I 


would preach," she recalled. "But five 
out of 1,600 ain't a bod batting average." 


Mrs. Blanton said she has had no prob- 


lems thus far, but that the biggest diffi- 
culty might come in "evoking confidence 
in men so they could come to sec me as 
a counselor." 


Tho 51-year-old minister sees no prob- 


lems with jealousy among the women in 
her congregation. "At my age, I don't 
think so," she said. "If I was younger, it 
might be a problem, but I'm not much of 
a threat." 


Mrs. Blanton said she feels women 


have a great deal to give to the ministry. 


"I don't say we have more to give than 


men do, but we have, perhaps, some- 
thing different to give. I think the ideal 
situation would be to have a man and a 
woman serve a church. People have dif- 
ferent talents — preaching or counseling 


or teaching or administration — but the 
difference really depends on the individ- 
ual, not on the individual's sex." 


ALTHOUGH SHE SAYS she is not a 


"demonstrator," Mrs. Blanton is inter- 
ested in the women's rights movement, 
especially as it concerns equal pay and 
e q u a l opportunity for advancement 
among professional people. 


She is also a member of the clergy 


consultation service — an organization 
where pregnant women can go for coun- 
seling and advice on the possibility of 
obtaining an abortion. 


"We never recommend an abortion," 


said Mrs. Blanton. "We have the person 
look at the alternative solutions. But if 
she chooses abortion, we refer her to a 
respectable agency." 
'~ She said the service tries to provide 
real counseling "rather than just having 
her go to some agency and have an abor- 
tion and not be able to get herself togeth- 
er psychologically."

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She Runs A Knotty Business

NEW YORK - (NBA) - The tools of 


her trade sound unique — a closed door, 
spools of nylon cord In various colon and 
a kitchen chair. But these three Hems, 
plus a father who Is president of a Provi- 
dence, R.I., fibers company, were In- 
strumental In creating one of the young- 
est entrepreneurs In the country. She's 
18. 


Mcrredythe Blezard, In her sophomore 


year as an art major at Smith College 
this fall, also has her own company, 
"Hollycraft," which produces handmade 
macrame belts and handbags that are 
sold In boutiques and specialty stores 
across the country. Her employes are al- 
most all high school and college students. 


"It all started," said this pretty work- 


Ing girl and student, "when my father 
came home with a strand of cord which 
he had Just produced, plunked It down on 
the kitchen table and said to me, 'See 
what you can do with this.'" 


SHE MADE A belt. And since that first 


belt she has become a macrame expert 
and loves what she Is doing. Aside from 
her own business, Mcrredythe has de- 
signed a macrame craft kit for one of the 
leading toy companies, she has also been 
asked to work for a toy manufacturer as 
a designer at a nice, fat salary but pre- 
fers to do that kind of thing as a moon- 
lighting venture and work chiefly with 
her own company — majoring In art at 
school at the same time. 


"I work at school during off-hours, at 


homo and even at my father's factory." 


She's now working on a huge ecology 


flag and has to go to the factory to 
handle the big Job. 


"The cord runs 18 feet long," she said, 


"and I have to work on a platform that 
can be raised or lowered." 


Mcrredythe believes macrame Is a 


quick and simple way to make pretty 
things — and money. "The mark-up Is 
fantastic," she said. "We have one belt 


that we sell for $7. It should sell In the 
stores for about J14. But some stores 
charge $24 — and get it" 


INCIDENTALLY, she also designs cre- 


wel kits and stuffed animals for toy 
makers. One of her most delightful 
macrame Items was a matching dog col- 
lar and lead "ensemble" In bright red. 


Macrame has an Interesting history. 


The'work comes from a 19th century 
Arabic term 'mlqramah' which means 
veil, and the Turkish word for towel, 
'maqramah.' In those days, both the veil 
and the towel were adorned with a 
knotted fringe. 


Macrame as a craft dates way, way 


back almost to primitive times. In an- 
cient Egypt it was used in funeral, deco- 
rations. It has been found in the tombs of 
the pharoohs. The Incas of Peru knew 
the art and in classical Greece, macr- 
ame knots wre used for slings for broken 
bones. The Greeks also used macrame 
design on their clothing, Jewelry and pot- 
tery. It was supposed to have a magical 
quality. 


"It was the sailor who first brought 


macrame to distant ports around the 
world," Miss Blezard sold. "Ship decks,

(Merredythe taught a 73-year-old aunt to 
do macrame in 10 minutes), the craft is 
very easy. The only necessary equipment 
is the cord for knotting." She prefers not 
to use the standard pins and a working 
surface. 


"My favorite way of working is to 


throw the cord over the top of a door, 
close the door and start knotting." She 
works in the beginning standing on a 
chair. 


Merredythe says she can make an 


elaborate peasant belt that sells in stores 
for about $20 in a matter of 50 minutes. 
She has created some fascinating wall 
hangings, hat bands, handbags, plant 
holders and window shades. 


Caprolan Is Metredythe's favorite cord 


to use for her work. "It can be handled 
so easily and comes in such pretty col- 
ors," says Miss Macrame herself. 


"Jute," she said, "cuts your hands 


when you work. Cotton cord comes in 
very few colors. It's mostly a natural off- 
white. And rayon braided cord, which 
can also be used, is frequently cotton 
stuffed. It comes apart quickly, even 
while you work on it, and the finished 
item isn't pretty anymore." 


The energy of this girl is boundless. 


Her next project will be a six by three- 
fooT hammock in macrame which she 
says she can make in about eight hours. 
That should go for over $100.

6 Would-Be Residents Caught In Middle 
Trustees Rip Centex Homes 
For Closing Deal Too Soon 


The Elk Grove Village Board o f 


Trustees lambasted Centex Homes Inc. 
Tuesday for closing deals on five homes 
In the Winston Grove Centex subdivision 
west of Rte. S3 and south of Norgo Road 
before the houses were In livable condi- 
tion. 


Six prospective residents of the devel- 


opment toW the trustees they were 
caught In limbo closing or waiting to 
close without any assurance they would 
bo allowed to live In the homes they 
bought 


"Almost every dime I have Is Invested 


In this house, and come Monday morn- 
Ing, I may have no place to live," said 
Roger Blanco, who closed last week. 


Village Pros. Charles Zcttck said the 


homes had not been Issued certificates of 
occupancy because the village was con- 
cerned with the personal safety of the 
residents. He said the roads will not al- 
low passage of emergency vehicles, fire 
hydrants were not In operation, drive- 
ways were not poured and the grading of 
the homes was unsatisfactory. 


"I AM TOLD with the present grading, 


If an undue amount of rain or snow falls, 
the homes could bo flooded," Zettek said. 


"Section 18 (the subdivision In ques- 


tion) Is In the most deplorable condition I 
have seen of any subdivision In this com- 
munity," Village Mgr. Charles Willis told 
developers. 


Willis said occupancy of tho first 


homes on Mitchell Trail was not In ques- 
tion until last Friday. He said last 
Wednesday tho subdivision was given a 
complete review, and it was found tho 
streets failed to meet village standards. 


"Only one portion of Mitchell Trail h 


in possible consideration for occupancy, 
and that only If certain things are done. 
No other street-in tho development Is 
ready for occupancy," he said. 


JIM BLAZER, Centex vice president in 


Chicago, told trustees that In almost ev- 
ery village Centex builds, the company 
has run Into situations in which homes 
are turned over to owners before they 
aro completed. 


"We based our commitments (to turn 


over homes to customers) on previous 
experience and on ground rules we 
thought existed In tho village," Blazer 
said. "Wo might have misled ourselves, 
but wo did think we could deliver 
houses." 


Blazer said tho company was planning 


to build and deliver homes through the 
winter even though finished grading and 
asphalting would be impossible because 
of weather. A total of 289 homes aro 
planned for the section.

The man and several of his future 


neighbors told trustees because of the de- 
veloper's negligence, they were caught 
between vacating their old homes and 
being denied entrance to their new 
houses In the section west of Rte. 53 and 
south of Nerge Road. 


"I am paying for my house now since I 


closed last week, but I can't move in be- 
cause tho developer hasn't met certain 
village requirements," Roger Blanco 
said. "The house is in livable condition, 
and the electricity is working. All I'm 
asking is the right to live in my own 
home." 


"I can't dramatize enough that I must 


move in this weekend," he said. "Almost 
every dime I have is invested In this 
house." 


THE HOMEOWNERS said finding tem- 


porary housing until their homes were 
ready Has not been easy. 


"We don't know If we want temporary 


housing for a few weeks or a couple of 
months. No one will rent to use under 
these circumstances," Ralph Pepper, 
Melrose Park, said. 


Pepper said he* had two children and 


two dogs, and it was costing him $225 per 
week for a motel room, furniture storage 
and boarding the dogs. 


Art Wollpert, of Hoffman Estates, said 


he attended Tuesday's meeting to find 
out what was happening because he was 
scheduled to close the deal on his house 
later this week. 


"WE WERE supposed to inspect our 


home last Friday, but the Centex, in- 
spector told us we can close but we can't 
move in," Wollpert said. "When you're 
told you can Inspect and close your 
house, you naturally expect to be able to 
move In." 


Blanco said when he closed on his 


house, he was given a slip of paper say- 
ing he could pick up his house key; 
"When I went to the developer's office to 
pick up the key, I was told I couldn't 
have it." 


"Centex Is using us as a pawn to force 


the village to let us move In," Blanco 
said. "Our situation is desperate. I hope 
something can be done soon."

manager, said Centex has been building 
homes in Elk Grovo Village for 15 years, 
and due to weather conditions, it has 
moved people into homes with streets in 
various conditions. He said with regard 
to the homes that had been closed, the 
housing structures themselves 
were 


ready to bo occupied. 


CALKINS said eight houses on Mitchell 


Trail had been inspected, and the village 
said the structures were ready for occu- 
pancy, but the homes couldn't be occu- 
pied until tho proper streets were in- 
stalled. 


"I was assuming a temporary certifi- 


cate of occupancy would be issued," he 
said. "I am very confused why we have 
a new set of ground rules on what con- 
stitutes a temporary occupancy permit,"

arbitrary and capricious, and agreed to 
in advance, then wo would know where 
we stand," Blazer said. 


Willis answered the charge saying the

The sound of hammer and saw still 


faintly heard in the Schaumburg Town- 
ship Public Library ore not echoes of 
past construction noise. 


Although patrons cannot sec work In 


progress, fun completion of the new wing 
still Is at least two months away. 


Librarian Michael Madden said that al- 


though the new wing looks finished and 
compliments from patrons arc being ex- 
pressed, "the library now Is just a teaser 
of what the finished facility will be." 


" W h e n the architects (O'Donncll. 


Wlcklund and Plgoni of Evaiwton) first 
showed us the design for the new facility 
they described it as 'one that invites 
people In.' " said Madden. 


"So, we decided that during construc- 


tion we too would Invite people In and 
keep the library open instead of closing 
it during remodeling." Madden added. 


MADDKN SAID THAT since the new 


entrance has opened and Increased park- 
ing facilities made available, transac- 
tions have increased. "Although the li- 
brary suffered a loss of business during 
the construction period our patrons were 
never turned away," said Madden. 


Today, with the largest part of the 


adult section completed and In use, some 
days the nearly 200 seats arc not enough 
to accommodate those patrons coming to 
read or just relax in the building. 


Madden said the main section now in 


use represents only 60 per cent of the 
total book stack space that eventually 
will be devoted to the adult section. 


The adult lounge and rear projection 


studio, humor corner, and baby play 
area In the adult section still are not 
open. 


"The senior high and college lounge 


with its special furnishings, stereo play- 
ers and record collection is almost ready 
for use," said Madden. 


Carpenters have Installed stereo turn- 


tables with headphones In the oak tables 
in several seating nooks In the adult sec- 
tion. A total of 22 players will be in- 
stalled. 


THE CHILDREN'S section is a busy 


place, as carpenters put finishing touch- 
es on a children's size gingerbread house 
several youngsters can sit in while they 
read. 


But a big stuffed monkey and mush- 


room scats and furniture designed for 
the young set make it a colorful — if 
dusty — place and the section is used by 
many youngsters. "In fact they seem to 
enjoy finding out what's been done since 
their last visit," said the librarian. 


Madden said that although business 


transactions did drop drastically during 
the heaviest construction period they ore 
now on the increase. 


"But interestingly enough, library card 


registrations never dropped and in a re- 
cent six-day period the library staff is- 
sued 584 new cords," Madden said. 


Open house Is not planned until after 


the holiday season and possibly as late 
as February. 


TO DATE, the handsome, well-fur- 


nished addition has cost $958497.72. This 
includes landscaping 
and equipment

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Zoning Board 
Clears Way For 
400-Unit Complex

The Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals 


Tuesday voted to recommend granting a 
zoning request (hat would allow the Fox- 
boro Apartments to be built on Wolf 
Road just south of Mcadowbrook West 


The proposed 400-unit apartment com- 


plex would have a 2.2-ncre retention pond 
In the center, which would be designed 
for recreational activities as well as 
flood control. 


D e v e l o p e r Slgmund Lefkowitz de- 


scribed the project as "a departure from 
the standard apartment building." He 
explained that the apartments would be 
built In modules, with eight apartments 
In each module. 


Instead of the standard long-corridor 


construction, each apartment would be 
served by a stairwell corridor between 
the modules. Lofkowlti said tills system 
would allow'architectural variation as 
well as providing increased security to 
residents. 


According to Lefkowitz, the module 


construction will allow varying eleva- 
tions and positioning for the apartment 
buildings. "You get away from a long 
barracks effect," he said. 


THE NINE PROPOSED building! 


would be masonry, covered in places by 
wood. The two-story buildings will hold 
varying numbers of one and two-bed- 
room rental units. 


Proposed rent schedules for the 'apart* 


menu range from-$183 for a one-bed- 
room apartment to' $283 for the two-bed- 
room unit*. According to present plans, 
there will be 328 one-bedroom apart- 
ments and 72 two-bedroom apartments. 


The Foxboro complex will Include rec- 


reational facilities such as a heated out- 
door swimming pool and tennis courts. 
Lefkowitz said, however, that the reten- 
tion basin would be a central recreation- 
al feature. He said the pond could be 
used by light boats and would be stocked 
with fish. 


When asked he would prevent the 2.2- 


acre pond from becoming a "weed- 
choked, foul-smelling mud hole," Lef- 
kowitz said he would use an automatic 
feeding system with a water circulation 
pattern. He explained that sensltlzers 
would be Installed to Indicate the amount 
of ground moisture. During dry seasons, 
the pond would be fed from a well. 


Although the flood plain ordinance re- 


quires only 4.13 acre-feet of retention 
space for the project, Lefkowitz said the 
retention basin will be able to hold 9.5 
acre-feet. Additional retention will be 
provided by the parking lots, which will 
be set below the level of the apartment 
buildings. 


Lefkowitz said he plans to make con- 


siderable Improvements to the Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch, which flows through the 
property. "The stream Is, to us, an ar- 
chitectural feature," he said. "It really 
Is not an architectural gem right now." 


According to Lefkowitz, the stream 


would be cleaned up in a way that would 
increase the water velocity. He explained 
that during normal times, a small water- 
fall would flow from the retention pond 
into the creek. During flooding condi- 
tions, the stream would back up Into the 
retention basin, thus reducing the 
amount of water that normally backs up 
into Meadowbrook West. 


RESIDENTS IN THE audience asked 


Lefkowitz If the landfill needed for the 
development would cause run-off to flow 
north into Meadowbrook West. He ex- 
plained that because of the parking lot 
and pond facilities, the property would 
bold more water than is presently re- 
tained there. 


Lefkowitz also explained that the en- 


tire project will be drained into the re- 
tention basin either by conduit pipes or 
overland, thus reducing the amount of 
run-off from the land. 


The land In question was involved in a 


dispute last year when owners began fill- 
ing In the land despite protests from resi- 
dents who felt this would cause increased 
flooding in Meadowbrook West. 


Lefkowitz pointed out that while he will 


be filling In the land, he will also be com- 
pensating for the water displaced. He 
added that prior to the fill, a great deal 
of top soil had been removed from the 
property. 
j^ 


"The difference between the prior 


grade and the final grade -will be less 
than one tenth of a foot," be said. 


Before the'tonlng board voted on the 


matter, Wheeling resident William Ro- 
gers appealed to the board to consider 
the alternatives open to the developer in 
this cose. The Foxboro property is al- 
ready zoned for planned development in 
the county, and temporary building per- 
mits for excavation and foundations have 
been issued by the county. 


If zoning for the property is not ap- 


proved, the property owners could dis- 
annex from the village and build under 
county jurisdiction. 


IN RECOMMENDING approval for the 


zoning request, the board cited the reve- 
nue that would be generated by the esti- 
mated S4 million project. Board mem- 
bers also noted that the one-bedroom 
units would not likely put a strain on the 
local school system. 


The zoning board also voted to recom- 


mend granting of variations for popu- 
lation density and foundation heights. 
Board members said they did not feel 
the density increase from 352 to 400 units 
would affect the character of the devel- 
opment. They also noted that the founda- 
tion variation'was tied into the devel- 
oper's retention plans. 


Lefkowitz indicated that he would seek 


another variation to allow the construc- 
tion of interior roadways below the 
height prescribed in the flood plain ordi- 
nance.

faith and in a spirit unbecoming a pro- 
fessional body in bringing about the 
forthcoming referendum vote." 


The library district has hopes of annex- 


ing the Mill Creekssubdivision of Buffalo. 
Grove with a referendum Saturday. 


HOWEVER, THE MCHA said .the; ref- 


erendum Is unfair because not just.Mill 
Creek residents will decide if they want 
to be annexed. Voters throughout the dis- 
trict will vote on the matter, and are 
being urged to do so by the library dis- 
trict.

The Wheeling Library District 


referendum to expand the district 
should be passed Saturday. 


Two areas are in the annexation 


proposal — one in Buffalo Grove, 
the other in unincorporated Cook 
County south of Wheeling. Opposi- 
tion has been voiced by the Mill- 
C r e e k subdivision in Buffalo 
Grove, but other residents have not 
spoken out. 


The primary, reason the Mill 


Creek spokesmen do not like the 
referendum is because it was in- 
stituted without 'petitioning them. 
A legislative quirk in the new state 
constitution allows for such refer- 
enda without petition and allows 
present members of the district to 
vote.

homeowner or resident to be-in a 
library district, for himself and for 
his family. Indications are that 
Buffalo Grove would not be in a 
position to initiate its own district 
" fbr~ several ^ears, • so tt • "wotdd -be 
best to take the opportunity now to 


v join the Wheeling district 
' 'Residents of any library district 
in this area have another distinct 
advantage, as they are automati- 
cally included in the North Subur- 
ban Library System (NSLS), which 
gives access to any participating 


library 
— including 
Arlington 


Heights. 


The Wheeling Library provides 


children not only with books, but 
with special weekend and holiday 
programs, movies and entertain- 
ment. The library stimulates an 
early interest in reading as more 
than a school requirement. 


The argument that the Wheeling 


library is inconvenient to Buffalo 
Grove residents is true, but offi- 
cials say they are investigating the 
possibility of a branch library in 
Buffalo Grove. The name of the 
district excludes Buffalo 
Grove, 


but there are also reported plans to 
change the name of the library to 
something common to both, such 
as the Buffalo Creek Library. 


The residents of the affected 


areas are in the position where 
they could all vote "no" and still 
be carried in by a stronger vote 
from the present members of the 
district. It doesn't seem fair, and 
residents are accusing the library 
of forcibly annexing them. 


We sympathize with that posi- 


tion, but the best conclusion would 
be for Mill Creek residents, and 
residents of the other affected 
areas; ib -support ttrfr leferehdunr; 
on the basis of the library itself, 
and not on the politics. A large 
township library will probably of- 
fer better.'facilities and'.'services 
here than'a few smaller districts, 
as evidenced by the fine facility 
Schaumburg Township has been 
able to.construct. 


"We of- the (MCHA) are unanimous in 


our vote of 'no' on becoming a part of a 
library district that, in our opinion, can- 
not meet our needs in terms of services 
or character," said Jacobson. 


He said there were between 35 and 40 


'"residents present for the MCHA meeting, 
' of the 225 people living in Mill Creek. No 
, library officials cume forward to express 
their views. Jacobson added that his 
group will try to campaign door-to-door 
in the subdivision to ask people to vote 
against the referendum. 


Several weeks ago the Buffalo Grove 


Village Board voted 4 to 3 not to back the 
referendum. The board, and many of the 
residents of Mill Creek, say they are 
looking forward to the day when Buffalo 
Grove can have its own library.

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70 Residences To Be Probed 
Area Homes May Be Underassessed 


The Wheeling Township Assessor's of- 


fice Is conducting an Investigation of 
more than 70 residential properties in 
northeastern Mount Prospect that may 
be underassessed. 


Township Assessor Marshall Theroux 


said homes on 43 of the parcels are not 
listed on the Cook County tax rolls, lie 
said his office also is checking Into 30 
more possible cases of underassessment. 
The Investigation has been In the Castle 
Heights, Rainbow Ridge and Woodview 


areas, annexed to the village last year. 


Theroux said the homeowners have 


been paying only about $100 in taxes 
when they should be paving more than 
$1,000. He said many of the parcels are 
listed as unimproved land and do not in- 
clude any buildings. He said some of the 
properties have been underassessed from 
three to four years. 


Updated assessments will be turned 


into the Cook County Assessor's office to- 


day, Theroux said. He said the new as- 
sessments'wUl affect 1973 tax bills, deliv- 
ered in the spring of 1974. He said the 
books are already closed for the 1972 
bills. 


A SPOKESMAN for the county asses- 


sor's office said that office would act on 
the new information "as soon as we get 
it."

Theroux said he attempted to 
correct the underassessments early in 
1971, but the County office would not sup- 
ply the necessary information. 


"I THINK IT'S FAIR that the situation 


For the under- 
assessed taxpayers, it will eliminate 
more penalties and reduce that amount 
of back taxes they will have on their 
homes," Theroux said. 


"And It's fair to all the other taxpayers 


because they have been temporarily 
picking up the tax burden because of un- 
collected taxes," he said. "Anytime you 
don't collect a thousand dollars from 
someone, you've got to collect It from 
somebody else." 


Most of the tax money In that area 


goes to Wheeling Dlst. 21 and High 
School Dlst. 214, according to Theroux. 
"The schools haven't been getting what 
was proper," he said.

Must Decide: 
To Grow Or Not 


by JILL BETTNER 


To grow or not to grow Is the funda- 


mental question facing Buffalo Grove 
residents who must decide now what 
typo of community the village is going to 
bo in 1990. 


The alternatives arc to adopt a master 


plan containing a suggested pattern of 
land use for areas likely to be annexed, 
or to restrict the plan to land already In 
the village. 


About 35 persons attended the first of 


three information sessions Tuesday night 
at Booth Tarklngton School to discuss a 
proposed master plan for the village and 
the surrounding area. The plan was de- 
veloped by Associated Planners, Inc., of 
Highland Park. The meetings are being 
conducted by the plan commission. 


Based on their questions and com- 


ments, many persons at the first session 
feel a lot of points remain unanswered. 
Several feel they should have been con- 
sulted for their opinion on the plan be- 
fore now. 


ONE MAN, who later Identified him-. 


wU as a management consultant, drew' 
applause when he said, "Prom the point 
of view of a resident, I don't have enough 
information to make a decision as an in- 
telligent taxpayer on whether or not I 
agree with the plan." 


Another meeting is scheduled for 8 


p.m. tonight In tho village hall, 50 Raupp 
Blvd., and a third is set for 8 p.m. Tues- 
day, Nov. 21 at Willow Grov School, 777 
Checker Dr. Copies of the plan are avail- 
able for inspection at tho village hall. 


"State statutes provide for a master 


plan," said Village Mgr. Dan Larson. "In 
the more progressive communities, mas- 
ter plans have been adopted." 


Larson said that although the plan Is 


merely a guide for land use, the docu- 
ment allows the village to exercise a cer- 
tain amount of control over the type and 
location of developments. Without a plan,, 
village officials would nave a more limit- 
ed say In tho construction of projects out* 
aide the city limits. 


ROBERT GROSSMAN, 
representing 


Associated Planners, presented a large 
map outlining recommended land uses 
for land In tho village and in areas to the 
north and northeast that are likely to be 
annexed. Grossman then answered ques- 
tions from tho audience. 


The future downtown commercial area 


of the village indicated in the plan Is the 
original center of town, the intersection of 
Lake-Cook and Buffalo Grove roads. 
Grossman predicts this will be the most 
economically feasible place because of 
anticipated traffic patterns and popu- 
lation density. 


About 700 acres In the area of the Soo 


Lino R.R. north of the village will prob- 
ably be occupied by light industrial con- 
cerns, Grossman said. Several hundcred 
acres arc already zoned for industrial 
use. 


Public open space designated In the 


plan, much of It In the flood plain that 
would not bo suitable for building, In- 
cludes about 1,200 acres. This land 
would be donated to the park district, 
Grossman said. 


MOST OF THE objections raised by 


residents at the meeting centered on 


Grossman's figures for the anticipated 
numbers of each type of housing unit. 
According to the plan, Buffalo Grove's 
predicted 60,400 people will live in 4,300 
multi-family units, 3,600 single-family 
homes or one of the housing types includ- 
ed In planned development projects. 


Grossman said a planned development 


project could include some single-family 
along with a combination of several mul- 
ti-family housing types such as apart- 
ments, condominiums and cluster homes. 
However, he could not give a figure for 
the anticipated percentages of each kind 
of housing, saying only that 14,200 units 
of all types are forecast 


Answering criticism about the number 


of multi-family units and the amount of 
Industry indicated In the plan, Grossman 
said, "Single-family homes simply can- 
not pay the cost of education. To do it, 
the community will have to have indus- 
trial, commercial and housing types that 
produce fewer children." 


Grossman could not predict the exact 


effect the proposed plan would have on 
the tax bills of each Individual resident, 
but he emphasized the need to achieve a 
balance In the tax structure. 


GROSSMAN passed out tables out- 


lining tho revenue cost comparisons for 
the types of land uses Indicated in the 
plan. 


According to his flgues, 5,163 acres of 


land containing 21,012 dwelling units 
would generate $14,092,000 in revenue. 
Expenses are expected to amount to 
$14,583,000. This ratio does not Include all 
public services. 


"I don't have a crystal ball," Gross- 


man said. "I can't guarantee the 
plan will be a panacea for tax purposes, 
but I can say without a better balance 
taxes are going to go out of sight." 


"With the present system, the value of 


new single-family homes in that area 
would have to be around $70,000 to make 
it work out," Grossman said. "I don't 
think anybody here is willing to pay 
taxes like that" 


IRVING OILMAN, a resident of Lake 


County, disagreed. "My hunch is that 
given the choice between what you're 
proposing and the present nature of the 
village, people will opt for the way things 
are now," Gillman said. 


Trustees Tom Mahoney, Randall Rath- 


jen and Jerry Driscoll were asked for 
their opinions on the plan. 


Rathjcn suggested Dundee Road as the 


commercial center of the village, saying 
that because the street is being widened 
to four lanes and 111. Rte. 53 exits onto it, 
the road would be a more logical down- 
town area than the proposed center.. 


Rath Jen also said he felt the real estate 


market was still good for single-family 
homes to be built In Lake County. Gross- 
man disagreed, saying that due to the 
high cost of land and construction mate- 
rials, developers were no longer building 
many single-family homes. 


"ALL YOU HAVE to do Is take a four- 


lane street and line it with commercial 
businesses and you impair, if not cripple, 
the ability of the street to function," 
Grossman said, "You have only to travel 
through Wheeling to soe what schlock 
commercial development like this really 
is," he added.

Mill Creek Homeowners Lash 
Out At Library District. 


Opposition to Saturday's Wheeling Li- 


brary District expansion referendum is 
expected to be high, at least from one of 
the areas proposed for annexation.. 


The Mill Creek Homeowners Associ- 


ation (MCHA) lashed out against the 
Wheeling Public Library District Tues- 
day night in relation to the upcoming li- 
brary referendum. 


Al Jacobson, who was elected presi- 


dent of the MCHA Tuesday night, said 
yesterday it was his group's opinion that 
the library district "has acted in bad 
faith and in a spirit unbecoming a pro- 
fessional body in bringing about the 
forthcoming referendum vote." 


The library district has hopes of annex- 


ing the Mill Craekssubdivislon of Buffalo 
Grove with a referendum Saturday. 


HOWEVER, THE MCHA said .the ref- 


erendum is unfair because not just Mill 
Creek residents will decide if they want 
to be annexed. Voters throughout the dis- 
trict will vote on the matter, and are 
being urged to do so by the library dis- 
trict.

The Wheeling Library District 


referendum to expand the district 
should be passed Saturday. 


Two areas are in the annexation 


proposal — one in Buffalo Grove, 
the other in unincorporated Cook 
County south of Wheeling. Opposi- 
tion has been voiced by the Mill- 
C r e e k subdivision in Buffalo 
Grove, but other residents have not 
spoken out. 


The primary reason the Mill 


Creek spokesmen do not like the 
referendum is because it was in- 
stituted without petitioning them. 
A legislative quirk in the new state 
constitution allows for such refer- 
enda without petition and allows 
present members of the district to 
vote. 


The 
spokesmen 
have 
also 


claimed they do not want higher 
taxes (about $35 a year) and they 
would rather have a Buffalo Grove 
library of their own in the future. 


These two arguments notwith- 


standing, it is desirable for a 
homeowner or resident to be in a 
library district, for himself and for 
his family. "Indications are that 


: Buffalo Grove would not be in a 
•position to initiate its own district 
for several years, so it would be 
best to take the opportunity now to 
join the Wheeling district. 


Residents of any library district 


in this area have another distinct 
advantage, as they are automati- 
cally included in the North Subur- 
ban Library System (NSLS), which 
gives access to any participating 


library 
— including 
Arlington 


Heights. 


The Wheeling Library provides 


children not only with books, but 
with special weekend and holiday 
programs, movies and entertain- 
ment. The library stimulates an 
early interest in reading as more 
than a school requirement. 


The argument that the Wheeling 


library is inconvenient to Buffalo 
Grove residents is true, but offi- 
cials say they are investigating the 
possibility of a branch library hi 
Buffalo Grove. The name of the 
district excludes Buffalo Grove, 
but there are also reported plans to 
change the name of the library to 
something common to both, such 
as the Buffalo Creek Library. 


The residents of the 
affected 


areas are in the position where 
they could all vote "no" and still 
be carried hi by a stronger vote 
from the present members of the 
district. It doesn't seem fair, and 
residents are accusing the library 
of forcibly annexing them. 


We sympathize with that posi- 


tion, but the best conclusion-would 
be for .Mill Creek residents, and 
residents of the other affected 
areas, to support this referendum 
on the basis of the library itself, 
and not on the politics. A large 
township library will probably of- 
fer better facilities and services 
here than a few smaller districts, 
as evidenced by the fine facility 
Schaumburg Township has been 
able to construct. 


"We of the (MCHA) are unanimous in 


our vote of 'no* on becoming a part of: a 
library district that, in our opinion, can- 
not meet our needs in terms of services 
or character," said Jacobson. 


He said there were between 35 and 40 


residents present for the MCHA meeting, 
of the 225 people living in Mill Creek. No 
library officials came forward to express 
their views. Jacobson added that his 
group will try to campaign door-to-door 
in the subdivision to ask people to vote 
against the referendum. 


Several weeks ago the-Buffalo Grove 


Village Board voted 4 to 3 not to back the 
referendum. The board, and many of the 
residents of Mill Creek, say they are 
looking forward to the day when Buffalo 
Grove can have its own library. 


ASIDE FROM THE Mill Creek section 


of Buffalo Grove,'the district is also try- 
Ing to annex the Villa Verde and Berk- 
shire Trace apartment complexes and 
the Strathmore subdivision along Arling-

A rczoning request for over 118 acres 


of land in the village was referred by 
trustees Wednesday to the plan commis- 
sion for consideration. 


The land borders the north and south 


edges of a 40-acre proposed high school 
site on Ela Road owned by School Dist. 
211. The northern parcel includes over 
38.3 acres of land, owned by Raymond 
W. Plngcl. 


To the south, an 80-acre block of land

and skating at local forest preserves, 
it may also mean a picnic for any 
hearty soul who cares to give it a try. 


Avoid The Summer Crowds 
How About A Winter Picnic? 


Sometimes it's difficult to "return to 


nature" for a picnic at a nearby forest 
preserve during the summer when the 
picnic sites are a sea of bodies. 


So why not try a winter picnic? 
Most picnic tables will remain at the 


preserves during the whiter, according to 
J e r r y O'Connor, superintendent of 
maintenance, and If anyone wants a win- 
ter picnic, it's fine with him. 


"We've found that picnic tables will 


last longer if we leave them out — they 
all have a wood preservative which 
should last 50 years," O'Connor said. 
"We only haul in the tables that need 
.repair." 


SINCE THE NEW wood preservative 


was added to the picnic benches about 
three years a?o, O'Connor says he has 
heard of only a lew winter picnickers. 


Most winter lovers are on the toboggan 


slides or ice skating rinks, he said. There 
will also be some ice fishermen at forest 
preserve sites this winter. 


In the Northwest area, Bodle Lake 


Forest Preserve In Streamwood will fea- 
ture both Ice skating and ice fishing. The 
Deer Grove Forest Preserve, Dundee 
and Qulntcn Roads, Palatine, will be par- 
tially open for winter sports as will the 
Ned Brown Forest preserve at Route 53 


and Higgins road. 


"For the second year, we will have 


snowmobile trails at the Ned Brown For- 
est Preserve, (Elk Grove Village)," said 
O'Connor. "We're busy registering snow- 
mobiles now — it's $5 per snowmobile!'" 


Other members of the maintenance de- 


partment are busy switching grass cut- 
ting equipment for snow removal machin- 
ery. 


"We don't plan to cut any more grass 


this year, and we're in the process of 
getting the snow removal attachments on 
our tractors," said O'Connor. 


Of the three forest preserve divisions in 


the Northwest area, each'has a four- 
wheel drive snow plow and two or three 
tractors to clear both roads and ice skat- 
ing areas. The divisions will also have 
the same number of rangers on duty as 
there were during the summer, except 
they'll be watching over toboggan slides 
instead of the picnic areas. 


"STAFF WILL also be on hand seven 


days a week at the Crab Tree Nature 
Center," said Roland Elsenbeis, superin- 
tendent of conservation. "The only days 
the center will be shut down will be on' 
Christmas and New Years." 


The nature center, west of Harrington, 


is frequented by school groups as well as 
families. But, like the rest of the forest 


preserves in the Chicago area, it's fre- 
quented less in the winter. 


"We have a total of about 15 million 


people visit the fores tpreserve during 
the year — about 85 per cent of them 
from Memorial Day to Labor Day," said 
Eisenbeis. 


Representatives of the Eagle food store 


to be constructed on Northwest Highway 
in Palatine have encountered more than 
they bargained for in their request to 
build accompanying stores after the 
Eagle is completed rather than con- 
structing them at the same time, as was 
originally planned.

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Labor Unions For Police 
Police, Firemen Strike Law Seen 


by DAVID MAItSMAN 


Illinois may soon have a law that may 


end once and for all the question of 
whether police and firemen should be 
allowed to strike, according to Capt. Ir- 
tin McDougall of the Arlington Heights 
I'oUce Department. 


McDougall la president of the 21.400- 


m c m b e r Illinois Police Association 
<IPA>, an organization he said will sup- 
port a labor relations act for police and 
firemen that would call for binding arbi- 
tration to settle employe-management la- 
bor disputes. The bill, which may come 
up during the next session of the general 
assembly, would contain a no-strike 
clause. 


As chief executive of the third largest 


police association in North America, 
McDougall Is concerned about the ques- 
tion of labor unions for police, and police 
strikes. He said -he bill IPA would sup- 
port Is not favored by labor unions, ad- 
ding he doesn't think any police officer 
wants to go on strike. He said, too, that 
while most police officers arc not anti- 
labor, they don't want to be controlled by 
the labor movement. 


McDougall's comments followed a Her- 


ald story that revealed Arlington Heights 
police may be the next target of the 
Combined Counties Police Association 
(CCPA), an organization that McDougall 
docin't always sec eye to eye with on 
Issue* Involving police grievances. 


CCPA IMIKSIDENT John Flood said 


last week that village patrolmen will 
have power to control their careers and 
make demands stick on police adminis- 
tration only by forming a local CCPA 
chapter. 


McDougall said all but the newest pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force 
are members of the IPA, an organization 
he claims helps all the police in the 
state, whether they are patrolmen or 
high-ranking officers. The CCPA is for 
patrolmen and some sergeants. 


Although he admitted the IPA is not 


set up to provide full help in police-ad- 
ministration 
negotiations, 
McDougall 


said his organization Is ready to help any 
member police who ask assistance. 


One example Is what happened within 


the last year in Waukegan, McDougall 
said. Police there went out on strike, and 
as a result, 54 of them were fired by the 
city administration. There is a CCPA 
chapter in Waukegan, but it was the IPA 
that several fired police officers came to 
for help, McDougall said. 


McDougall and IPA Executive Secre- 


tary-Treasurer Victor Witt arranged a 
conference with the mayor of Waukegan. 
As a result of IPA efforts, 52 of the 54 
fired policemen were rehired, McDougall 
said. 


McDougall makes other comparisons 


between the IPA and CCPA. The CCPA 
is four years old, the IPA 71 years old. 
IPA dues arc $8 per year, while CCPA 
dues arc $3 per month. And the IPA al- 
lows Individual membership of munici- 
pal, county, state and federal police offi- 
cers, not requiring the majority of a de- 
partment to belong, as does the CCPA. 


AND McDOUGALL IS quick to list bene- 


fits for police that the IPA has been in- 
strumental in obtaining since Its found- 
ing in 1901 at Jolict. He said the IPA was

formed to take police work out of politics 
and to professionalize it. 


In 1903, the first act establishing 


boards of fire and police commissioners 
was passed in Illinois. Police would no 
longer be appointed by mayors, but by 
the commissioners,-who would also bear 
grievances. And police could appeal their 
decisions to the courts. Hie IPA drew up 
that act, McDougall said. 


Six years later, the IPA was In- 


strumental in gaining passage of the Po- 
lice Pension Act, a law setting up pen- 
sion funds for police in municipalities. In 
1960, a bill was passed extending this 
principle to the state police, and just this 
year, Gov. Richard Ogllvie signed into 
law an act setting up pensions for county 
sheriffs and their deputies. 


And the IPA is currently defending the 


Arlington Heights Police Pension Board o> 
Trustees in a lawsuit filed by the state. 
The outcome of the suit, considered Im- 
portant to all Illinois police officers, 
should determine whether a retired or 
disabled police officer's pension will be 
based on the amount of money he earned 
in the 12 months prior to leaving the 
force or by the annual salary he is earn- 
ing at the time of leaving. The IPA is 
hoping for a judgment establishing the 
latter as criteria. 


AN IPA ATTORNEY is used to repre- 


senting only the police who have an issue 
of Importance to all members of the or- 
ganization, McDougall said. "CCPA at- 
torneys are available, however,, to indi- 
vidual chapters, whether their cause is 


of concern to other member chapters. 


The IPA maintains a legislative com- 


mittee — lobby — in Springfield as what 
McDougall calls "a watchdog for all leg- 
islation pertaining to police." It is 
through this lobby, and in cooperation 
with lobbies from other state police or- 
ganizations, that the IPA fights for favor- 
able police legislation and against laws it 
sees as detrimental to law enforcement. 


The lobby will be fighting for the labor 


relations bill mentioned by McDougall. 


It has also lost some past fights, such 


as for a bill that would have required 
anyone accusing a policeman of mis- 
conduct to take a polygraph (lie detector) 
test in the presence of the accused. That 
bill was passed by both houses of the 
legislature, but was vetoed by then-Gov. 
Otto Kerner. 


Flood of the CCPA has called the IPA 


a "do-nothing" organization. McDougall 
said his examples of the IPA at work 
disprove that notion. 


And Flood says the CCPA can better 


represent patrolmen, because manage- 
ment personnel are not admitted into its 
membership. But McDougall said 90 per 
cent of the IPA's members are patrol- 
men, nearly half of them from Chicago, 
although IPA rules make it impossible 
for any one police department to control 
the statewide organization. 


"I hear that some people say because 


a man makes rank, he's administration 
and no longer can represent the rank and 
file," McDougall said of Flood's charges. 
"That just is not true."

OK Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance 
End Height Restrictions 
On Residential Buildings 


A comprehensive zoning ordinance 


eliminating height restrictions on multl- 
sotry residential buildings has been 
adopted by the Rolling Meadows City 
Council. 


The ordinance, which has been in the 


works for more than a year, offers devel- 
opers more flexibility and encourages 
the preservation of open space. 


The previous height limitation was 


three stories or 40 feet unless a height 
variation was approved by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


Under the new code, the higher a 


building goes, the more open space the 
developer will be required to set aside. 


WHEREAS UNDER the old ordinance 


a developer might have been able to 
build five 3-story buildings with a total of 
- ISO units on 10 acres, a developer could 
now construct one building with the same 
number of total units on the same 10 
acres, leaving more open space. 


The new formula Is also applied to 


commercial property under the com- 
prehensive ordinance to determine park- 
ing requirements. 


Previously an abltrary parking re- 


quirement was set for each commercial 


Inverness Ready To Go 
To Court Over Housing? 


Inverness officials may be heading for 


another court battle over attempts by de- 
velopers to Introduce higher-density 
housing In or near village boundaries. 


A rczonlng request for over 118 acres 


of land In the village was referred by 
trustees Wednesday to the plan commis- 
sion for consideration. 


The land borders the north and south 


edges of a 40-acre proposed high school 
site on Ela Road owned by School Dlst. 
211. The northern parcel includes over 
38.3 acres of land, owned by Raymond 
W. PlngeL 


To the south, an 80-ncre block of land 


Is In a trust with a Chicago bonk. It for- 
merly belonged to late Inverness resi- 
dent William Haffcrkamp, but the prop- 
erty was sold In May. 


PROPOSED DENSITY for the project 


will be 12 units per acre, according to 
attorney George Downs, representing the 
developers. 


Part of the land will be built as "qua- 


dromlnlums," or four-unit complexes 
that "will look like $100,000 mansions 
from the outside," Downs said. Some 
mldriscs and a shopping center are also 
Included In plans for the two-part devel- 
opment. 


"This is a practical way to give them 


(the village residents) a buffer zone," 
Downs said, referring to the Winston 
Knolls development to the west. That 
subdivision has six units per acre and is 
part of Hoffman Estates.

opment. 


"I THINK THEY realize now they've 


got to do something with that property," 
Downs said. Ho added that the two main 
aims of the developers are to develop the 
land economically without hurting the 
property values of homeowners east of 
Ela Road, across from the land. 


The requested B-l zoning for a shop- 


ping center, condominium and mldrise 
apartment units may have trouble get- 
ting village approval. All Improved prop- 
erty in Inverness today, except the golft 
course and field house, Is developed at 
not less than one housing unit per acre. 


Rising land values and taxes have 


made acre-lot single-family development 
more and more difficult to maintain in 
the area. 


Another major block is lack of munici- 


pal sewer and water facilities. Inverness 
is not part of the metropolitan sanitary 
district, and residents in the village rely 
on septic tanks and well water. 


If the requests for more liberal rezon- 


ing arc denied, the developers will prob- 
ably petition to withdraw their land from 
the village boundaries. Such a move 
could result in a court suit by the village 
to block the petition. 


SIMILAR COURT action has sur- 


rounded a 40-acre plot of land near Har- 
per College on Roselle Road. Owner Rob- 
ert Lonze recently won a circuit court 
case to withdraw .his property from In-" 
verness. At Wednesday's meeting, vil- 
lage trustees authorized Atty. J. William 
Braltnwaito to appeal the case to a high- 
er court. 


Lome's cose was based on the. likeli- 


hood that village officials would not re- 
zone his land to allow apartments or 
commercial usage, and even If they did, 
the village did not have the basic ser- 
vices to handle such development. 


Inverness plan commission members 


and trustees have been working for 
months on a proposed comprehensive 
plan that would slightly ease the one- 
unlt-per-ncre standard in some parts of 
the village. But the plan is still being 
studied by committees of the trustees 
and will probably not come up far final 
approval until the December or January 
meeting. 


development taking Into account seating 
capacity or useable floor space, Mayor 
Roland Meyer explained. 


According to the new ordinance, a defi- 


nite schedule of parking requirements is 
sot forth. For example, office devel- 
opments are required to have one park- 
ing space for each 250 square feet of 
floor space and retail stores and banks 
are required to have three square feet of 
parking area for every one square foot of 
floor area. 


The Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance 


groups the residential, Industrial and 
commercial classifications making it 
easier for developers to use, city officials 
said. 


Another feature of the new zoning ordi- 


nance is an update of sign requirements 
in each classification. 


The new comprehensive zoning ordi- 


nance does not affect properties already 
zoned, or construction approved or 
pending approval, according to Meyer. 
He said, however, a developer could 
come back to the plan commission for 
approval of different plans under the new 
ordinance.

Takeover Of Fire 
District Moved 
Closer By Council 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


moved a step closer to the Jan. 1, 1973, 
takeover of the Rolling Meadows Fire 
Protection District. 


An ordinance providing city fire pro- 


tection service to the entire area of the 
Rolling Meadows Fire Protection District 
was placed on first reading by the coun- 
cil Tuesday. 


A motion by Aid. Kenneth Retzke to 


waive the first reading was withdrawn 
when several aldermen expressed a de- 
sire to know the exact amount of the fire 
district's liabilities before taking it over. 


An objection by City Treasurer Robert 


Cole that a portion of the ordinance nam- 
ing the individual firemen and their sala- 
ries had been omitted from the ordinance 
also was a factor in placing the ordi- 
nance on first reading. 


City Atty. Donald Rose had recom- 


mended the firemen be specifically 
named and their starting, salaries stated 
in the ordinance to provide them with 
some job security. 


UNDER THE ordinance, the city will 


provide fire service to the city, will as- 
'sume the outstanding bonded in-, 
debtedness and other legal obligations of 
the Rolling Meadows Fire Protection 
District and will respect the rights of all 
present full time fire department person- 
nel. 


The ordinance is contingent on action 


by the fire district board dissolving the 
Rolling Meadow's Fire Protection District 
prior to Jan. 1 and transferring all real 
and personal property to the city. 


The ordinance follows an Aug. 19 advi- 


sory referendum where voters approved 
a proposal for the city to take over the 
fire district by a vote of 625 to 73.

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Loophole In Condo Police Plan? 


A legal opinion on police enforcement 


of traffic regulations In Schaumburg 
may nave hit upon a major loophole In 
the recently enacted state law to Im- 
prove police protection in private resi- 
dential areas. 


The opinion, presented to the board of 


trustees Tuesday by Village AUy. Jack 
Siege!, suggested the legislation does not 
apply to condominium developments. 
I Slegel's Interpretation of HIU557, op- 
proved and signed on Aug. 13, was It pro- 
vided for persons who own 10 or more 
units to contract with local police depart- 
ments for services on private streets. 


In condominium developments, the 


uniU are owned by individuals and there- 
fore there would be no one person who 


owned 10 units, he said. 


SIEGEL'S OPINION was sought after 


representatives of Levitt and Sons — the 
developers of Sheffield Manor, a quadra- 
minium complex in Schaumburg — re- 
quested police enforcement of speed and 
traffic regulations. 


Support was given the legislation local- 


ly, because of the number of planned 
unit developments being constructed. 
State statute had prohibited police from 
enforcing traffic laws in private devel- 
opments prior to the law's enactment. 


State Rep. David Rcgner, R-3rd, one of 


the chief sponsors of the legislation, 
could not be reached for comment. 


A synopsis of the legislation indicates 


municipalities can establish and enforce 
traffic regulations on private property at 


the request of the owners in a project or 
subdivision having at least 10 residential 
units. 


Proponents of the. legislation argued 


before the General Assembly the law 
would aid local police forces. 


SIEGEL'S interpretation of the legisla- 


tion could exempt major areas, planned 
to be covered by the bill, from the law. 


He said the village might be able to 


adopt provisions covering the con- 
dominium developments under the au- 
thority of its home rule community prob- 
lems. 


"I think the vfflags should develop 


some general policies on this," Slegel 
said. 


The topic was referred to the village 


police and Ore committee for review.

risk" since the property is under con- 
demnation. 


The park district has attempted to 


negotiate for the property since June. 
The district wants to develop the site Into 
a recreation site including boating and 
fishing areas. Graduate students at the 
University of Illinois have already in- 
dicated they will draw up a recreational 
plan for the site. 


Mount Prospect Iznak Walton League 


officials have Indicated they would like 
to build a nature center on the slough. 
"Wo think it is a worthwhile com- 
mitment," said Pat Kerwin of the 
league. "We've been talking about fund- 
raising for the center but have no defi- 
nite plans."

A legal opinion on police enforcement 


of traffic regulations in Schaumburg 
may have hit upon a major loophole in 
the recently enacted state law to im- 
prove police protection In private resi- 
dential areas. 


The opinion, presented to the board of 


trustees Tuesday by Village Atty. Jack 
Slegel, suggested the legislation does not 
apply to condominium developments. 


Siegel's interpretation of HR3557, ap- 


proved and signed on Aug. 13, was it pro- 
vided for persons who own 10 or more 
units to contract with local police depart- 
ments for services on private streets.

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Law Regulating Police And 
Firemen Strikes Expected

Illinois may soon have a law that may 


end once and (or all the question of 
whether police and firemen should be 
allowed to strike, according to Copt Ir- 
vln McDougall of the Arlington Heights 
Police Department. 


McDougall Is president of the 21,400- 


m e m b e r Illinois Police Association 
(IPA), an organization he said will sup- 
port a labor relations act for police and 
firemen that would call for binding arbi- 
tration to settle employe-management la- 
bor disputes. The bill, which may come 
up during the next session of the general 
assembly, would contain a no-strike 
clause. 


As chief executive of the third largest 


police association in North America, 
McDougall Is concerned about the ques- 
tion of boor unions for police, and police 
strikes. Ho said the bill IPA would sup- 
port Is not favored by labor unions, ad- 
ding he doesn't think any police officer 
wants to go on strike. He said, too, that 
while most police officers are not anti- 
labor, they don't want to be controlled by 
the labor movement. 


McDougall's comments followed a Her- 


ald story that revealed Arlington Heights

(CCPA), an organization that McDougall 
doesn't always see eye to eye with on 
issues Involving police grievances. 


CCPA PRESIDENT John Flood said 


last week that village patrolmen will 
have power to control their careers and 
make demands stick on police adminis- 
tration only by forming a local CCPA 
chapter. 


McDougall said all but the newest pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force 
are members of the IPA, an organization 
he claims helps all the police in the 
state, whether they are patrolmen or 
high-ranking officers. The CCPA is for 
patrolmen and some sergeants. 


Although he admitted the IPA is not 


set up to provide full help in police-ad- 
ministration 
negotiations, McDougall 


said his organization Is ready to help any 
member police who ask assistance. 


One example is what happened within 


the last year In Waukegan, McDougall 
said. Police there went out on strike, and 
as a result, 54 of them were fired by the 
city administration. There is a CCPA 
chapter in Waukegan, but it was the IPA 
that several fired police officers came to 
for help, McDougall said. 


McDougall and IPA Executive Secre- 


tary-Treasurer Victor Witt arranged a 
conference with the mayor of Waukegan. 
As a result of IPA efforts, 52 of the 54 
fired policemen were rehired, McDougall 
said. 


McDougall makes other comparlsions 


between the IPA and CCPA. The CCPA 
is four years old, the IPA 71 years old. 
IPA dues are $8 per year, while CCPA 


Ex-County Clerk Employe 
Pleads Guilty To Misconduct 


An Arlington Heights man yesterday 


pleaded guilty to charges of official mis- 
conduct in connection with a job he held 
in the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk's 
office, made full restitution of stolen 
funds and was sentenced to one year pro- 
bation. 


Joseph Adornctto, 22, of 1011 E. Sher- 


wood St., paid back $2,890 ho admitted 
taking from filing fees while a cashier in 
the probate division of the clerk's office. 
He was employed by the clerk's office 
for nearly three years before being sus- 
pended without pay Aug. 15, when a dis- 
crepancy was discovered between Ad' 
ometto's cash register and .actual 
receipts, said Peter Deucl, associate 


clerk of the circuit court. He had been 
transferred to a cashiers position seven 
months earlier. 


The money was reportedly stolen be- 


tween Aug. 1 and Aug. 10. Dueuel said 
Adornctto would hold back a day on his 
deposits and replace cash he had stolen 
with checks received the following day, 
Deuel said. He handled some $3,000 a 
day in his post. Some 10 per cent of that 
was cash, the remainder in checks. 


The thefts were discovered after Ador- 


nctto apparently was unable to cover the 
cash amount with checks one day, and 
the discrepancy turned up, Deuel said. 


Adornctto earned a monthly salary of 


$568 in his former job in the cleric's of- 
fice. 


dues are $5 per month. And the IPA al- 
lows individual membership of munici- 
pal, county, state and federal police offi- 
cers, not requiring the majority of a de- 
partment to belong, as does the CCPA. 


AND McDOUGALL IS quick to list bene- 


fits for police that the IPA has been in- 
strumental in obtaining since its found- 
ing In 1901 at Joliet He said the IPA was 
formed to take police work out of politics 
and to professionalize it. 


In 1903, the first act establishing 


boards of fire and police commissioners 
was passed in Illinois. Police would no 
longer be appointed by mayors, but by 
the commissioners, who would also hear 
grievances. And police could appeal their 
decisions to the courts. The IPA drew up 
that act, McDougall said. 


Six years later, the IPA was In- 


strumental in gaining passage of the Po- 
lice Pension Act, a law setting up pen- 
sion funds for police in municipalities. In 
1960, a bill was passed extending this 
principle to the state police, and just this 
year, Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed into 
law an act setting up pensions for county 
sheriffs and their deputies. 


And the IPA is currently defending the 


Arlington Heights Police Pension Board o> 
Trustees in a lawsuit filed by the state. 
The outcome of the suit, considered im- 
portant to all Illinois police officers, 
should determine whether a retired or 
disabled police officer's pension will be 
based on the amount of money he earned 
in the 12 months prior to leaving the 
force or by the annual salary he is earn- 
ing at the time of leaving. The IPA is 
hoping for a judgment establishing the 
latter as criteria. 


AN IPA ATTORNEY Is used to repre- 


senting only the police who have an issue 
of importance to all members of the or- 
ganization, McDougall said. "CCPA at- 
torneys are available, however, to indi- 
vidual chapters, whether their cause is 
of concern to other member chapters. 


The IPA maintains a legislative com- 


mittee — lobby — in Springfield as what 
McDougall calls-"a watchdog for all leg- 
islation pertaining to police." It is 
through this lobby, and In cooperation 
with lobbies from other state police or- 
ganizations, that the IPA fights for favor- 
able police legislation and against laws it 
sees as detrimental to law enforcement. 


The lobby will be fighting for the labor 


relations bill mentioned by McDougall. 


It has also lost some past fights, such 


as for a bill that would have required 
anyone accusing a policeman of mis- 
conduct to take a polygraph (lie detector) 
test in the presence of the accused. That 
bill was passed by both houses of the 
legislature, but was vetoed by then-Gov. 
Otto Kerner. 


Flood of the CCPA has called the IPA 


a "do-nothing" organization. McDougall 
said his examples of the IPA at work 
disprove that notion. 


And Flood says the CCPA can better 


represent patrolmen, because manage- 
ment personnel are not admitted into its 
membership. But McDougall said 90 per 
cent of the IPA's members are patrol- 
men, nearly half of them from Chicago, 
although IPA rules make it impossible 
for any one police department to control 
the statewide organization. 


"I hear that some people say because 


a man makes rank, he's administration 
and no longer can represent the rank and 
file," McDougall said of Flood's charges. 
"That just is not true."

Village Not Paying Taxes? 


According to the Cook County Collec- 


tor, the Village of Arlington Heights isn't 
paying its taxes. But then again, the vil- 
lage really doesn't have any taxes to 
pay. 


The confusion stems from the listing of 


isome village-owned property on the 
county's ledger of delinquent property 
taxes for 1971, even though the land is 
legally tax exempt. 


A total of nearly $1.2 million in 


delinquent taxes from properties in Elk 
Grove and Wheeling townships was 
recently published by the county treas- 
urer's office. 


In order to get its property taken off 


the tax rolls, the village routinely files 
tax exemption certificates with the coun- 
ty. 


ALMOST EVERY year, however, a 


few pieces of municipal property fall to 
get cleared in time and show up on the 
delinquent tax list. 


This time six properties were listed 


with total taxes amounting to $557,000. 


Schools, parks, churches and all other 


non-profit organizations also enjoy a tax 
exemption for their property. 


Asst Village Atty. Wayne Silva said 


yesterday that Arlington Heights has 
filed its exemption certificates and that 


the confusion would be cleared up In 
time. 


A spokesman in the county treasurer's 


office said that the listing of village and 
other tax free properties is usually just 
the result of a bookkeeping lag. 


"IT WORKS its way out and there's 


really nothing to worry about," the 
spokesman said. 


Other delinquent taxpayers may not be 


so fortunate. Their property is subject to 
potential sale at 8 p.m. Dec. 18 if the 
back taxes are not paid. 


Arlington Heights is not alone among 


the Northwest suburbs as being listed as 
a "delinquent" on this year's list. The 
Village of Mount Prospect, for example, 
"owes" $200.82, the Village of Palatine 
$715 24.

New Branch 
To Take Load 
Oii Court? 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove may be 


considered as possible sites for a branch 
of the Cook County Circuit Court when 
the court in Arlington Heights becomes 
overcrowded. 


Harold W. Sullivan, presiding judge of 


the 2nd District of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court, this week said he has looked 
over the situation in the Northwest sub- 
urbs and has decided the facility in Ar- 
lington Heights is currently adequate. 


Sullivan was commenting on the mat- 


ter after turning down an offer of space 
in the Rolling Meadows pity Hall for a 
branch of the court — at least for the 
time being. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case wrote letters to Sullivan and Cook 
County Circuit Court Chief Judge John 
Boyle several months ago, offering use of 
space in the city hall's new third floor. 


Sullivan said the court will have to ex- 


pand sometime to a second courtroom, 
and he will reevaluate the situation In 
this area every six months. He said he 
could not comment at the time as to 
where the second facility might be lo- 
cated. 


"ALL THE POLICE chiefs would like 


to have court in their backyard," Sulli- 
van said. But he doesn't believe the drive 
from Rolling Meadows to Arlington 
Heights is excessive for local police offi- 
cers. 


As it stands now, Wheeling police have 


the longest drive to court, Sullivan said, 
adding quickly that the situation doesn't 
necessarily mean he would want a sec- 
ond courtroom there. He said Buffalo 
Grove and Palatine could also be consid- 
ered, but did not rule out the Rolling 
Meadows site, either. 


Case said the driving time was not his 


consideration in offering the Rolling 
Meadows site. He said he is concerned 
with the heavy case load In Arlington 
Heights. He said three or four municipal- 
ities are scheduled on one court date, 
forcing police from all municipalities in- 
volved to spend a lot of time waiting for 
cases to be heard.. 


Case said he would be in favor of a 


second courtroom in another municipal- 
ity if it would mean only two cities on 
any one court date, shortening the time 
police officers are tied up in court He 
said the taxpayers' money is being used 
to pay police who are doing nothing but 
waiting for their cases to be heard. 


CAPT. PETER Guttilla, acting police 


chief in Wheeling, said there is a prob- 
lem in the Arlington Heights courtroom. 
The department has appointed one offi- 
cer to go to court with the policemen on 
their court days (Tuesdays) Just to 
coordinate cases and keep track of time 
spent there. 


As for moving the branch courtroom to 


Wheeling, Guttilla said parking is not 
adequate now. "We would like to have 
court here, and we've got the chambers, 
but parking is a problem." 


Guttilla said plans for a new fire sta- 


tion east of the municipal building on 
Dundee Road would also Include a large 
parking area that would be big enough 
for court traffic. He said Wheeling would 
probably petition to have the branch 
courtroom there when that expansion is 
done.

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Lihrary Votes On Reciprocal Borrowing 
Pull Audio-Visual Items From Plan 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary Board of Directors voted unani- 
mously Tuesday night to withdraw the 
library's audio-visual materials from re- 
ciprocal borrowing, effective immediate- 
ly. 


The vote came in response to a report 


from Mary Lee Ewalt, acting executive 
librarian, that residents from outside of 
Arlington Heights arc taking up space at 
the local library's record players and are 
causing excessive demand on the audio- 
visual items owned by the library. She 
said that the increase In outside use of 
films and recordings Is 30 per cent high- 
er than the Increase In use of books. 


A reciprocal borrowing agreement with 


the North Suburban Library System 
(NSLS) entered into by the board last 
March allows use of the local library's 
materials by anyone with a card from 
any of the 31 NSLS member libraries 


Mrs. Ewalt noted that 00 per cent of 


the audio-visual materials used by non- 
residents arc recreational In nature, not 
educational. She said for this reason, al- 
lowing reciprocal borrowing of books 
only would not deprive nonresident users 
of educational materials, but nonresi- 


dents are currently drpriving Arlington 
Heights residents of materials to which 
they are entitled. 


IT IS ALSO common practice for 


equivalent libraries, libraries of similar 
size and circulation to Arlington Heights, 
in the NSLS to restrict reciprocal bor- 
rowing to books only, Mrs. Ewalt said. 


The library board entered into a recip- 


rocal borrowing agreement with the 
NSLS only after a year of discussion. 
Even then, the vote was not unanimous. 
Some board members feared that such 
an agreement would deplete the library's 
shelves. 


A resolution allowing reciprocal bor- 


rowing was passed only after the library 
board was assured that it could withdraw 
from the agreement at any time, and 
that the NSLS would pay the library 50 
cents per unit for all materials borrowed 
by nonresidents in excess of the amount 
of reciprocal borrowing done by resi- 
dents. 


During the first six months of recipro- 


cal borrowing, the library was paid 
$2,369.50 under the agreement. Mrs. 
Ewalt said Wednesday that statistics on 


reciprocal borrowing had not been bro- 
ken down into audio-visual and books, 
making it difficult to determine how 
much revenue the library will lose as a 
result of the board's decision. 


One estimate, however, is that the li- 


brary would have received some $275 
less for the first six months of reciprocal 
borrowing had audio-visual materials not 
been included.

The opinion, presented to the board of 


trustees Tuesday by Village Atty. Jack 
Sicgcl, suggested the legislation docs not 
apply to condominium developments. 


Slegcl's interpretation of HR3557, ap- 


proved and signed on Aug. 13, was It pro- 
vided for persons who own 10 or more 
units to contract with local police depart* 
mcnts for services on private streets. 


In condominium developments, Ihe 


units ore owned by Individuals and there- 
fore there would be no one person who 
owned 10 units, he said. 


SIECEL'S OPINION was sought after 


representatives of Levitt and Sons — the 
developers of Sheffield Manor, a qundro- 
mlnium complex in Schaumburg — re- 
quested police enforcement of speed and 
traffic regulations. 


Support was given the legislation local- 


ly, because of the number of planned 
unit developments being constructed. 
State statute had prohibited police from 
enforcing traffic laws in private devel- 
opments prior to the law's enactment. 


State Rep. David Rcgner, R-3rd, one of 


the chief sponsors of the legislation, 
could not be reached for comment.

Step Toward Springfield 
Airport Control 
Session Is Held

The Republican Party's yearly attempt 


to wrest control of O'Hare Airport from 
Chicago and the opposition party moved 
a step closer to Springfield yesterday. 


A legislative subcommittee, made up 


strictly of Illinois Senate and House Re- 
publicans, held a study session yesterday 
to Iron out a proposal to establish a State 
Airport Authority. 


The proposal would bring under the ju- 


risdiction of the state and local munici- 
palities, excluding Chicago, any existing 
or future airports in Illinois. 


The proposed legislation, which would 


create the Metropolitan Area Airport Au- 
thority Act, Is ostensibly aimed at 
O'Hare Airport and Mayor Daley and 
would provide greater representation1 for 
residents who ore affected by the oper- 
ation of the airport. 


REPUBLICANS have repeatedly spon- 


sored legislation regarding airports but 
have been stymied because of staunch 
opposition by Daley-led Democrats and 
the defection of a handful of Republi- 
cans. 


With the 1072 elections nine days be- 


hind, the Republican Party holds a slight 
margin in tin State Senate, where pas- 
sage of such a bill i» expected, according 
to State Sen. Howard Mohr, R-Foiest 
Park. But his party only holds a one vote 
edge In the House of Representatives and 
Mohr fears enough Republicans will vote 
with the Democrats on such legislation to 
kill the measure. 


Mohr said Democrats have continued 


to oppose any legislation that would take 
control of O'Hare away from them, and 
that the Republican-only subcommittee 
was acting separately from them be- 
cause of this. He also said the Republi- 
cans did not want the Democrats to know 
what they were going to propose when 
the legislature convenes next January. 


Mohr, chairman of the subcommittee, 


and fellow members, were appointed to 


introduce legislation which would "pro- 
vide an efficient metropolitan air travel 
system In a healthful, safe and pleasant 
environment" by loth Dist Republican 
U.S. Rep. Harold Collier. 


Other members of the subcommittee 


Include State Reps. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, 
and David Rcgncr, 


R-Mount Prospect; U.S. Reps. Phillip 
Crane, R-13th, Collier and John Erlen- 
born, R-14th; and retiring State Sen. 
John Carroll, R-4th. 


THE NEW PROPOSAL calls for the 


reorganizing of the administrative struc- 
ture for operation of airports, including 
O'Hare, In metropolitan areas of Illinois 
and adjacent states. 


Under the proposal, local control would 


be affected if an ordinance is adopted by 
the corporate authorities of five munici- 
palities within a five mile distance from 
an airport. At Wednesday's meeting it 
was not determined if that item would 
stand up or be amended to include more 
municipalities further from the airport in 
question. 


The proposed legislation would also

degradation of land, water and air space 
adjacent to airports." 


The result of several meetings and the 


testimony of dozens of officials and con- 
cerned citizens, the proposal is patterned 
after the St. Louis Airport Authority and 
the highlights of post proposed legisla- 
tion, including a bill sponsored by Juck- 
ett that was voted down.

of traffic 
regulations 
In Schaumburg 


may have hit upon a major loophole In 
the recently enacted state law to im- 
prove police protection in private resi- 
dential areas. 


The opinion, presented to the board of 


trustees Tuesday by Village Atty. Jack 
Slctfcl, suggested the legislation docs not 
apply to condominium developments. 


Slcgcl's Interpretation of IIR3557, ap- 


proved and signed on Aug. 13, was It pro- 
vided for persons who own 10 or more 
units to contract with local police depart- 
ments for services on private streets. 


In condominium developments, the 


units are owned by Individuals and there- 
fore there would be no one person who 
owned 10 units, he said. 


SIEGEL'S OPINION was sought after 


representatives of Levitt and Sons — the 
developers of Sheffield Manor, a qundro- 
mlnlum complex In Schaumburg — re- 
quested police enforcement of speed and 
traffic regulations. 


Support was given the legislation local- 


ly, because of the number of planned 
unit developments being constructed. 
State statute had prohibited police from 
enforcing traffic laws In private devel- 
opments prior to the law's enactment.

could not be reached for comment. 


A synopsis of the legislation indicates 


municipalities can establish and enforce 
traffic regulations on private property at 
the request of the owners In a project or 
subdivision having at least 10 residential 
units. 


Proponents of the legislation argued 


before the General Assembly the law 
would aid local police forces. 


SIEGEL'S interpretation of the legisla- 


tion could exempt major areas, planned 


to be covered by the bill, from the law. 


He said the village might be able to 


adopt provisions covering the con- 
dominium developments under the au- 
thority of its home rule community prob- 
lems. 


"I think tho villags should develop 


some general policies on this," Siegel 
said.

Step Toward Springfield 
Airport Control 
Session Is Held 


by BARRY SIGALE 


The Republican Party's yearly attempt 


to wrest control of O'Harc Airport from 
Chicago and the opposition party moved 
a step closer to Springfield yesterday. 


A legislative subcommittee, made up 


strictly of Illinois Senate and House Re* 
publicans, held a study session yesterday 
to Iron out a proposal to establish a State 
Airport Authority. 


The proposal would bring under the ju- 


risdiction of the state and local munici- 
palities, excluding Chicago, any existing 
or future airports in Illinois. 


The proposed legislation, which would 


create the Metropolitan Area Airport Au- 
thority Act, Is ostensibly aimed at 
O'Harc Airport and Mayor Daley and 
would provide greater representation' for 
residents who arc affected by the oper- 
ation of the airport. 


REPUBLICANS have repeatedly spon- 


sored legislation regarding airports but 
have been stymied because of staunch 
opposition by Daley-led Democrats and 
the defection of a handful of Republi- 
cans. 


With the 1972 elections nine days be- 


hind, the Republican Party holds a slight 
margin in the State Senate, where pas- 
sage of such a bill fe expected, according 
to State Sen. Howard Mohr, R-Forest 
Park. But his party only holds a one vote 
edge In the House of Representatives and 
Mohr fears enough Republicans will vote 
with the Democrats on such legislation to 
kill the measure. 


Mohr said Democrats have continued 


to oppose any legislation that would take 
control of O'Harc away from them, and 
that the Republican-only subcommittee 
was acting separately from them be- 
cause of this. He also said the Republi- 
cans did not want the Democrats to know 
what they were going to propose when 
the legislature convenes next January. 


Mohr, chairman of tin* subcommittee, 


and fellow members, wire appointed to 


Introduce legislation which would "pro- 
vide an efficient metropolitan air travel 
system in a healthful, safe and pleasant 
environment" by 10th Dlst. Republican 
U.S. Rep. Harold Collier. 


Other members of the subcommittee 


Include State Reps. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and David Rcgner, 
R-Mount Prospect; U.S. Reps. Phillip 
Crane, R-13th, Collier and John Erlen- 
born, R-14th; and retiring State Sen. 
John Carroll, R-4th. 


THE NEW PROPOSAL calls for the 


reorganizing of the administrative struc- 
ture for operation of airports, including 
O'Hare, in metropolitan areas of Illinois 
and adjacent states. 


Under the proposal, local control would 


be affected if an ordinance is adopted by 
the corporate authorities of five munici- 
palities within a five mile distance from 
an airport. At Wednesday's meeting it 
was not determined if that item would 
stand up or be amended to Include more 
municipalities further from the airport in 
question. 


The proposed legislation would also 


"prohibit 
unnecessary 
environmental 


degradation of land, water and air space 
adjacent to airports." 


The result of several meetings and the 


testimony of dozens of officials and con- 
cerned citizens, the proposal is patterned 
after the St. Louis Airport Authority and 
the highlights of past proposed legisla- 
tion, including a bill sponsored by Juck- 
ett that was voted down. 


The authority would be composed of 


nine members, appointed by the gover- 
nor with the consent of the Senate. Also, 
five of its members must reside within 
five miles of an existing or proposed air- 
port 


The authority would-also control the 


operation of Midway Airport and Melgs 
Field in Chicago and would be able to 
cooperate with surrounding states to 
coordinate any additional airports.

meeting of the college's citizen's adviso- 
ry committee on site selection Tuesday 
night. The sites are located at Wolf and 
Foundry roads in Des Plaines, Central 
Road east of the Des Plaines River in 
unincorporated Des Plaines, and at the 
Tri-State Tollway and Milwaukee Avenue 
in unincorporated Northfield Township. 


The three sites have not received unan- 


imous approval from the board of 
trustees because they are not centrally 
located in the college district although 
they have been offered for sale and each 
is more than 100 acres in size. 


The Wolf Road site and the Central 


Road site are both subject to flooding 
and are poorly drained. The main access 
road to both sites, Central Road, is a two 
lane highway and according to Ray Nel- 
son, chairman of the citizen's site com- 
mittee, the state has no plans for widen- 
ing it. 


Trustee Stephen Loska of Des Plaines, 


said Tuesday night that the whole area

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Inner-City And Suburban Kids Learning Together

HJ«h school student! from Notre Dame 


and St Scholastlca High School for Girls 
on Chicago's North Side are earning nigh 
school credit in religion by acting as tu- 
tors for elementary school students from 
the Inner dty. In return, inner city chil- 
dren are teaching suburban students 
about the social and educational prob- 
lems In their neighborhoods. 


Although tutoring Is in Its sixth year at 


Notre Dame, this is the first year stu- 
dents have received high school credit 


for participating in the program. 


In the past, religion courses have been 


entirely classroom oriented, said Brother 
Rodney Struble, religion Instructor at 
Notre Dame and director of the tutoring 
program. Bringing tutoring into the reli- 
gion curriculum "balances classroom 
work with an action-oriented, social ser- 
vices program," he said. 


THE TUTORING program also fits the 


philosophy of student government at 
Notre Dame, said Jack Detzner, presi- 
dent of the student council. Community 
programs are receiving the "whole 
thrust of student government this year," 
said Detxner, and include volunteer work 


in hospitals, assistance for the elderly 
and work with exceptional children. 


The tutoring program is the largest 


single expense in the student activities 
budget, said Detzner. The annual $1,100 
budget for the tutoring program is spent 
on educational materials, transportation, 
and refreshments supplied free to the 
children. 


The Saturday program is held on the 


Notre Dame campus from 9:30 a.m. to 
noon. Forty students from Brown Ele- 
mentary School in the Garfield Park 
neighborhood are bused to NUes where 
they receive individual instruction from 
40 high school students at Notre Dame, 
St. Scholastlca, Maine South and Maine

East high schools. 


The elementary school children are 


usually underachlevers, from black fami- 
lies or of Spanish descent with a lan- 
guage barrier that makes learning diffi- 
cult. "They need one-to-one attention, en- 
couragement and support," from tutors, 
said Brother Struble. 


THESE STUDENTS are often of above 


a v e r a g e intelligence, said Detzner, 
"They're pretty sharp but have trouble 
with language." Most of the students 
have weaknesses in grammar and math 
and are given individual attention from 
tutors. 


Inner city, students often do poorly on 


standardized tests because of a differ- 
ence in culture and language, said Det- 
zner. Questions asked on the tests often 
have words and phrases the students 


have never heard before. In preparing 
for this difference in culture, Notre 
Dame students took a standardized test 
on simple math, social studies, and 
grammar problems worded in the lan- 
guage of the inner city. Most of them 
failed the test, said Detzner. 


Besides educational instruction on Sat- 


urday, students spend about half an hour 
in group discussion and another half hour 
of free time for football and other activi- 
ties. Several field trips to nature centers 
in the area have also been planned. "The 
students really look forward to coming 
out here. Some of them have never seen 
trees and grass," said Al Stegeman, one 
of the student coordinators of the tutor- 
ing program. 


On Tuesdays Notre Dame students are 


bused to Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Ele- 


mentary School in the Uptown area of 
Chicago where they work as tutors in a 
one hour session. 


NOTRE DAME students also meet - 


twice a month for in-service training as 
tutors as part of the religion curriculum. 
The program will include a reading spe- 
cialist, and two speakers who will dis- 
cuss "The White Man's Role to Minority 
Problems," and "The Black Man's View 
of Inner-City Problems." 


Stan Maslanka, one of the student coor- 


dinators of the Saturday program, said 
the size of the tutoring staff has not in- 
creased since it became a credited part 
of the religion program. It's gratifying to 
get credit for tutoring, said Maslanka, 
but the real reward is "feeling you have 
helped someone, then the grade doesn't 
even figure into it."

New heating, electrical and 
plumbing work will be installed, accord- 
ing to plans approved by Prickett.

also will be renovated, Mandas said. 


"Total cost will be at least $50,000," he

The Mandas purchased the building in 


October, 1971 after Sears ended 30 years 
of occupancy in Des Plaines. The build- 
ing was constructed "around the turn of 
the century," Prickett said.

diation and Conciliation Service. 


Loevy is representing Patrolman John 


Luety, who contends be was assigned to 
the foot patrol in February as a form of 
harassment by Des Plalnes Police Chief 
Arthur Hint* 


Luety told the Herald that despite 


three letters from foot doctors document- 
ing his contention that he is physically 
unable to walk for long periods of time, 
Hints has refused to remove him from 
the foot patrol. 


DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel 


at his weekly press conference Tuesday 
denied that Luety's assignment on the 
foot patrol b a punishment detail. 


"Luety's claiming be can't walk a beat 


because of sore feet when bis doctor says 
all he needs is arch supports," said the 
mayor. 


Other men are walking a beat The 


chief has a right to put anybody on foot 
he wants to," Behrel said. 


The case is going Into non-binding arbi- 


tration in accordance with the city's la- 
bor contract with the CCPA. 


Luety already has appealed Us foot- 


patrol assignment to his watch com- 
mander, the police division captain and 
Behrel, and his request has been denied. 


According to Patrolman William Spyri- 


son, vice president of the local chapter of 
the CCPA, the dty and the CCPA will 
enter mediation once both parties have 


Wage Negotiations 
To Begin Next Month? 


Wage negotiations with police, firemen 


and public works employes are expected 
to begin next month In Des Plalnes. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said at his 


weekly press conference Tuesday that he 
will call representatives of police, fire 
and public works employes "sometime 
soon" to set up negotiations. Behrel 
leaves Des Plalnes Sunday for a flvo-day 
National Municipal League convention in 
Indianapolis. 


A major argument in contract talks 


again this year may bo binding arbi- 
tration. 


The dty refused to accept a clause re- 


quiring binding arbitration hi this year's 
contract with the Combined Counties Po- 
lice Association (CCPA). 


"THEY ASKED last year that federal 


arbitration be mandatory," Behrel said. 
"They'll probably ask for it again. Of 
course, we'll turn them down." 


Employes wages still are controlled by 


federal wage-price guidelines. "Salaries 
are not as important this year and last 
year because wage guidelines have limit- 
ed them to 8.2 or S.S per cent," Behrel 
sold. 


The city can boost wages above the 


freeze level by seeking permission of the 
wage stabilization board. 


Commenting on dty employes' sala- 


ries, which provide $9,820 base pay for 
firemen and $9,843 for patrolmen, Behrel 
said, "We're not that far down the line. 
Everyone thinks they're underpaid." 


CITY PATROLMEN asked for a 15 per 


cent hike in November 1971. Four months 
later the CCPA agreed to a six per cent 
Increase. Representatives of firemen and 
tho Municipal Employes City Coordina- 
tion Association (MEECA), who agreed to 
3.5 and S.2S per cent hikes before CCPA, 
then asked for larger Increases. 


Tho final firemen's contract was not 


approved until May 1972. 


Public works employes have not signed 


a contract with the dty for two years.

A Herald reporter was shown letters 


from podiatrists who said prolonged peri- 
ods of walking aggravate an arthritic 
condition in Leuty's feet. The letters also 
said part of the treatment for the sore 
veet would be rest. 


One podiatrist said, "if left untreated 


with continued abuse of the foot the con- 
dition can result in chronic arthritis of 
the Joints of his feet." 


Another foot doctor said, "continued 


and prolonged activity which orginally 
precipitated 
the problem should be 


avoided so that tension, arthritis and 
strain in the foot can be eliminated." 


LUETY TOLD THE Herald he has 


been to foot doctors 10 times and that 
supportive arches have not corrected the 
situation. 


A third letter' documented Luety's 


claim of 10 visits and the fact that sup- 
portive arches did not correct his foot 
problem. 


Luety said he does not question the 


chiefs authority to make duty assign- 


ments and added the foot patrol is "good 
public relations for the police because it 
puts us in contact with people for rea- 
sons other than giving them a ticket or 


arresting them," Luety said. 
"Why are they giving me an assignment 
they know I medically can't perform?" 
he added.

While the policy only .will be In effect 


in Chicago, it is the opinion of members 
of the city's department of environmen- 
tal control that the pollution checks will 
help purify the air in the suburbs, too. 


The ordinance was passed by the city 


council last Nov. 29 and provides for test- 
ing lanes to be set up to ensure that all 
Chicago-resident owned autos are exam-. 
incd each year. Each motorist will be 
given a sticker signifying his car has 
been checked. 


The ordinance was written so that per- 


sons with autos which do not pass the 
pollution test will be fined from SIS to 
$300 for the first offense and from $50 to 
$300 for subsequent offenses. 


In trying to finance the program, a 


revenue subcommittee has been deliber- 
ating on a plan to raise the vehicle sti- 
cker charge to Chicago motorists. Mem- 
bers have also discussed the possibility 
of making it mandatory for all suburban 
drivers to have their autos tested, some- 
thing the original ordinance does not in- 
clude. That proposal apparently will not 
be passed. 


TUB ORDINANCE now calls for the 


spot check of autos owned by suburban 
residents if the vehicle is driven on any 
street In the city of Chicago. If the auto 
is believed to be in violation of the ordi- 
nance, a policeman will stop the vehicle 
and notify the driver that he must bring 
the car in for a pollution test 


It has not been determined just bow a 


policeman will know whether a car is In 
violation of tho ordinance. The officer 
will use the same discretion he now uses 
when stopping a motorist for speeding or 
any other moving violations. 


According to the ordinance, a car test- 


ed and found to exceed the pollution lim- 
its, may be repaired to meet these stan- 
dards and retcstcd. 


The mandatory Inspections are the 


first of their kind in the United States. In 
New.Jersey, according to department of 
environmental control officials, random 
and not mandatory testing of vehicles Is 
in effect. The program is being set up 
here, they said, because of federal stan- 
dards of pollution control determined by 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA). 


The inspections will deal with the emis- 


sion of carbon monoxide and hydrocar- 
bons in tho air. Federal guidelines re- 


quire the city to meet pollution standards 
by mid-1976. 


Department officials said it would be 


physically impossible to check all cars 
owned by suburban residents and there- 
fore a spot check is feasible. They said 
they were unaware of any suburb pass- 
Ing similar ordinances but that surround- 
ing municipalities have expressed an in- 
terest in passing local controls.

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Suburbs Take Advantage Of 'No-Fault Blood Insurance 


Charity begins at home — or in the 


CAM of the North Suburban Blood Cen- 
ter, in Clenview. 


The center, which operates on the prin- 


ciple that blood donated in the suburbs 
should be used In the suburbs, supplies 
volunteer blood to 11 area hospitals in- 
cluding Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plalnes and Lutheran General Hospital 
In Park Ridge. 


Membership in the blood center's coop- 


erative blood replacement programs is 
growing and though the center has only 
been in operation a year, its offices and 
lab, located at 1748 Waukegan Rd., in 
Clenview, already are cramped accord- 
ing to the center's administrator, Phil 
Sears. 


According to Dr. Earl E. Suckow, 


chairman of the medical advisory board 
of the North Suburban Association of 
Health Resources (NSA1IR), the associ- 
ation's 11 member hospitals now use a 
total of 20,000 to 23,000 pints of blood 
each year. 


TIE VILLAGES of Arlington Heights 


and Elk Grove Village recently agreed to 
Join the blood center's four per cent 
guaranteed blood replacement program. 


The villages of Mount Prospect, 


Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, Buffalo 
Grove and the cities of Des Plalnes and 
Rolling Meadows are also weighing par- 
ticipation in the North Suburban replace- 
ment program. 


Basically, the program provides free 


blood replacement anywhere In the coun- 
ty for all residents of the participating 
municipality if 4 per cent of the citizenry 
donates a pint of blood per year. 


Many fraternal, church and civic or- 


ganizations also participate in smaller 
guaranteed blood replacement programs 
and the concept even stretches to fami- 
lies and Individuals. 


For example, should Arlington Heights 


fall short of its four per cent com- 
mitment, groups and Individuals that 
have donated blood would continue to 
stay eligible for free replacement even 
though the village at-lnrgo would not be. 


"That's the beauty of the program — 


no matter what you do, you really can't 
lose," says Arlington Heights Director of 
Health Services Frank Charlton.

ly, calls "regional blood centers." 


"The Red Cross has done a very good 


Job, but they have obligations nationwide 
and ship blood from state to state. The 
very fact that there were 250,000 to 
300,000 units of purchased blood used in 
the country last year indicates that the 
Red Cross alone can't meet the demand. 
If it could, we wouldn't nave to be here. 
It's as simple as that," Dr. Suckow says. 


The North Suburban Blood Center Is 


the flrs,t cooperative, regional, all-volun- 
teer blood bank in the Chicago area. It Is 
non-profit and processes about 1,500 pints 
of blood a month. 


Despite the fact that the blood bank's 


first obligation is to meet the transfusion 
needs of member suburban hospitals, It 
does send surplus blood to city hospitals 
or anywhere else it might be needed. 


"We sent 80 pints of blood to St. 


Luke's Presbyterian Hospital in the city 
last month, then 25 more units and 25 
more after that," Dr. Suckow said. "We 
also offered blood to the Chicago hospi- 
tals that were talcing patients from the 
Illinois Central crash." 


THE NEED FOR regional blood cen- 


ters is destined to become more acute as 
the state moves closer to July 1973 after 
.which time it will be illegal to administer 
purchased blood except in extreme emer- 
gency situations. 


The move to all-volunteer blood is 


aimed at reducing the incidence of hepa- 
titis, a highly infectious disease trans- 
mitted through the blood. 


Overall, purchased blood is 10 times 


more likely to carry hepatitis than volun- 
teer donor blood, Dr. Suckow says, ad- 
ding that volunteers ore also apt to be 
more honest about their medical his- 
tories than some paid donors who depend 
on selling their blood for Income. 


But even with all volunteer blood, labo- 


ratory tests are only 30 per cent effective 


in detecting disease. 


"What it comes down to is that we say 


purchased blood is high risk blood. Donor 
blood is low-risk blood," Dr. Suckow 
says. 


Before a prospective donor is allowed 


to give blood, he is asked to complete an 
extensive medical history. At this early 
stage, a would-be donor may be found 
ineligible. 


The blood center uses a two-page list 


of donor qualifications which includes 
disease history, surgery, medications, in- 
oculations, age, blood pressure, tempera- 
ture, weight and even diet. 


If the donor passes this medical 


checklist, his blood is sampled and tested 
for type and hemoglobin. 


"We type every donor and often find 


that people, particularly men who were 
typed during World War II, come in 
thinking they have one blood type but 
actually have another," Dr. Suckow 
says. 


THE ACTUAL donation time averages 


less than half an hour, Sears says. 


After the blood is drawn it is refrig- 


erated immediately at four degrees cen- 
tigrade and samples are taken for fur- 
ther laboratory tests. 


Laboratory technicians test the blood 


for hepatitis and syphilis and then record 
the blood type hi a card file which center 
administrators use to fill blood requests 
from the hospitals. 


The blood, which comes packaged in a 


plastic bag, is packed with ice in an in- 
sulated box -and delivered by car to the 
hospital where it will be used. 


"A call for blood can come in anytime, 


24 hours a day, year-round," Sears says. 


Blood is usable only up to 21 days after 


it is drawn, Dr. Suckow said. Beyond this 
time the red tyood cells deteriorate and 
the blood is outdated. 


"We try to use the older blood first, 


whenever we can, and we also are in 
contact with other hospitals to find out 
what their blood needs are and if we can 
fill them," he said. 


"We use a close inventory and try to 


avoid peaks and valleys." 


THE NORTH SUBURBAN Blood Cen- 


ter now has a low percentage of blood 
that is not sent somewhere, be says, ad- 
ding that the blood that is not used is 
broken down into plasma and other by- 
products. 


"We simply can't manufacture blood 


as we need it. Right now the only source 
of blood we have is the human body." 


Ultimately the synthesis of blood In a 


laboratory may provide the ultimate so- 
lution to the mounting blood needs of the 
nation's hospitals. 


But for now doctors must depend on 


blood from human donors and in Illinois 
after next July those donors will have to 
be volunteers. 


"I think giving blood goes right to the 


heart of volunteerism. It's neighbor help 
Ing neighbor and I hope the day will 
come when we '11 be able to give donor 
blood to everyone that needs it," Dr. 
Suckow says.

Schools Cut Back Architect Program 


The High School Dlst. 214 board of edu- 


cation tightened the financial belt Mon- 
day night and the first casualty was the 
Forest View High School practical archi- 
tectural construction program.

agreed not to provide more than $5,000 In 
extra funds to finance the second year of 
the program.

said. 


Under last year's arrangement, the 


owner of the house paid room and board 
for the students at a summer camp near 
Lake Geneva while they built the house.

7% Decrease For Department's Employes 
Danaher Orders Pay Cuts 


Matthew J. Danaher, clerk of the Cook 


County Circuit Court, has ordered 
across-the-board pay cuts for the more 
than 1,500 employes In his office to meet 
an austerity program established by 
County Prcs. George W. Dunne. 


Tho pay reductions will amount to an 


almost 7 per cent decrease for the de- 
partment's 1,531 employes. 


Tho cutbacks were announced in a let- 


tor from Danaher delivered to all the 
employes Tuesday. The letter also sold 
other moves will be made to achieve an 
overall 15 per cent reduction in the de- 
partment's budget 


The court clerk's office was one of 


many ordered by Dunne to,trim their 
budget to keep county spending In line 
with expected revenues for fiscal 1073. 


TIIE COUNTY'S recent financial woes 


began when the 2 per cent service 
charge the county had been skimming off 
the top of all property tax collections 
was ruled unconstitutional. The decision 
cost the county about $18 million. 


Since that time the county board 


adopted several new taxes to make up- 
for the loss, but most have been chal- 
lenged In court and any monies received 
have been tied up In escrow accounts 
pending disposition of the lawsuits. 


To achieve the pay reductions, the 


1,531 employes of the court clerk's office 
will be docked one and one-third days 
pay each month, or almost 17 days per 
year — a cut of 6.67 per cent. 


In addition to the payroll cuts an- 


nounced Tuesday, Danaher, in his letter, 
told his employes no pay raises or pro- 
motions will be given during 1973 and 
that all employes 75 years or older, "will 
be required to take their retirement" 
Danaher said 40 employes arc more than 
73 years old. 


TIIE COUNTY 
BOARD previously 


passed a resolution making such retire- 
ments mandatory. 


Also, Danaher sold, car allowances 


will be severely restricted, strict proce- 
dures will be Imposed on unauthorized 


absences and, "Any job vacancy that oc- 
curs will remain vacant for no less than 
two months." He said other accounts 
have been cut back drastically, too. 


Peter Dcuel, associate clerk of tho 


court, said those accounts have been cut 
about $700,600, by reducing the number 
of courtrooms, combining court calls and 
trimming auto allowances. He said tho 
program will snvo the office $1.4 million 
annually. 


Danaher said there will be no ex- 


ceptions to the paycut and Included him- 
self among those who will feel the pinch. 
He said, "This regulation was adopted 
because the only alternative would be to 
fire 150 employes and I am sure you 
would not want that to happen." 


DANAHER, WHO told the employes ho 


had hoped to "soften this blow," said 
there remains "A small glimmer of 
hope," to avoid tho pay cuts. "If the fed* 
cral revenue sharing funds come to Cook 
County without any strings attached, 
Pres. Dunno has given me his personal 
assurance he will soften the blow," he 
wrote. 


Recently reclcctcd to the clerk's posi- 


tion, Danaher said, "This should be a 
time for oil of us to be proud of the deci- 
sion of the electorate because the elec- 
tion proved that the public approves of 
the way you serve them in your capacity 
as public servants. Instead I am forced 
to impose these restrictions because of 
Prcs. Dunne's order." 


When asked about the payroll cuts In 


Danahcr's office, Dunne said, "We must 
operate the government within the scope 
of the available revenue." 


DUNNE SAID the budget cuts were es- 


sential because the county board had 
pledged to the county taxpayers there 
would be no increase in property taxes 
through 1974. 


"The cut is severe," Dunne said, "and 


I'm sure It will hamper and curtail es- 
sential services. But it was a case of let- 
ting go 15 per cent of the people and 
having the court machinery bog down, or 


reducing the payroll." 


Dunne said the non-personnel accounts 


have been, "cut to the bone as it is." He 
said bo expects similar pay reductions 
will be made in other county depart* 
ments.

Dear Dorothy: I've always been less 


than keen on milk and a friend suggested 
I substitute cottage cheese — which I do 
like. She said It would provide just as 
much nourishment Is this actually true? 
— Mar gy Jones 


Then are more than a few of us who 


sympathize with you because milk isn't 
high on our taste lists, either. The nutri- 
ent totals of the two are different. Be- 
cause It la made from nonfat or skimmed 
milk and therefore has a low-fat content, 
cottage cheese contains few of the fat- 
soluble vitamins. Two ounces of plain, 
uncreamed cottage cheese contain about 
as much protein as a glass of milk. How- 
ever, it has only about SO mg. of calcium 
compared with about 300 In a glass of 
milk. In summary, the pluses for dry 
cottage cheese are high quality protein, 
low fat content and the ease of handling; 
the minus Is In calcium.

You can save yourself considerable 


money this winter (and maybe help 
avert an energy crisis) by needing these 
suggestions for homeowners, offered by 
the National Bureau of Standards: 


A WINDOW OR DOOR that admits 


cold drafts in winter should be weath- 
erstripped at moveable joints and 
caulked around the frame. This will 
probably reduce your heating bill by 15 
to 30 per cent 


INSTALL STORM WINDOWS, and you 


will cut In half the heat that is needlessly 
lost through your windows. Storm win- 
dows will pay for themselves within 10 
years, and thereafter will return you an 
annual dividend of around 13 per cent of 
their cost 


IN TI1IS PART of the country you 


should have at least six inches of in- 
sulation in ceiling and sidwalls. Not only 
will it reduce your heating bills, but your 
air conditioning cost in summer. 


HAVE YOUR FURNACE checked peri- 


odically by professionals to make sure 
you are not losing heat because of dirt 
deposits on heat exchange surfaces or 
improper combustion air adjustment. 


BE SURE ALL OPENINGS from occu- 


pied parts of the house to the attic are 
sealed. Air. leakage around doors, stair- 
ways, celling fixtures, vents, etc., may 
cost you about 50 cents per square inch 
In wasted heat. A quarter-inch space un- 
der a 3-foot wide door will cost you $4.50 
in wasted heat during one winter. 


LOWER YOUR THERMOSTAT at 


night. Lowering it four degrees for eight 
hours per night will save you $1.80 on a 
160 monthly beating bill. 


TURN OFF LIGHTS, TV sets, etc., 


when not in use. A large-screen color TV 
draws arond 26,000 volts of electricity 
when it Is on — a considerable waste if 
n o o n e i s w a t c h i n g . "Instant • on" 
TVs draw about one-third of that power 
constantly In order to give you an instant 
picture. Such TVs usually have a device 
to turn them off completely, or you can 
pull the plug — an especially good idea If 
you are going away for several days. 


REPAIR LEAKY FAUCETS. A leak 


that fills a cup In 10 minutes adds up to 
3,280 gallons of wasted hot water per 
year, or about $6.

THAT ALLURING eye makeup you 


use may enhance your beauty, but it 
could also endanger your eyes. Con- 
taminated eye shadow, mascara, etc., 


can cause eye infections, some of which 
are serious enough to impair eyesight 


A recent study by the Medical College 


of Georgia indicated that most eye cos- 
metics are free from bacteria when pur- 
chased, but that many women are in- 
fecting their eyes with cosmetics that de- 
velop microorganisms after they are 
opened. The causes are inadequate pre- 
servatives in the cosmetics and unhy- 
gienic handling by the consumer. 


The Food and Drug Administration ad- 


vises women to follow these precautions 
in the use of eye makeup: 


Always wash your hands before apply- 


ing eye cosmetics, and make sure any 
applicators placed in the eye area are 
clean. Do not allow cosmetics or their 
containers to become dusty or dirty. 


Do not use old cosmetics, especially 


ones you have not used for several 
months. Discord them and buy new ones. 


Never dampen cosmetics or appli- 


cators by spitting or licking them. Boiled 
water can be added to products which 
have thickened. 


Do not share your cosmetics or use 


those belonging to someone else. 


Da not store cosmetics at temperatures 


above 85 degrees F. Cosmetics that have 
been kept in a hot car for a period of 
time, for example, are more susceptible 
to bacteria. 


Avoid using eye cosmetics if you have 


an eye infection, and be earful in using 
them if you have allergies. Discontinue 
usage immediately of any product that 
causes an irritation.

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There was a run on brandy snifters at 


the dime store the other day, as the 
women chatted of making terrariums. 


Growing greenery In a glass garden 


keeps the dibbling urge active all winter, 
and some of the more creative en- 
thusiasts can even make planting terra- 
riums a paying "business," like I do. 


If you are creating your first terra- 


rlum, use the largest .wide-mouth con- 
tainer you can find. To tackle a pint-siz- 
ed gloss or a bottle with a narrow neck 
Is a job for the experienced. Even a tax- 
idermist will tell you It's easier to stuff 
an elephant than a hummingbird! 


An old-fashioned side-loading gloss 


cookie Jar or apothecary jar will do 
double duty as a terrarium, because It 
can always be used for sweets when you 


Rtd Cap Cactus 


tire of the plants. What a smashing 
Christmas party you could have with the 
large size brandy snifter after you re- 
place the greens with grog. And an old 
aquarium that has lost Its guppics is an- 
other good choice for beginners. 


HIIIST OttDEIl of business is the 


choice of occupants. It will make a dif- 
ference in the type of growing media 
that will give best results. A cactus gar- 
den will require coarse sand and vcr- 
m leu lite, a woodland garden sphagnum 
moss and and Inscctavorous plant will 
tako a moist soil — one half coarse gar- 
den soil and one half sphagnum moss. 


Put some conrso pebbles In the bottom 


of the glass container, a layer of the 
planting medium and a couple table- 
spoons of charcoal for drainage. Moke a 
dry run In the container with your fin- 
gers and eyes: Put a couple tablespoons 
of the growing media in the glass and 
form a hill with the high "land" at the 
back and nearly nothing at the front. Pat 
your fingers In the soil where you think 
you may want to place the plants. It's 
almost like building sand castles. 


For a cactus collection, you might 


want to Include the popular lady fingers, 
tiger jaw (It has gaplng-mouth effect), 
old man of the Andes cactus (long, 
white hair). Consider red cap, the latest 
rage. Its red top Is grafted to a green 
bottom and it contributes color to the 
group. Skinny fingers, hens and chicks 
and some of the other succulent plants 
will live compatibly with the cactus. 


A CACTUS grower I know explains his 


watering technique liko this: "When the 
weatherman says It Is raining In Dallas, 
Tex., that's when I water the cactus." 
Try a cactus terrarium if you Uko plants, 
but kill everything you get your hands 
on. It thrives on neglect. 


To avoid rot. don't use a cover on the 


cactus garden. Incidentally, even when 
you arc not growing a mini-desert, don't 
drown the terrarium plants. Water by 
the tablespoon, not the cup. 


If you have access to a woods, there 


arc oil manner of tcrrarium-sultcd 
goodies growing on the forest floor. Re- 
member to choose plants that will not 
outgrow the container. Mosses, lichens, 
fungi aro great for accents. Diminutive 
British soldier lichen, for Instance, has 
Interesting red tips that will add color to 
the collection. 


Wlntcrgrcen (Wrlglcy's makes gum 


from it), ebony splocmvort (a tiny rock 
fern), goldthread (so-called because of 
its bright yellow roots tern) arc a few ap- 
propriate tidbits. I love to use plpsis- 
lown. just for tho fun of telling Interested 
onlookers Its comic-sounding name. 


AS THE FHOST1NG on your woodland 


cake, be sure to use rock sheet moss, 
which has emerald green, plume-like 
tufts. It gives tho impression you slaved 
for hours arranging the tufts when It is 
actually a sheet of "ferns" knitted by 
nature. 


If you're in the market for something 


really exotic, give insect-eating terra- 
riums a try — Northern pitcher plant, 
huntsman's horn, butterwart, sundew,

More often than not, 
the typical greenhouse plants get "giant- 
ism" and outgrow the confines or cover 
up smaller specimens, unless the buyer 
knows precisely what he is Choosing. 


If you can't collect woodland or insect- 


eating plants, there are a number of spe- 
cialty houses that carry them. Arthur 
Eomcs Allgorvc Nursery In North Wil- 
mington, Mass., 01887, is one of them. 


Terrariums make unique holiday gifts,
